One  of  the  strongest 
of  these  clubs  was  known  as  the 
Army  and  Veterans'  Club,  which  has 
been  Incorporated  as  a  chartered  | 
aoclety  In  every  clime  over  which  the 
UrltlHh  flag  flies. 

Founded  In  19 Id 

The  Victoria  unit  of  this  associa- 
tion was  flr.st  founded  in  .January, 
1916,  and  quurters  were  opened  in 
Langley  Street.  Vice-Admiral  W.  O. 
Storey  was  elected  president  and  the 
unit  was  Indeed  fortunate  in  obtain- 
ing such  a  distinguished  ofllcer  as 
its  first  president.  The  first  vice- 
president  was  Colonel  A.  C.  P.  Hag- 
gard, D.8.O.,  whose  name  is  well 
known  in  both  military  and  literary 
circles  as  an  exponent  of  the  finest 
arts  In  both.  After  the  retirement  of 
Captain  A.  E.  Craddock,  who  was  the 
first  secretary,  Mr.  H.  J.  Toung,  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Horse  Artillery, 
was  selected,  and  under  his  direction 
the  club  has  grown  to  large  propor- 
tions in  the  City  ot  Victoria.

LONDON,  Oct.  9.— Occupation  of  Berdiansk,  on  the  north 
shore  of  the  Sea  of  Azov,  ISO  miles  northeast  of  Simferopol,  Is 
claimed  in  a  Moscow  ofTicial  statement  on  the  fighting  operations  in 
South  Russia. 

RIGA,  Oct.  9. — Complaint  is  made  by  Lithuania  authorities  that 
the  Poles  have  prevented  signing  of  an  immediate  armistice  covering 
all  territory  in  dispute,  and  that  Poland  is  delayiif^  an  agreement  as 
to  the  demarcation  line  until  Polish  troops  occupy  all  the  terriory  they 
desire.  The  control  commission  of  the  League  of  Nations,  which  is 
endeavoring  to  settle  the  differences  between  Lithuania  and  Poland, 
went  from  Suwalki  to  Orany  today  to  investigate  conditions.  Prior 
to  leaving  Suwalki  it  fixed  a  provisional  boundary  line  and  issued 
orders  couched  in  emphatic  terms  that  both  the  Poles  and  Lithuanians 
must  retire  at  least  three  and  one-half  miles  from  this  front.  The 
Lithuanians  insist  that  the  Poles  have  refused  to  obey.

Riga  Peace  Efforta 

RIGA,  Oct  9. — Delegates  of  Poland 
and  Soviet  Russia,  who  held  a  long 
session  last  night  In  an  effort  to  reach 
an  agreement  for  an  armistice,  re- 
sumed their  attempts  today. 

The  Poles  Insist  that  there  must 
be  an  Interval  of  six  days  a/tor  sig- 
nature before  the  <<arraistioe  becomes 
effective.  They  declare  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  reach  scattered  cavalry  or- 
ganizations along  the  Bolshevik  front 
in  less  time.

Japanese  were  wounded.

It  has  not  yet  been  de- 
cided whether  the  fire  was  caused 
by  an  Incendiary  bomb  or  from  the 
ignition  of  gasoline. 

The  reports  on  the  occurrence  say 
that  from  four  to  six  explosions  took 
place.  Two  explosions  reported  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  courthouse,  in  an- 
other part  of  the  city,  may  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  an  ar- 
mored car  caaght  fire  there  from 
backfiring.  Shortly  after  the  explo- 
sions in  the  city  hall,  a  newsboy 
bringing  papers  from  the  station  said 
he  had  been  fired  on  as  he  was  cross* 
ing  the  bridge,   but  waa  not  hit. 

Barrack  Street,  the  sc^iTe  of  yes- 
terday's attack  on  a  miliary  lorry, 
was  quiet  throughout  the  night  On 
this  street  thousands  of  working  peo- 
ple live.  Most  of  them,  fearing  re- 
prisals, spent  the  night  with  rela- 
tives dhd  friends  in  the  suburbs. 

Few  of  the  peo;>le  of  Cork  slept 
last  night  Firing  was  heard  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  city  Intermittently 
throughout  the  night  beginning 
shortly  after  11  o'clock.  The  people 
still  are  in  a  state  of  terror. 

The  only  eye-witness  of  the  explo- 
sions said  the  first  blast  occurred  at 
3:27  o'clock  and  another  at  4:06. 
after  which  the  flames  burst  forth. 
An  unexploded  hand  grenade  was 
fqund  In  the  city  hiAl  this  morning. 

COAL  DELIVERES 

.    WILL  BE  EXPEDITED 


OTTAWA,  Oct  9.— With  the  object 
of  expediting  transportation  perform- 
ance of  the  ooal-carr^ing  equipment 
of  the  CanadUn  railways,  the  Beard 
of  Railway  Commissioners  has  issued 
an  order  empowering  fuel  administra- 
tors to  seise  the  contents  of  cars  con- 
taining coal  or  coke  and  summarily 
offer  tha  same  for  sale  to  munlclpali- 
tlea  or  dealers  within  the  municipality 
when  sueh  cars  have  remained  un- 
loaded at  their  destination  or  else- 
where on  any  railway  in  Canada  for  a 
longer  period  than  eight  days  after 
arrival. 

This  action  ha«  been  taken  after  a 
conferenee  between  represenUtlvee  of 
the  railways  and  the  board,  at  which 
phuis  for  speeding  up  the  delivery  of 
coal  supplies  were  considered.  At 
the  present  time  the  hoard  Is  secur- 
ing Information  from  all  parts  of 
Canada  on  the  coal  movament  and 
It  la  ttelleved  that  nnd«r  provMons  of 
this  new  and  drasUe  order  there 
will  be  a  great  Improvement  In  the 
■HaatJoa,  aa  H  baa  been  reported  that 
coal  ear*  have  stood  en  eMtnga  for 
belag  aaleaded. 


CARNARVON.  Wales,  Oct.  9.— 
Premier  Uoyd  Qeorge.  In  a  speech 
her*  today  concerning  the  situation 
la  Ireland  referred  to  reprisals.  He 
argued  that  the  polio*  In  Ireland  au 
not  bomb  houaes  and  shoot  men  with- 
out provocaUon.  The  Premier  said 
that  228  policemen  had  been  shot  of 
whom  109  had  been  killed,  and  the 
paUence  of  .«&•  poUcf  had  given 
way.  with  the  reault  that  they  hit 
back. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  deoUreO-that  If, 
aa  was  contended.  th*r*  was  war  In 
Ireland,  then  the  war  muat  ha  waged 
on  both  sides.  But  when  policemen 
were  shot  In  the  back  by  Sinn  Felu- 
ers,  the  Premier  aald.  It  waa  not  war, 
but  murder. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  aaked  whether, 
under  the  system  of  terrorism  which 
made  it  lm»oaisble  to  obtain  evidence. 
It  waa  any  wonder  the  poUc*  shot  the 
murderers. 

"We  must,  however,  restore  order 
In  Ireland,  even  by  stern  methods," 
the  Premier  asserted,  "because  we 
cannot  permit  the  country  to  fall  Into 
complete  anarchy." 

Mnrdaroiis  Ganc 

The  Premier  said  the  murderous 
gang  which  now  tyrannizes  Ireland 
must  be  broken  up  and  the  govern- 
ment must  proceed  with  a  measure 
for  complete  self-government  of  the 
country. 

Referring  to  the  killing  of  police- 
men  the   premier  said; — ■ -^ 

"While  these  murders  were  going 
on  I  never  read  a  word  of  protest 
from  the  Sinn  Fein  In  Ireland.  Mr. 
Arthur  Griffith,  (founder  of  the  Sinn 
Fein),  a  vesy  able  and  distinguished 
Irishman,  communicated  to  the  press 
of  the  United  States,  and  I  believe  to 
the  English  press,  an  interview  tha 
other  day.  in  which  he  showed  grelt 
concern  at  the  prospect  of  what  he 
thought  waa  going  to  be  an  atUck 
upon  his  own  life.  I  do  not  believe 
there  is  any  attacl^  being  concocted 
against  hta  life,  but  I  never  saw  a 
word  from  Arthur  Griffith  displaying 
any  indignation  at  the  killing  of  po- 
licemen." 

The  Premier  said  that  If  there  were 
a  state  of  war  in  Ireland  It  would 
give  the  soldiers  and  policemen  a 
lair   chance,    and    they   would    give    a

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good  account  of  themselves.'  He  de- 
manded to  know  whether  the  police 
were  to  be  shot  down  like  dogs  with- 
out any  attempt  to  defend  t^iem- 
selves.  and  declared  it  was  more  than 
human  nature  could  tolerate. 
Not  fOr  Bullying 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  said  he  could  un- 
derstand any  sympathy  with  the 
idea  that  self-government  should  be 
given  because  it  would  bring  good- 
will, but  not  because  "a  gang  of  as- 
saasins  and  bullied  the  government 
Into  It" 

"It  was  all  very  well."  the  Premier 
continued,  "to  talk  about  a  Dominion 
form  of  tfovernmant.  but  Ireland  de- 
n»nded  an  absolutely  independent 
republic,  and  even  that  would  not 
satisfy  the  Irish." 

He  declared  Ulster  would  not  have 
an  Irish  republic.  "AVe  do  not  want 
to  negotiate  peace  with  civil  war  at 
our  very  door." 

The  Premier  said  that  If  Ireland 
were  given  complete  Dominion  home 
rule  it  would  me^n  she  could  have 
conscription,  and  then  England.'  with 
her  j  army  of  a  hundred  thousand 
men,*  might  b^  confronted  with  an 
Irish  army  of  half  a  million. 

He  contended  that  Dominion  home 
rule  for  Ireland  meant  conscription 
for  England. 

The  Premier  charged  that  Ireland 
*"^  assisted  the  German  submarine 
calnpaign  and  declared  that  although 
little  had  been  said  about  it  Ireland 
was  Great  Britain's  chief  worry  dur- 
ing the  war.  Had  anyone  ever 
proposed  "such  lunacy?"  he  demand- 
ed, as  to  allow  Ireland  to  obtain  her 
independence  with  her  own  army  and 
navy,  and  her  capacity*  for  assisting 
Great  Britain's  enemies. 

No  one  wanted  to  manage  Ireland's 
domestic  affairs,  the  Premier  said, 
but  dangerous  weapons  like  armies 
and  navies  were  better  under  the 
control  of  the  Imperial  ParlUment 
and  the  Government  would  resist 
any  attempt  to  give  Ireland  an  army 
and  navy. 

The  present  home  rule  bUl.  he  de- 
clared, would  have  given  Ireland  ev- 
ery poBsible  facility  to  manage  her 
own  domestic  .-iffalrs. 

In  connection  with  the  charge 
that  Ireland  assisted  Germany  dur- 
ing the  war.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  as- 
serted that  in  1917  and  In  Ul»  the 
Irish  were  conspiring  in  connection 
with  German  submarine  operations, 
and  that  there  were  documents  dis- 
covered in  the  pnekets  of  men  ar- 
rested -In  1919  showinir  that  they 
were  prepared  within  two  months  of 
the  German  offensive — of  which 
they  kn*w— to  raise  a  tinge  force  In 
Ireland,  "to  irtab  Great  Britain  in  the 
back  when  she  was  ongaged  In  a  life 
and  death  struggle  for  the  freedom 
of  the  world."

Canadians  Are  Excluded 
Througii  Application  of  Anti- 
Dumping  Clause  —  Refiners 
Asl<  for  Protection    ' 


TORONTO,  Oct.  «.— Sugar  from 
the  United  States  can  be  laid  down 
in  Toronto  for  16  cents  a  pound  with 
the  new  cut  In  prices  lathe  United 
States,  according  to  A.  R.  MlUman, 
of  the  wholesale  firm  of  W.  H.  Mill- 
man  &  Sons.  Further  decreases  In 
the  price  of  sugar  are  expected. 

OTTAWA,  Oct.  9.— A,  deputation 
representing  the  Canadiai  sugar  re- 
finers waited  on  the  «5overnment 
yesterday  aslilng  relief  pn  the  ground 
that  on  the  rising  market  their  prof- 
its were  held  down  by  the  fixed 
price  of  sugar,  and  that  therefore  on 
the  falling  market  they  should  be 
protected.  The  Government  will 
consider   the  request. 

The  Cltisen  today  says: 

"The  anti-dumping  -provisions  of 
the  Customs  Act  are  being  Invoked 
against  the  Importation  into  Canada 
of  cheap  sugar  from  the  United 
States.  In  sever.il  cases  within  the 
'last  few  weeks  It  has  been  applied, 
and  people  who  thought  to  get  sugar 
at  the  low  rates  It  was  selling  for  at 
certain  points  In  the  States,  plus  duty 
and  exchange,  and  thun  bore  In  un- 
der the  high  rates  prevailing  In  Can- 
ada, have  been  fooled. 

"The  duty  is  based  upon  the  fair 
market  value  at  which  sugar  Is  sold 
In  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  In 
the   country  of   export. 

"I^oral  price  slashing  would  not  be 
regarded  a.s  the  ordinary  course  of 
trade,  but  rather  the  prevailing  rates 
in  the  States  when  sold  by  whole- 
salers to  the  trade.  Five  per  cent 
leeway  Is  allowed  between  the  'pre- 
vailing price'  in  the  United  States 
and  what  the  article  la  sold  for  in 
Canada,  but  anything  more  than  an 
average  price  Is  a  contravention  of 
the  antl-dumping  clause,  and  there 
arc  interests  which  are  quick  to  in- 
voke this  provision."

U.-OdI.    a.    C.    Johnittoii.    Wlio    Com- 
manded   2nd    C.M.R.    In    Francv, 
to  Recruit  Vernon  Squadron 

Lleut.-Col.  O.  C.  Johnston.  D.S.O., 
M.C.,  returned  to  Vernon  from  Vic- 
toria Saturday  last  with  deflnite  and 
detailed  authority  to  Immediately  or- 
ganise a  unit  of  Mounted  Rifles 
throughout  the  Okanagan  Valley  with 
a  total  strength  of  346  all  ranks.  Col. 
Johnston,  It  will  be  recalled,  left  Vic- 
toria with  the  2nd  C.M.R. .  returning 
after  the  war  was  over  In  commaiid 
of  the  unit,  and  making  hii  home  In 
the  city  until  he  received  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  8oldler.V  Settlement 
Board.  Vernon,  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Details  of  the  new  regiment  show 
that  there  will  be  headquarters  staff 
composed  of  thirty-three  all  ranks, 
and  one  squadron  composed  of  104 
all  ranks  will  be  recruited  In  Ver- 
non and  surrounding  districts.  A  sec- 
ond squadron,  composed  of  104  all 
ranks  will  be  i-errulted  between  En- 
derby  and  Armstrong.  A  third  squad- 
ron, composed  of  104  all  ranks,  will 
be  recruited  between  Kelowna  and 
Penticton. 

The  headquarters  of  the  two  latter 
squadrons  will  depend  upon  the  dis- 
trict In  which  the  offlcer  oommanding 
selected   is  resident. 

fCqnlpnent  Coailng 

Uniforms,  saddles,  rifles,  and  all 
necessary  equipment  have  been  In- 
dented for,  and  are  expected  to  ar- 
rive in  ths  near  future.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  have  all  officers  and  non- 
commissioned offlcers  composed  of 
n>en  with  front  line  experience,  and 
whilst  it  is  hoped  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  overseas  men  will  enlist,  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  enroll  the 
younger  generation. 

The  period  of  service  will  be  three 
years,  and  training  will  eonslst  of  a 
number  of  parades  per  year,  and  two 
weeks'  annual  camp.  Instructions  In 
♦very  branch  of  the  service  will  be 
given  by  competent  Instructoi's  spe- 
cialising In  musketry.

Xjettiers  were  written  to  mayors  and 
rsfveS,  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
and  others  throughout  every  district 
on  the  Island,  ^eauesting  attendance 
at  a  convention  to  be  held  in  this 
cKy,   for  the  purpose  of  formulating 

I  plans  for  tbo  better  advertising  of 
the  whole  of  Vancouver  Island,  as 
a  fleld  for  business  Investment,  for 
tbe  home-seeker]  and  the*  travelling 
public,  particularly  the  tourist  class. 
A  "great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was 
aroused   and     splendid     results    were, 

anticipated. • 


Now,  to  a  certain  extent  the  vision 
^      of.  those    organisers   of    a   decade   or 
more  ago.  is  beginning  to  be  realized. 
A  Journey  to   the      £ast     and     West 
Coasts  ^C'Tanoouver  Island  op«ns  the 
most  ci^al  eye  to  progress  in  afrl- 
cviltural    snd    Industrial  ,  development 
wtiich   has   been   made.      The   young 
towns  along  the  line  of  the  EJsqulmalt 
A  tNcnainPo  Railway  have  come  into 
•idstenee  to  stay.     They  show  every 
evidence  of  prosperity,  and  give  flne 
promise  of  what  they  must  ultimately 
beoome.     Settlements  have   been   es- 
tablished  on    the   West   Coast,    many 
of  them  only  the   nucleus  of   towns, 
as  yet,  with  a  few  families,  but  even 
tbe  smallest  of  them   demonstrating 
the  possibilities  of  the  future;   while 
the    Industrial    plants,    sufh  as  pulp. 
Ash    packing   and    whaling   companies 
employ  hundreds  of  hands,  and  mean 
the     export     ot  .millions    of    dollars 
worth     of     products.      The    traveller 
going   north   can    see    for   himself  at 
Quatslno,  Nootka,  Totlno,  and  a  dozen 
other  places,  tomatoes  growing  in  the 
open,      splendid      potato    plants,    and 
cabbages    and    other    vegetables    that 
Would  surely  carry  off  the   prises  at 
an  agricultural  fair.     The  soil  of  the 
West  Coast.  If  we  are  to  believe  those 
who  have  experimented,  is  very  pro- 
ductive, and  quite  as  good  aa  can  be 
found  at  the  southeitstern  end  of  the 
Island! 

All  of  the  development,  Industrial, 
agricultural  and  mineral  of  the  West 
Coast,  and  the  East  Coast  above 
Nanalmo  is  yet  in  its  initial  stages. 
It  is  going  ahead  and  it  may  be  that 
another  ten  years  will  quadruple  the 
progremp  which  has  been  made  during 
th%  last  decade.  The  question  is  in 
what  way,  and  how  far.  is  Victoria, 
the  capital  of  this  Province,  benef^- 
ing  from  the  growth  of  its  hinter- 
land? Ask  Courtenay.  that  thriving 
up-Island  community  which  has 
grown  in  three  years  from  a  small 
settlement  to  a  prosperous  town, 
where  it  does  its  trade?  Ask  Port 
Hardy.  Alert  Bay,  Sayward,  Comox, 
Cumberland.  Union  Bay,  Denman's 
Island,  Wellington,  Nanalmo,  a  half 
a  doxen  other  municipalities  and  a 
score  of  other  settlements,  the  same 
question.  Journey  up  the  West 
Coast,  and  watch  the  freight  oon- 
■ignments  from  Port  Alice,  Quatslno, 
'  NooUo.  Ucluelet.  Uchucklesit,  and 
Port  Albernl.  and  read  their  ■  des- 
tination. Qo  down  to  the  8.8.  Ma- 
4^lnha  the  day  she  leaves  Victoria 
foi^West  Coast  ports  and  look  at  the 
merchandise  on  her  decks.  Read  the 
names  of  the  vendors.  \Liook  into  the 
matter  and  nnd  out  the  facts  regard- 
ing up-Island  Conditions,  and  then 
ask  yourself  the  reason  why  we 
shotild  have  allowed,  and  should  con- 
tlnve  to  allow,  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  trade  to  slip  through  our 
Angers  every  month  In  the  year, 
simply  because  wo  have  not  the 
energy  to  go  after  it. 

The  Cumberland  Board  of  Trade 
and  other  interests  In  the  Comox  dis- 
trict are  hoping  for  the  establishment 
of  a  more  tangible  co-operation  . 
am^ng  the  business  n)«n  of  Vancou- 
ver island  and  are  prepared  to  do 
their  share  townrd  promoting  the 
movement.  The  Comox  district  Is  one 
of  the  richest  on  the  Island  and  one 
of  the  most  representative.  This  news 
strikes  a  hopeful  note.  The  trade  of 
tho  up-Island  may  yet  come  to  Vic- 
toria, but  It  irill  Uke  all  the  buslnen 
energy  an^  aoomen  of  which  we  ar* 
capable  to  bring  about  such  a  destr' 
able  consummation. 


He  intimate*  ttet  tb«  replacing  of 
this  Act  by  •  ProlMbltton  law  was  not 
becaua^  tbf  banisbmont  of  tbe  bars 
icns  a  failure,  but  on  account  of  the 
adverse  effeot  which  that  legislation 
had  "on  the  Gpvemn»ent's  political 
fortunes."  llr.  Scott  claims  that  his 
opinion  on  the  wisdom  of  Oovemment 
Control  of  (1m  liquor  business,  so  far 
as  tbe  Interests' of  the  people  are  con- 
cerned, is  shared  by  every  member  of 
the  a^vernm^nt  of  Saskatchewan. 

It  ts  the  public  interest  and  not 
party  political  wisdom  that  should  t>e 
considered  in  connection  with  the 
Issue  on  which  the  peoplei^f  British 
Columbia  will  vot*  «n  dotoiH||r  tfi.  To 
determine  a  matter  affect^w  the  pub- 
lic Interest  it  is  pecoaaaiW  especially 
In  a  question  where  fndivfdoal  Judg- 
ment must  be  exercised,  to  follow  th* 
djctates  of  conscience,  and  not  of  poli- 
tical expediency.  No  man  or  woman 
Is  the  conscience  keeper  of  another, 
and  that  is  why  we  have  always 
thought  that  in  this  issue  of  Prohi- 
bition those  who  are  engaged  in  pro- 
paganda work  are  in  the  main  beating 
tbe  air.  We  hav^  had  Prohibition  in 
Brltisli  Columbia,  and  have  tried  It 
for  three  years.  The  issue  now  Is, 
have  Its  Iff  sets  Justified  the  law?  Mr. 
Scott,  in  his  Interview,  is  explicit  In 
bis  confidence  that  while  human  na- 
ture is  what  it  is  liquor  cannot  b* 
abolished  Immediately  and  forever.  All 
history,  from  the  beginning  of  ris- 
^orded  annals,  bears  out  this  belief. 
Our  concern  here  should  be  to  bring 
about  a  t^imperance  law  that  can  be 
enforced.  The  existing  act  on  the 
statute  books  is  admitted  by  Premier 
Oliver  to  be  non-enforceable.  In  the 
hiterests  of  the  public  as  a  whole — 
and  that  is  the  view  that  statesman- 
ship should  take  of  an  issue  where 
^tiblic  opinion  is  about  equally  divided 
and  in  which  individual  Judgment  and 
conscience  govern  the  personal  atti- 
tude— it  is  our  firm  conviction  that 
the  Qovernment  should  be  put  in  a 
position  where  it  can  absolutely  con- 
trol the  situation.  As  conditions  are 
now,  the  law,  so  far  as  enforcement  is 
concerned,  Is  little  better  than  a 
farce.  Experience  throughout  British 
Columbia  proves  this.

There  Is  ^  wealth  of  sound  common 
sense  In  the  advice  the  Dean  of  Col- 
umbia has  been  giving  on  the  use  of 
the  English  language,  yet  he  has 
omitted  a  great  deal  he  might  have 
said.  We  should  be  less,  or  more  thaa 
human,  if  we  subscribed  to  his  opin- 
ion as  It  affects  newspapers,  but  In 
this  respect  the  Dean  was  speaking 
without  knowledge  of  the  hurry  and 
bustle  which  are  inseparable  from  the 
production  of  a  dally  publication,  and 
he  may  also  be  unaware  that  head- 
lines, to  some  of  which  he  took  a  par- 
ticular aversion,  are  composed  of 
type  which  is  not  elastic.  In  specific 
instances  his  criticism  was  sound,  b^t 
it  left  the  impression  that  a  sweeping 
Indictment  was  Intended.  Th#  Dean 
deplores  "the  urourpation  by  news- 
papers and  magaslnes  of  t^  time  for- 
merly taken  in  the  reading  of  good 
books."  With  all  due  deference  to  his 
knowledge  of  the  English  language 
the  term  "usurpation"  is  misapplied 
In  this  Instance,  for  his  Intention  no 
doubt  was  to  point  to  a  change  that 
has  come  about  In  the  Interests  of  the 
people.  His  argument  woujd  have  lost 
nothing,  and  might  have  gained  much, 
had  he  seen  fit  to  pay  tribute  to  what 
the  press  has  done  towards  human 
progress.  It  has  had  its  faults  and 
follies,  like  every  human  institution, 
and  will  continue  to  be  guilty  of  them 
"to  the  last  syllable  of  recorded 
time,"  but  on  (he  whole,  despite  the 
peccad^loes  to  which  the  Dean  draws 
attention,  its  influence  has  been  of  the 
beneficent  order.  Without  those  pec- 
cadilloes, too,  let  It  be  remembered 
that  the  English-speaking  world 
would  lose  something  of  the  humor 
which  pervades  the  columns  of  Punch. 
The  Dean  will  admit  that  there  is  too 
much  of  a  tendency  to  drive  humor 
out  of  the  world  altogether,  by  the 
making  of  a  sober-sided  humanity. 

Simplicity,  sincerity  and  clearness 
are  admirable  attributes  lA  a  writer, 
but  there  Is  something  more  wanted 
where  the  written  word  Is  to  survive, 
and  that  Is  Imagination.  If  the  Dean's 
advice  were  followed  to  th*  letter',  lusd 
if  all  pelUvsd  as  h*  did,  then  there 
might  very  well  be  no  place  In  our 
classics  for  th*  gorgeous  Imagery  of 
Milton, -th*  stately  metaphors  of  Ed- 
mund Burke,  the  turgid  eloquence  of 
Cai  lyle,  the  prose-poetry  of  t>* 
Quincy,  end  the  even  rythym  and  ca- 
dence of  Macaulay's  English.  W*  can 
admire  the  Pilgrim's  Progress  and 
Robtnnon  Criiao*  for  th*  simplicity  of 
their  diction,  but  that  n**ff  liot  d*ter 
us  from  the  beli*f  that  the  English 
language,  one  of  the  richest  of  all  in 
words,  nsap^  through  the  pen  of 
genius,  be  made  the  vehicle  for  ex- 
pression on  a  lofty  scale.  The  Dean 
left  a  good  deal  unsaid,  and  much 
that  is  p*rUn*nt  to  th*  «•«  of  hotter 
English  than  Is  either  written  or 
epoken  at  the  present  day.  He  might 
legitimately  have  attacked  our  educa- 
tional eyntem,  but  regarding* that  he 
appeare  to  have  said  little  or  nothing. 
FaetUty  and  clearne^  In  writing  and 
speaking  are  not  rsaehOd  by  any  royal 
road,  but  by  Intons*  appll«atlon. 
Thorefore,  It  I*  net  th*  pre**,  or  the 
pulpit,  er  the  political  platform,  that 
should  be  the  subject  of  att«ck.  but 
th*  school  from  which  the  young  aro 
laua*hed  into  th*  work-a-day  world 
with  an  iosufflelaat  basic  kaowf. 
of  th*  right  na*  of  th*  English 
Only  a  saiaU  profktrtWa  of 
oar  population  has  th*  taralfnatlon  to 
study  the  elassles  of  our  tongu*,  and. 
as  w*  hav*  anM.  aom*  9I  than*  alas-

Uke  excessive  eatlnii,  Q£.excesaivf  ony- 
thlng  else  is  bad,  but  I  do  claim  that 
the  Prohibitionist  is  going  th*  wron« 
way  about  it.     To  try  and  stop  m  thing 
St  on*  f*ll  swoop  has  a  tend«ncy  to 
drive     people  to  other,     and  perhaps 
worse,  vices,  as    has  been  proved  since 
the  Introduction  t>f   the   present  Pro- 
hibition Act.     I     have     the     good  %f 
humanity  at  heart  as  well  as  the  Pro- 
hibitionist has,  but  I  do  not  lo^  my 
balance.       I  realize    that     there     ai'« 
other  things  InAnitely  wore*  than  the 
drink   traffic.        Hefre     is     an     article 
taken   from   the   Colonist   of   Sept.    17, 
1919,     that     deserves^  careful     study. 
It  is     from  the  medical  correspon- 
dent  of  The   London   Dally   Mall,   and 
under  the  heading  of  "Deadly  Bever- 
age," reads  .as  follows: 

'It  is  remarkable  that  the  Intelli- 
gent men  running  the  alcohol  Pro- 
hibition cantpaign  do  not  first  ufckle 
the  far  more  destructive  •bVveriLec, 
milk. 

"For   one    person    killed    by   alcohol, 
more   than  a  hundred  ore   killed   by 
milk.     The  ratio  of  disablement  la  still 
higher;    anj^,   while   alcohol    m&Y   dis- 
able   a    person    for   work    temporarily 
and    occasionally,    milk    brings   about 
lifelong    disablement    through    tuber- 
culous disease  of  the  hip,   back  and 
other  parts  of  the  body. 

"Probably  10.000  children  in  this 
country  die  of  milk  tuberculosis  and 
milk  enteritis  every  year.  liast  week 
4  children  died  in  London  from  the 
former  and  It  from  the  latter;  not  a 
single  person  died  from  alcoholism. 

"But  tuberculosis  is  not  the  only 
milk  disease.  It  is  now  proved  that 
typhoid  fever,  scarlatina,  diphtheria, 
H*dlt*rranean  fever,  and  probably 
cholera  are  conveyed  by  this  deadly 
beverage.  • 

"In  1910  the  milk  from  one  farm  In 
Ayrshire  caused  200  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  and  25  deaths;  some  years  ago 
there  were  244  cases  of  this  disease 
and  26  deaths  from  typhoid-lnfecteo 
milk  from  a  single  fsrui.  There  have 
been  similar  outbreaks  in  Folkstone, 
Croydon,  Aberdeen  and  other  places. 
"There  are  at  present  1,348  casea  of 
scarlet  fever  in  the  Metropolitan 
Asylums  Board  hospitals;  how  many 
are  directly  due^  to  milk  cannot  be 
said,  but  quite  possibly  the  majority 
could  be  traced  directly  and  indirectly 
to  that  source. 

"A  large  number  of  such  outbfekks 
are  on  record.  In  one  of  them,  in 
London  and  Surrey,  no  fewer  than 
400  people  fell  ill  With  scarlatina.  At 
a  dinner  party  in  Kensington,  a  good 
many  years  ago,  out  of  180  guests 
18  developed  scarlet  fever,  and  this 
was  traced  to  cream  taken  lu  coAe* 
and  cream  dishes.  Are  there  any 
such  records  for  alcohol? 

"A  considerable  number  of  out- 
breaks 4K  diphtheria  have  been  traced 
to  milk,  A.  ifoted  example  being  the 
Camberley  ca«^.  In  which  136  people 
became  ill.  and  16  died. 

"Outbreaks  of  foot-and-mouth  dls> 
ease  due  to  milk  have  occurred  at 
Aberdeen,  East  Dereham,  Edinburgh, 
and  other  places.  In  Brighton,  Hack- 
ney, London  and  Bedford,  extensive 
outbreaks  of  septic  sore  throat  have 
been  traced  to  milk.  Ooata''  milk  in 
Malta  uaed  to  cause  as  many  as  600 
cases  of  Mediterranean  fever  in  ti. 
year;  Ih  1906  the  use  of  goats*  mlllE 
was  prohibited,  and  from  643  cases 
in  1906  the  disease  fell  to  11  casis  In 
1907,  and  1  case  in  1909. 

"•There  Is  no  doubt  whatever 'that 
milk  causes  a  hundred  times  mbre 
deaths  than  alcohol,  but  it  also  gives 
rise  to  more  domestic  unhappiness, 
for  in  millions  of  homes  are  people 
crippled  by  the  consequences  which 
follow  these  milk-borne  diseases. 

"A      distinguished      physician,      Dr. 

Harry    Campbell,    says:     'After     the 

normal    lactation    period,    say   at    th* 

end   of  the   ninth  or  tenth   month,  a 

child  does  not  need  the  milk  of  any 

other  mammal.     As  a  matter  of  fact, 

cow's  milk,  while  a  good  enough  food 

if   pure,    has  destroyed   hecatombs  of 

children         through        ?tubei(culosis.' 

(Practitioner,   July,    1919). 

"Here,  then.  Is  the  fleld  for  Pro- 
hibition work  to  begin  if  we  want  to 
prevent  a  greater  rather  than  a  lesser 
amount  of  disease,  disability,  and 
death.  They  stopped  milk  diseases  In 
Malta  by  prohibition,  and  we  can  do 
the  same  here  with  Air  greater  gain 
than    the   prohibition   of  alcohol." 

The  Prohibitionist  must  admit  that 
that  is  worth  more  consideration  thsw 
he,  as  a  Prohibitionist.  Is  giving  to  it. 
The  death  of  these  children  cannot  be 
attributed  to  the  drunken  habits  ot 
the  cows.  To  read  Canadian  heattli 
reports  from  time  to  time  one  Is 
driven  to  the  conclusion  that  things 
are  equally  bad,  and  worse,  in 
Canada.  HOwever.  to  come  closer 
home  I  will  quote  figures  from  Dr. 
C.  Parfltt,  in  Ths  Daily  Times.  May 
12.   1930: 

"Dr.  C.  Parfltt.  of  Muskoka.  and 
Colonel  W.  A.  Hart,  tubercular  spe- 
cialists, were  called  this  morning  by 
the  special  Committee  on  Pensions 
snd  R*-establi*hment  in  regard  to 
tuberculosis    among    soldiers. 

"Dr.  Parfltt  said  there  were  36.684 
Canadian  Itoldlers  killed  In  action  in 
Ave  years,  while  the  number  of 
dentha  from  tuberculosis  was  42.920. 
"There  wer*  8.608  tuberculoals  case* 
in  the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Pore* 
during  Ave  and  three-quarter  years  to 
April  30,  193*.  The  incidence  ratio 
per  llMuaand  In  0v*  years  was  6*1. 
Th*re  had  been  an  Increase  of  tnot- 
tf*n««  In  th*  last  two  years  of  t«  p«r 
o*nt.  Th*  lneld*ne*  raUo  <erud*)  ot 
tnboreukMis  p*r  1.006  eallat*«  men 
was  14.4.  Th*  lncld*ao*  ratio  In  th* 
British  Expeditionary  Force  was  6.14 
p*r  1,006.  Th*  laald*no*  la  th*  Cana- 
dian Bzp*4lltlonary  Poreo  wna  iso  per 
cont  greator  than  in  th*  Brttlah  ■■• 
podltlonary  rore*."

Oovemmmt  'Control 

Sir. — In  dealing  with  this  question 
and  Its  probable  leaulU,  which  will 
depend  to  a  great  extent  upon  th* 
way  it  is  administered,  It  is  necessary 
to  deflpe  what  Is  meant  or  to  be  un- 
derstood by  the  word  "control."  No 
person,  "^  company,  or  Oovernment 
could  exardse  control  over  any  com- 
modtty  unlOMi  it  is  entirely  in  their 
haMw,  jihdrefore  Government  control 
-i^r^Jnv'lkiaor  tralSc  to  be  effective 
inH,  p»  nhoolut*  and  without  compe- 
^itloll.  -TlMy^alone  must  purchase  the 
pnDd#6dE%t  t^4k«rei^rie«'  in  the  Prov- 
Ine*  that  contain  more  than  two  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  and  import  what  els*^ 
Is  necessary  to  supply  the  wants  of 
tho  comihunlty,  and  no  person  or 
company  should  bo  permitted,  under 
any  pretext  wtMtever,  to  import  or 
purchase  any  alcoholic  liquor  except 
fron^  the  Oovemment  stores. 

There  are  at  least  three  objects  the 
Oovernment  should  seek  to  attain: 
namely,  to  supply  alcoholic  beverages 
In  moderation  to  all  temperate  ap- 
plicants at  reasonable  prices;  to  en- 
deavor, if  possible  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  tb*  same  to  those  who  drink 
to  excess;  and  to  establish  a  refor- 
matory hospital  for  the  reformation 
and  cure  of  confirmed  durnkards,  and 
of  those  who,  through  habit,  drink  to 
excess,  and  would  be  glad  to  be  re- 
lieved  of  the  ^r»Ying  that  enslavca 
them. 

In  the  event  of  the  vote  o«  Oct.  20 
deciding  in  favor  of  Government  con- 
trol, it  will  be  the  duty  of  th*  Oovern- 
ment to  consider  how  it  can  beet 
serve  the  public  Interest,  and  not  how 
much  the  revenue  can  be  ltTOl"eased  by 
It;  the  question  of  revenue  should  be 
eliminated  altogether,  except  that  it 
must  not  suffer  any  losses  through 
the  operation'  and  administration  of 
the  act. 

The  liquor  should  therefore  be  sold 
to  the  consumer  at  a  very  small 
profit  over  the  cost  price,  plus  the 
operating  expenses;  as  the  Oovern- 
ment would  have  the  proceeds  of  all 
the  liquor  sold  In  the  Province,  a 
very  small  profit  would  In  the  ag- 
gregate amount  to  a  very  large  sum, 
which  profit  should"  not  go  into  the 
public  revenue,  but  should  be  set 
aside  as  a  fund  for  the  establishment 
and  maintalnence  of  a  properly 
equipped  reformatory  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  inebriates,  which  would 
be  the  means  of  curing  a  large 
majority  of  them,  and  transforming 
many  who  are  now  human  derelicts 
Into  useful  members  of  the  com- 
munity; without  some  such  Institution 
there  is  no  hope  or  chance  of  their 
reformation. 

Under  such  a  scheme  the  cost  of 
constructing  and  maintaining  the 
hospital  would  not  be  a  charge  on 
the  ordinary  revenue,  nor  would  It 
cause  any  incrftise  in  taxation,  but 
would  fall  upon  those  who  consumed 
the  liquor  purchased  -  from  the 
Government,  so  that  those  who  coii;- 
sumed  the  most  would  be  the  greatest 
contributors,  wlille  Prohibitionists  and 
others  who  do  not  drink  alcoholic 
beverages  would  not  be  contributing 
anythitig,  which  arrangement  should 
be  satisfactory  to  all.  especially  to  the 
non-drinkers. 

One  of  your  Prohibiten  correspon- 
dents says  "Under  Qovernment  con- 
trol the  Government  would  become 
the  selling  agent  of  the  big  brewers 
and  distillers,  who  would  control  the 
Government  Instead  of  the  Oovern- 
ment controlling  the  liquor."  On 
the  contrary,  the  Government  would 
have  the  whip-hand,  and  In  conse- 
quence of  th*  large  orders  It  would 
be  able  to  place,  would,  to  a  certain 
extent,  be  able  to  control  them;  and 
whatever  their  politics  may  be,  we 
have  sufficient  faith  in  the  honor  and 
integrity  of  our  representatives  to  feel 
confident  that  they  would  refuse  to 
enter  into  any  corrupt  agreement  that 
might  be  inimical  to  the  puublic  in- 
terest, however  tempting  the  proposal 
might   be  made.  ^ 

Any  businessman  knows  that  when 
sellers  are  abundant  and  buyers 
scarce,  the  advantage  is  on  the  side  of 
the  buyer,  and  In  this  case,  the 
Government  being  the  only  purchawr 
for  the  whole  Province,  would  be 
able  to  some  extent  to  dictate  to  the 
brewers  and  distillers,  and  In  con- 
sideration of  the  enormous  orders 
they  could  place,  and  the  competition 
among  the  sellerit,  would  be  able  to 
secure  the  liquor  they  required  at  the 
lowest  possible  prices. 

The  same  correspondent  .  says, 
"Moreover,  the  bootleKgprs  instead  of 
being  suppressed  will  find  added  faci- 
lities and  possibilities  for  their  trade." 
Could  any  statement  be  more  absurd 
than  tbst?  The  reverr-  would  be  the 
case.  Oovemment  control  would 
destroy  the  bootleggers'  trade,  and 
would  go  a  long  way  towards  putting 
an  end  to  Illicit  distilling,  especially 
It  the  Government  lells  the  liquor  at 
a  small  profit.  Under  the  Prohibition 
Act.  persons,  many  of  them  under 
ordinary  circumstances  law-abiding, 
risk  purchasing  Inferior  liquor  at  ex- 
travagant prices  from  bootleggers  be- 
cause they  cannot  get  it  In  any  other 
way,  and  which  no  one  would  be 
foolish  enonght  to  do  If  he  could, 
without  broaking  the  law.  purcham- 
better  liquor  at  a  lower  price  from  the 
Government  stores.  The  bootlerger 
and  illicit  distiller  have  only  been 
made  possible  to  any  extent  by  the 
Prohibition  Act.  snd  the  Insuguration 
of  a  policy  of  Oovem^^ent  control 
would  be  the  death-knell  of  Illicit  dis- 
illllng  snd  bootlegi^ing,  provided  the 
Oovernment  sells  the  liquor  as  *nch 
low  prices  that  would  make  their 
trade  imtMMslble. 

Th*  advoemtea  ot  Prohibition  must 
b*  hard  pushsd  for  arguments  in  sup- 
port of  their  oana*  wb*n  th*y  h«WB 
to  r«*ort  to  atat*m*nts  sueh  ss  that 
abont  bo<Mlegg*rB,  and  to  questions 
such  as  "Do  we  want  our  public  thor- 
oaghfares  to  b*  attenoatod  saloons, 
with  their  riot  of  r**l|ng  mnn  and 
broken  bottle*  r*  "Do  w*  mtoH  the 
rooms  of  our  hotels  and  lodging 
houses  to  provid*  th*  nii  iissnij  faelll- 
tk«*  tor  protraetod  imblbatlon*?~  "Or 
wtH  tho  domands  of  th*  caoe  ta«vohro 
a  ■oris*  of  r*tr*au  not  nnllk*  na

m.  M.  A.  GRAINOE 
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Chief  Forester  Will  Go  Into 
Private  Business  Following 
Fifteen  Years  in  Employ  of 
Province 


After  nearly  fifteen  years  In  the 
service  of  the  Province,  Mr.  M.  A. 
Grainier,  chief  forester  of  the  Prov- 
ince, has  resigned.  Announcement 
to  that  effect  was  made  yesterday  by 
Hon.  T.  D.  PattuUo,  Minister  of 
Lands,  on  his  return  from  Vancou- 
ver, whei*  he  and  Mr,  Oralngtr  have 
been  attending  the  Besslons  of  the 
Pacific  logging  congress.  Mr.  Or.iin- 
ger  is  BtiU  In  Vancouver,  and  will 
not  return  until  Tuesday, 

In  announcing  the  resignation  of 
the  Chief  Forester,  the  Minister  ex- 
pressed his  high  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Grainger's  outstanding  ability  aa  head 
of  the  Fdrest  Branch,  the  success 
with  which  the  policies  inaugurated 
under  him  have  been  carried  into  ef- 
fect, and  his  great  regret  that  the 
Provincial  service  is  to  lose  Mr. 
Grainger,  whoso  exceptional  ability 
and  high  qualifications  for  the  posi- 
tion made  it  certain  that  It  would 
be  extremely  difficult  to  find  a  suit- 
able successor. 

Mr.  Grainger  came  to  Canada  ii 
1S07  from  PJngland,  where  he  wan 
born.  He  graduated  in  1896  from 
King's  College,  Cambridge,  having 
been  the,  twenty-first  wrangler.  He 
came  West,  and  was  one  of  the 
thousands  of  venturesome  spirits 
who  participated  in  the  famous 
Klondike  stampede.  He  stayed  in 
the  North  some  time  and  engaged  in 
hydraulic  mining,  returning  to  this 
Province  Just  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  South  African  war.  When  that 
struggle  came  he  returned  to  Eng- 
land, where  he  enlisted  in  Roberts' 
Horse,  and  he  served  throughout  the 
war,  securing  the  South  Africin 
Medal  with  six  bars. 

When  peace  was  declared,  Mr. 
Oralnger  returned  to  British  Colum- 
bia and  for  some  years  engaged  it 
lumbering  and  mining.  His  e.xperl- 
ences  were  set  forth  In  a  number  of 
articles  ho  wrote  for  Old  Country 
tjapers,  and  also  In  an  interestinp 
book,  "Woodsmen  or  the  West,"  in 
which  the  life  of  the  lumber  camps 
and  tho  forest  wealth  of  the  Province 
were  accurately  and  interestingly  ce- 
ptcted. 

Mr.  Grainger  was  secretary  of  tho 
Forestry  Commission  namod  by  tho 
late  Conservative  Government  to  In- 
vestigate the  condition  of  the  lumber 
industry  and  the  extent  of  the  foroxt 
areii.4  of  the  Province,  hnd  In  this 
position  he  rendered  vahiaMe  serv- 
ices. As  an  outcome  of  this  investi- 
gation the  Provincial  '  Forestry 
Branch  was  organized  by  the  late 
Government,  and  In  this  work  Mr. 
(Sralnger  played  an  important  part. 
It  was  the  aim  of  the  then  Govern- 
ment to  have  a  technically  trained 
personnel  In  the  forest  seivice.  nnd 
thi.'i  aim  wan  fully  carried  into  effect, 
Mr.  It.  H.  McMillan  being  nanied 
chief  forester,  a  position  he  held  until 
1J17.  when  ho  resigned  to  go  into 
private  buslneHs.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  fSralngcr,  who.  up  to  that 
tiniP,  had  held  the  ofTlre  of  a.Mnintant 
chief  fortster  In  charge  of  the  record 
office. 

Mr.  Grainger  will  enter  private 
buainewi.

M  HOLD  SERE  OF 


SALES  OF  CITY  LAND 


Council  to  Make  Effort  to  Sell 
Property  That  Has  Accumu- 
lated on  Its  Hands— Sale 
Continues  Monday 


A  series  of  auction  sales  will  prob- 
ably bo  held  during  December  and 
January  in  an  effort  to  dispose  of 
some  of  the  property  that  has  revert- 
ed back  to  the  city  as  a  result  of  tax 
sales.  Aid.  W.  J.  Sargent,  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  of  tho 
City    Council,    stated    yesterday. 

Although  not  delighted  with  the 
.result  of  last  week's  sale.  Aid.  Sar- 
gent aaid  he  was  gratifled'^to  realize 
that  the  sale  this  year  had  netted 
considerably  more  for  the  city  treas- 
ury than  the  1919  sale.  This  year 
the  sales  brought  in  approximately 
■160,000,  and  there  Is  still  a  consider- 
able volume  to  be  offered  at  the  sale 
tomorrow  of  land  under  the  head  of 
property  In  default  of  payments  un- 
der the  tjn-year  instalment  plan. 
Last  year  tho  total  revenue  derived 
from  the  sale  was  about  $40,000,  but 
not  a«  much  property  was  put  up 
for  sale. 

"Before  deciding  on  a  definite 
policy  regarding  the  disposal  of  this 
accumulation  of  non-productive 
property,"  said  Aid.  Sargent,  "the 
Council  will  probably  have  to  do 
some  experimenting.  If  the  auc- 
tion plan  is  found  unsuitable  we  may 
hit  upon  another  Idea  that  will  prove 
more  effective." 

When  the  Council  discussed  the 
question  before.  Aid.  Todd  pro- 
posed an  auction  sale,  to  take  place 
some  time  in  November.  Others 
seemed  to  favor  private  sale  by  city 
officials.  Another  proposal  was  to 
list   the    property   with   realty  agents.

have,  like  myself,  withdrawn  our  sub- 
scription, but  it  is  no  great  credit  to 
the  returned  men  who  happen  to  live 
in  British  Columbia  that  an  American 
agency  should  be  jsiven  the  Job  of 
collecting  delinquent  subscriptions.

•Dr.  W,  A.  Herdman.  F.Ir.S.,  Profes- 
sor of  Oceanography  fn  the  Univer- 
sity of  Ltverpool,  gave  his  preslden- 
Hlal  addresp. 
1  The  president  said: 
>  During  the  past  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury great  advances  have  been  made 
in  the  science  of  the  sea,  and  the 
^aspects  and  prospects  of  sea- 
•flsheries  research  have  undergone 
changes  which  encourage  the  bo|)e 
that  a  combination  of  thfe  work  now 
carried  on  by  hydrographcrs  and  bl- 
\)logiBta  in  moat  civilized  countries 
■on  fundamental  problems  of  the 
•ocean  may  result  in  a  more  rational 
explbitation  and  administration  ot 
the    Ashing    industries. 

Anyone  considering  the  subject- 
matter  of  this  new  science  must  be 
struck  by  Its  wide  rajigeT^overlapplng 
■as  it  does  the  borderlands  of  several 
V>ther  sciences  and  m&klng  use  of 
\heir  methods  and  facts  in  the  solu- 
tion of  its  problems.  It  is  not  only 
'world-wide  in  lis  scope,  but  extends 
•beyond  our  globe  and  includes  as- 
tronomical data  In  their  relation  to 
tidal  and  certain  other  oceanograph- 
^ical  phenomena.  No  man  in  his 
Vork,  or  even  thought,  can  attempt 
•to. cover  the  whole  ground — although 
^ir  John  Murray,  in  bis  remarkably 
•comprehensive  "Summary"  volumes 
Syt  the  Challenger^  expedition  and 
'other  writings,  went  far  towards  do- 
'ing  so.  He,  in  his  combination  of 
V^ysicist,  chemist,  geologist,  and  bl- 
'ologist,  was  the  nearest  approach  we 
'have  hud  to  an  all-round  occano- 
'grapher.  On  the  present  occasion  I 
must  restrict  myself ♦  wholly  to  the 
"biological  division  of  the  subject  and 
'bo  content  to  outline  a  few  of  these 
Investigations  and  problems  which 
^have  appeared  to  me  to  be  of  funda- 
•mental  importance,  of  economic 
Value,   or   of   general   Interest. 

NotwlthstaJidlng  all  the  activity 
'during  the  last  40  years  since  ocean- 
'ography  became  at  science,  mifch  haa 
btill  to  be  Investigated  in  all  seas  In 
bll  branches  of  the  subject.  On  pur- 
suing any  line  of  Investigation  one 
'very  soon  comes  up  against  a  wall 
tof  the  unknown  or  a  maze  of  con- 
'troversy.  Peculiar  difllcultles  sur- 
round th9  subject.  The  matters  in- 
vestigated are  often  remote  and  al- 
'mo8t  Inaccessible.  Unknown  factors 
'may  enter  Into  every  problem.  The 
Samples  required  may  be  at  the  other 
'end  of  a  rope  or  a  wire  eight  or  ten 
miles  long^  arid  the  oceanographer 
majrhave  to  grope  for  them  literally 
'In  the  dark  and  under  other  difficult 
conditions  which  make  it  uncertain 
Vhether  bis  samples  when  obtained 
Ure  Adequate  and  representative,  and 
Whether  they  have  undergone  any 
change  since  leaving  their  natural 
environment.  It  Is  not  surprising  then 
Hhat  In  the  progress  of  knowledge 
mistakes  have  been  mode  and  cor- 
'rected.  that  views  have  been  held  on 
%hat  seemed  good  sclentlflc  grounds 
.Vhlch  later  on  were  proved  to  be 
'erroneous. 
'    The    Known    and    the    Unknown 

Many    of    the    phenomena    we    en- 
counter   In    oceanographic    Ihvestlga- 
"ttons  are  so  complex,  are  or  may  be 
affected   by  so   many   diverse  factors, 
that  it  is  difficult.  If  Indeed  possible, 
to    be    sure    that    we   are    unravelling 
them  aright  and  that  we  see  the  real 
fcause  of  what  we  observe. 
'    Some  few  things  we  know  approx- 
Imately^-^nothing      completely.      We 
Ijnow  that  the  greatest  depths  of  the 
ocear,   about  six   miles,    are   a   little 
greater   than    the    highest    mountalna 
on    land,    and   Sir   John   Murray    has 
calculated    that   If   r.ll    the    land    were, 
Vashed  down  into  the  sea  the  whol^ 
'globe  would  be  covered   by  an  ocean 
averaging  about  two  miles  in  depth.

These 
Were  about  one-third  of  an  Inch  In 
length,  and  were  probably  not  long 
hatched.  Dr.  Schmidt  is  this  Sum- 
mer engaged  in  a  traverse  of  the 
Atlantic  to  the  West  Indies  in  the 
hope  of  finding  the  mlHslng  link  in 
the  chain,  the  actual  spawning  fresh- 
,  water  eel  in  the  Intermediate  waters 
somewhere  above  the  abysses  of  tho 
oj^fe  ocean. 

Seasonal  Variations 

Then  lUrnlng  to  a  very  funda- 
mental matter  of  purely  sclontiflc  in- 
VestlRation.  we  do  not  know  with 
any  certainty  what  causes  the  great 
and  all-Important  seasonal  variations 
in  the  plankton  (or  floating  min- 
ute life  of  the  sea)  ax  Heen,  for 
example,  in  our  own  home  eeas, 
where  there  is  a  xudden  awakening 
of  microscopic  plant  life,  the  Dia- 
toms, in  eavly  Spring,  when  the  water 
is  at  Its  coldest.  In  the  course  of  a 
few  days  the  upper  layers  of  the  sea, 
may  become  so  filled  with  organisms 
that  a  small  silk  net  towed  for  a 
few  minutes  may  capture  hundreds 
of  millions  of  individuals.  And  these 
myriads  of  microscopic  forms,  after 
persisting  for  a  few  weeks,  may  dis- 
appear as  suddenly  as  they  came,  to 
^  be  followed  by  swarms  of  Copepoda 
and  many  other  kinds  of  minate  ani- 
mals, and  these  again  may  give 
place  In  the  Autumn  to  a  second 
maximum  of  Diatoms  or  of  the 
cloc^ely  related  Perldiniules.  Of 
course  there  are  theories  as  to  all 
these  more  or  less  periodic  changes 
In  the  plankton,  such  as  Liebig'a 
"law  of  the  minimum,"  which  limits 
the  production  of  an  organism  by 
the  amount  of  the  necessity  of  ex- 
istence which  Is  present  in  least 
quantity,  it  may  be  nitrogen  or  sili- 
con or  phosphorus.  According  to 
Raben  it  is  the  accumulation  of 
silicic  acid  in  the  seuwater  that  de- 
termines the  great  Increase  of  Dia- 
toms in  Spring  and  again  In  Au- 
tumn. Some  writers  have  considered 
these  variations  in  tho  plankton  to 
be  caused  largely  by  changes  in  tem- 
perature supplemented,  according  to 
'Ostwald.  by  tha  resulting  changes  In 
the  viscosity  of  the  water;  but  Mur- 
ray And  others  are  more  probably 
correct  In  attributing  the  Spring  de- 
velopment of  phyto-plankton  to  the 
Increasing  power  of  the  sunlight 
and   Its  value   In    photosynthesis. 

Let  us  take  next  the  fact — If  it 
be  a  fact — that  the  genial  warm  wat- 
ers of  he  trqplcs  support  a  less 
abundant  plankton  than  the  cold 
I'olar  seas.  The  statement  has  been 
made  and  supported  by  others,  both 
on  a  certain  amount  of  evidence. 
This  is  possibly  a  case  like  some 
other  sclentlflc  controversies  where, 
both  sides  are  partly  in  the  right, 
or  right  under  certain  conditions.  At 
any  rate  there  are  marked  excep- 
tions to  the  generalization. 

Plaokton  and  VMi  Mlcratlon 
In  many  oceanographlcal  Inqulriea 
there   is  a   double   object.     There   is 
the    sclentlflc    interest    and    there    la  ■ 
the    practical      utility.      Pelagic     flsh 
which  congregate  in  shoals,  such  aa 
herrings    and    mackerel,    feed    upon 
the    Crustacea    of    the    plankton,    and 
especially    upon    Copepoda.      A     few 
years   ago.    when    the    Summer   her- 
ring fishery  off  the  south  end  of  the 
Isle   of  Mah    was   unusually   near   the 
land,  and    tha  fishermen   found   large 
red  patches  In  the  nea  where  the  flsh 
were  specially  abundant.    Some  of  the 
red  stuff,  brought  ashore  by  tho  men, 
was  examined  at  the  I'ort  Brln  labor- 
atory, and  fdund  to  be  swarma  of  the 
Copepod  Temora  longicornlfi;^nd  the 
stomachs  of  the  herring  caught  at  the 
aame   time    were   engorged    with    the 
same  organism.     It  Is  not  poaelble  te 
doubt  that  during  these  weeks  of  the 
herring  flahery   in   the   Irlah  Sea  the 
fish   were  feeding   mainly   upon     thia 
apeciee  of  Copepod.     Some  ten  year« 
ago   Dr.   E.   J.   Allen  and      Mr.   G.   E. 
Bullen     published     aome     Intcreatins 
work,    from    the    Plymouth      Marine 
Labon^tor]#  tfemonatratlag    tho    con- 
nexion between  macharal, and  Copen- 
poda  and   aanahloe   la   the     letyiirh 
Channel;    and    faran   atMttm  that   In 
the   Spring   flahary   on   the   Waat  o( 
Ireland  the  food  of  the  maekaral  ta 
mainly  compoaed  of  Calantu.

Sergeant 
Fry  and  Constable  Raines  In  a  launch 
started  after  Riley  who,  when  he  saw 
them  approaching,  sought  to  pull  his 
boat  back  beneath  the  wharf.  He  had 
almost  succeeded  when  the  policemen 
reach<>d  him  and  coralled  him,  along 
with  the  six  sacks  still  remaining  in 
the  boat.  Later  a  search  located  the 
two  dozen  of  bottles  hidden  beneath 
the  wharf. 

Riley  claims  to  have  come  from 
San  Francisco  some  time  ago  and,  the 
police  believe,  in  his  arrest  they  have 
secured  one  of  a  gang  of  bootleggers 
which  of  lute  has  been  actively  »»per- 
uting  In  getting  liquor  on  board  the 
San  Francisco  boat.'^. 

The    local    police    have       previously 


made  seizures  of  liquor  at  the  Outer 
Wharf,  but  the  trade  in  illegal  wet 
goods  has  been  going  merrily  on. 
Heretofore,  any  of  the  stuff  seized 
has  proved  to  be  of  wretched  quality 
and  plainly  "doped,"  vinegar  and 
other  ingredients  being  conspicuous 
In  the  mixture.

Nitturally  this  wan  altoeether  more 
than  1  had  bargained  for.  even  from 
llhe      Marine    Editor;    and      I   aettled

One  part    of    It, 
where   I   called   the   Marine      EJdltor 
an  Inlty  Squid  Who  Bounded  Lightly 
O'er   the   Journalistic    Main    Like  the 
Parasitic  Ivy  Sapping  the  Life  Blood 
From  the  Pure  Fount  of  Letters,  the 
poor  fellow     took     very     much     to 
heart;    although   be  sufficiently     re- 
covered his  former  assurance  to  say 
tliat  It  was  a  etciking  instance  of  my 
mixed    metaphor  and      my     dubious 
metonym.     However,  the  upehot     of 
this    trifling    disagreement    waa    that 
T  learned  the  c&uae  of  all  the  trauble: 
And   it   setBied   that  the     Dean      of 
Columbia,   in  an  addreas  before  the 
Provincial  .Arte  and   Industrial     In- 
Btltute  last  Friday  evening,  had  been 
very  severe  en  the  subject  of  news- 
paper Enclieh;  abd  that  aa  a  reeult 
wa   had  all   to     oonsider     oureelves 
properly  told   off.

Now  it  waa  taht  I  understood  what 
my  miserable  colleagues  wanted  with 
Wedster.      Our    Police    Reporter,    for 
inatanoe,    was    eo    fatuously    gratified 
with   the   idea  tliat   he   might     haw 
been  pleonaatic  in  his  account  of  two 
citiaens  who  had  been  fined  tS  each, 
in  the  City  Police  Court  that  morn- 
ing, for  the  commonest  offence  under 
the  Prohibitiod  Act.  that  he  was  all 
puffed-up    about    It;    until    somebody 
came  back  from  the  Raid  on  Webster 
and   sail}   that  you   had   conunitted  a 
pleonaem  If  you  had  said  more  than 
enough.     And   then   our   Marketa  Re- 
port Man  shone  for  a  brief  space  In 
the  sudden  making  of  a  splendid  rhe- 
torical^ name   for   himself,    by   saying 
that  he  had  swiped  Webster  from  the 
Editor  while    the   Editor   wa«   trying 
to    explain    his    last    editorial    on    the 
pleblaclte    to    a    Government    Control 
Man  who  had  come  In  with  a  Prohi- 
bitionist, and  that  aa  far  aa  our  Mar- 
ket  Reports  Man   could  see   you   got 
started  ^n  the  downward  path,  as  It 
were,   by   becoming  a  pleonaat;   little 
by  little  you  became  disintegrated  in 
all  your  joumallstio  fibres  by  the  in- 
sidious  efects   of  tautology;   and  you 
wound   up   your  wretched   career   by 
being  redundant  and  proud  of  It.  The 
staff   became   very  gloomy  when   the 
thing  waa  explained  to  tham.     They 
aaid   that  'af   far  aa   they   eovld   un- 
derstand the   matter,   they  could  aee 
no  wthat  the  Dean  had   been   trying 
to  warn   them   against   the   evil  eon- 
seqaenees   of  their   heedleos  jovmal- 
istle  ways.     They  were  subdued  and 
sorrowful:  but  they  aaid  It  wae  very 
nice  of  the  Dean.

Impatient   to   a   man 
of  any  redundancy,  and  intolerant  to 
a  woman   of  Che  smallest  suggestion 
of  ambiguity— think  of  such  a  I>aaa 
leaving  bla  preoecupatlona  with  Pol- 
ler  and   Metaphor  and   Johiuoa   and 
Metonym,    and    coming   down    for   a 
moment   Into  our  sordid     newspaper 
world,   and   telling  us  all  abmit  our 
dicky  raetavbora  and  o«r  rotten  aatl- 
theeej^    It  was  fine  of  the  X>Mitt.  they 
eald;  aad  the  XaHoe  Bdttoir  aaid  you 
had  to  be  a  Z>eaa  befare  yoa  e««M 
think  off  ~ 


n»e  Editor  reproved  me.     Editors 
are  a  ^r«  forgiving  race  than  it  is 
given    ta  Deana   to    dream    of.      The 
Editor  said  I  ought  to  be  grateful  to 
a  Dean  for  6hecking  me  up  al>out  my 
split    innmtives.      The    Editor   offered 
to  bet  me  two  to  one.  In  any  amount 
up    to    fifty    cents,     that    I     couudn't 
write  fifty  worda     without     splitting 
two     infinitives,     inrlng  half  a  dosen 
redundancies,  and  at  least  three  false 
metaphora      He    said    that   when    he 
regarded   my  splendid  ambigultief  of 
exptesslon.  he  knew  tha,t  I  might  be- 
come   a    great    editor,    but    I    should 
never  be  worthy  of  my  aalt  aa  a  re- 
porter.     And    then      I      floored      the 
Editor — if     the    Dean    will    overlook 
this  slight  exercise  of  my  ruder  breath 
of  speech-     I  aaked  the  Editor  if  he 
had   ever  seen   anything   wrong  with 
my   use    of    synedoche.      The    Editor, 
rather  feebly.  I  thought,  tried  to  get 
away  from  the  point  by  aaying  that 
there  was  no  need  to  go  dragging  In 
synedoches,  when  It  looked  aa  if  even 
the  Dean  had  forgotten  to  reprove  us 
for  the  hash  we.raade  of  them.     The 
Editor  said  that  If  ever  the  Dean  were 
reminded   about   our  brand   of  eyne- 
doche.   he  would  call  another  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
the  subject.

Mr.  Ricb- 
arda.  of  lOII  Rleh«rd«ea  Street,  yic- 
torta,  who  attended  this  conference, 
brings  a  report  of  Mr.  Mllner'a 
addresa: 

nn  liii  John  Witawn  conameaead 
big  Inquiry  Into  th«  Israelltlsh  origin 
of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  on  which  be 
began  to  lecture  in  tM  following 
year,  publishing  his  lectures  in  book 
form  in  1840.  His  third  edition  waa 
iaauad  in  1844.  It  wad  in  thla  lat- 
ter year  that  the  Rev.  F.  R.  A. 
Qlover  began  to  Investigate  those 
remarkable  facU  In  Irish  history 
Which  led  him  to  the  conclusion, 
f^rat  published  In  I860,  that  the 
Boyal  House  of  Britain  Is  descended 
tPom  King  David.  Basing  upon  this 
aad  other  investigations,  the  Rev.  A' 
B.  Qrimaldl  published  In  1877  his 
pedigree  of  Queen  Victoria  from  the 
Bible  Kings.  In  1884  waa  isaued  a 
raaiarkable  heraldic  chart  by  Shirley 
Smith,  while  the  subsequent  dlacov- 
•rlaa  (1802-1815)  are  incorporated 
to  the  widely-clr julated  ^treatise, 
irabllshed  by  the  Imperial  Brittsh- 
Xarael  Association,  under  the  title. 
The  Royal  House  of  Britain  an  En- 
during  Dynasty. 

In  1903  it  occurred  to  me  to  verify 
the  statementa  made  In  Mr.  Glover's 
book.  Before  he  died,  in  1881,  he 
wrote  me  a  kind  letter  of  apprecia- 
tion which  wsta  very  encouraging  to 
ono  who  waa  then  only  on  the 
threshold  of  what  has  proved  to  be 
a  continually  more  and  more  Int'er- 
oMing  study  of  British-Israel  truth.

Ollahi  FodhU 
Endon)ed  in  the  historic  Four 
Courts  at  Dublin,  In  companionship 
with  Moaes,  is  the  medalion  por- 
trait of  the  great  Irish  legislator 
identified  by  Mr.  Qlover  with  Jere- 
miah. Be  is  called  the  Ollam  Fodhla. 
Both  words  are  Hebrew,  meaning 
wonderful  prophet.  Aa  showing 
how  exact  Mr.  Glover's  evidence  is,

By  tbia 
means  wa  arriv*  at  the  followtaw 
genealogy:  Eighteen  generations 
from  David  to  Zedeklah.  whose 
daughter  married  Haremeo:  aleven 
generations  thenco  to  Angmw  the 
Prolific  of  Tara.  anooator  oC  both 
Irish  and  Soottlsh  kinga;  (rem  him 
thirty-four  to  Kenneth  MacAlpin. 
Four  llnee,  Stuart.  Brueo,  Z>lanta- 
genet  and  Uuelph,  bring  us  in 
twentyHBlgbt  generationa  to  Oeorga 
I.,  whence  eight  more  lead  ua  to 
Prince  Itevid.  Hia  Majesty  King 
OOorge  ^T,  and  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Mary  are  thus  each  in  tha  Binaty- 
ninth  generation  from  King  Zlavid. 
The  hundredth  is  Prinoe  David — 
Prince  Edward  Albert  Chriatlato' 
George  Andrew  Patrick-  .David. 
Prinoe  of  Wales.  And  this  Qta  the 
time  exactly.  Dlmbleby.  ih€  "pre- 
mlw  chronologist,"  gives  us  B.O. 
1076  for  the  birth  of  King  David. 
Prince  David  will  be  thirty  In  1024. 
The  interval  is  a  hundred'  gaaera- 
tions,  each  of  thirty  years.  Thua 
Glover's  and  Orimaldi's  liking-up  of 
our  Stuart  kings  with  th«  Bible 
kings  of  David's  house  la  established. 
In  1902  more  came  to  light.  I  was 
led  to  th«  British  Museum  and  tha 
Iloyal  Library  at  Wlndaor.  and  apeot 
the  most  fascinating  and  profitable 
fortnight's  continuoua  reading  that  I 
ever  enjoyed. 

In  the  British  Migieum  there  is 
u  manuscript  (bound  up  in  small 
octavo  book  form,  of  parchment 
leaves),  said  to  be  of  the  10th 
century.  It  U  Ko.  S869  of  the  Har- 
leian  manuacrlpta,  and  can  be  seen 
in  the  manuscript  room.  The  Welsh 
king  Owaln,  son  of  Howel  the  Good 
and  Blen,  from  whom  throagh 
Owen  Tudor  and  Henry  VII  twenty- 
nine  geheratlona  bring  us  to  King 
George  V,  is  here  Mhown  plainly  as 
beilng  descended  from  "Anna,  satd 
to  be;  cousin  of  the  Virgin  Mary." 
That  statement  is  in  Liatln.  In 
another  manuscript,  at  Jaaua  Col- 
lege, this  same  Anna  is  introduced 
with  the  statement  in  Welsh  that 
she  "used  to  be  said  by  the  men  of 
Kgypt  to  be  cousTn  to  the  Virgin 
Mary." 

This  wonderful  Anna,  ancestress 
of  British  and  English  kings,  her- 
self ot  royal  Hebrew  linoage— who 
was   she? 

The  celebrated  King  Arthur  Is 
said  by  John  of  Glastonbury  to  bn 
straight  descended  from  Joseph  of 
Arlmathea.  Now.  Joseph  of  Arl- 
mathea  is  by  eastern  tradition  said 
— see  Morgan's  St.  Paul  in  Britain 
— to  have  been  the  younger  brother 
of  the  father  of '  the  Virgin  Mary. 
Thus  Joseph  was  her  uncle  and 
Anna  was  her  cousin  —  and  Anna 
was  the  daughter  of  Joseph.  Josepii, 
of  Arlmathea,  the  rich  trader,  came 
to  Britain  us  the  Glastonbury  legend 
remlhds  us,  and  she,  his  daughter, 
this  wonderful  Anna  of  the  .  old 
manuscripts,  married  (n  Britain  .a 
prince*  of  Britain;  by  whom  ttQgn 
•her  was  deacended  King  Arthur,  and 
from  her  was  descended  King 
Owaln,  the  ancestor  of  the  Tudor 
klnga.  ^      r- 

Here  is  a  little  bit  of  the  resulting 
pedigree: 

Anna,  being  39th  by  natural  de- 
Bcent.  29th  by  legal  heirship  (ac- 
cording to  the  re-^pectlve  genealogies 
of  St.  Luke  and  St.  Matthew)  from 
King  David,  her  daughter  (r^med  In 
I'rofessor  Rhys  and  Mr.  Brynmor 
Jonas'  work  on  The  Welsh  People) 
married  Lear  (through  Troy  from 
Judah).  Their  son  was  Bran,  sur- 
named  "The  Blessed,"  father  of  the 
celcbrntckd  Caradoc  to  Caractacus. 
This  was  the  Royal  British  Family 
taken  in  honorable  captivity  to 
Rome,  whose  fortunes  ,  there  are 
given  In  deull  In  Morgan's  St.  Paul 
in  Britain.  Children  of  Caractacus 
were  Linus  (first  Bishop  of  Rome) 
and  CTIaudlit,  who  married  the  Ro- 
nuin  offlror,  Pudens,  and  whose  chlU 
dren  were  (he  first  "saints"  of  the 
ChrlHtlan  church  at  Rome.  The 
third  eon  of  Caractacus,  brother  of 
LinuH  ond  «ClaudiA.  was  Cylllnus, 
father  of  King  Coilus  or  Coel.  From 
Coel  sprang  one  daughter  and  one 
»nn.  The  diug^iter  married  Into  a 
second  Trojan  (Judah)  line,  and 
from  her  through  Charlemagne  are 
descended  the  Tccks  and  GuolplM, 
and  HO  Prince  David.  Coal's  son 
was  Luoius,  the  Christian  king  who 
resigned  his  crown  to  preach  the 
Gospel  In  Bavaria  and  Swltserland. 
He  had  also  a  daughter  and  n  son. 
The  daughter.  Gladys.  wfui  the 
grandmother  of  Helena,  mother  of 
(iUinstantlne.  From  her  by  that  line 
was  descended  the  Princess  Elen. 
who  mairied  Howol  the  Good,  and 
t>n  became  the  anrcMtress  of  the 
Tudor  kings,  from  whom  by  inter- 
marriage with  the  Stuarts  came 
Prince  David.  Thj  «on  of  Lucius, 
as  given  In  another  cJld  manuscript. 
WHS  Cndwallader.  He  Is  shown  as 
the  father  of  Frea.  who  married 
Odtti  the  Great  (circ.  A.  D.  260). 
whence  Saxon.  Xorman.  Hanoverian 
and  David  lines  lead  "bnwxrd  to 
Prince  David. 

To  go  back  to  Anna,  hor  son  Is 
variously  given  as  Befi.  Hell,  or 
Holalus.  He  was,  on  the  one  hand. 
ancestor  of  King  Arthur;  on  the 
other,  according  to  the  old  Welsh 
manuscript,  of  HoweV  the  Good.  | 
husband  of  Anna's  descendant,  Eton,  j 
and  father  of  Owaln.  from  whom 
sprang  Tudor  and  'stnart  kings,  and 
so^Prlnce   David.

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An  Authentic  History  of  the  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police— By  "A  Mounty 
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CHAPTER  XXIII. 
The  Yukon— Decrease  in  Strength— Altered 
Condition  Amongst  the  Indiane  —  The 
Breaking  Up  of  a  Gang  of  Cattle  Killers— 
Death  of  Colonel  Macleod— Change  of 
Government — Visit  of  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen 
—Long  Memory  of  Police  for  Offenders. 

HE  year  1894  was  noted  in 
police  annalH  as  the  one  in 
which  activities  were  first 
directed  towards  the  Yukon. 
For  some  time  previously  rep- 
refentations  had  l^een  made  to  the  Canadian 
Government  by  such  influential  j)eople  as  the 


thig  time  may  be  of  interest,  in  view  of  its  re- 
lation to  police  history.  On  the  west  side  of 
the  Yukon  the  j^old-bearing  creeks  were: 
Franklin  Gulch,  Davis  Creek,  Clinton  Creek, 
Nugget  Gulch,  O'Brien's  Creek,  Napoleon 
Creeic,  Cannon  Creek  and  Madison  Creek. 
They  are  wholly  or  partly  in  Alaska,  Sixty 
Mile  Creek;  its  tributaries  arc  Gold  Creek, 
Glazier  Creek,  Miller  Creek  and  Bed  Rock 
Creek.  These  were  the  only  ones  that  any 
mining  had  been  done  on,  and  they  are  also 
wholly,  or  part  in  Alaska.  There  was  at  this 
time  a  large  difference  of  opinion  as  to  which 
side  of  the  lin^  they  were  on. 

Of  the  rivers  and  creeks  above  mentioned, 


Right  Reverend  Bishop  Bompass  that  all 
that  part  of  Canada  lymg  north  of  British 
Columbia  and  west  of  the  Mackenzie  district, 
was  in  urgent  need  of  police  protection.  Ow- 
ing to  these  appeals,  therefore,  Inspector  C 
Constantine  received  instructions,  on  May  20, 
to  report  to  Ottawa  for  orders  relating  to 
.special  duty  in  the  Yukon  River  district.  On 
June  6  Inspector  Constantine  and   Staff-Ser- 

geant  Brown  left  Broadview  for  Victoria, 
.C,  which  was  reached  on  June  17.  From 
there  they  proceeded,  on  June  22,  to  Juneau 
City,  Alaska,  and  thence  crossed  the  moun- 
tain range  by  the  Lewis- Yukon  rivers,  arriving 
at  Ford  Cudahy  on  August  7.  On  October  2, 
1894,  Inspector  Constantine  again  reached  Vic- 
toria, B.C..  after  having  made  a  thorough  in- 
8|fl^ition  6f  tfie  Yukon  Territory  and  .collecting 
some  $4,000  of  customs  duties,  Staff-Sergeant 
Brown  being  left  at  Fort  Selkirk  to  collect 
more  customs,  and  with  instructions  to  re- 
port at  St.  Michael's  early  in  the     Spring  of 

1895;       . 

The  inspector's  report  was  that  large 
quantities  of  goods  were  being  brought  into 
the  Territory,  from  the  United  States,  with- 
out paying  duty;  that  during  the  %Summer  of 
1894  At  least  $300,000  in  gold  was  taken  out 
of  tlif  creeks  running  into  Forty  Mile  River 
pn  the  Canadian  side,  and  that  a  body  of 
police  were  certainly  required  to  enforce  law 
and  order  and  to  collect  customs.  He  further 
recommended  that  the  force  sent  in  should 
consist  of  two  officers,  one  surgeon,  three 
sergeants,  three  corporals  and  thirty-five  or 
forty  constables,  at  the  same  time  explaining 
that  whereas  this  appeared  at  first  sight  k 
large  number  of  men  for  the  work,  it  had  to 
be  remembered  that  they  would  be  all  alone 
in  the  country  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
shut  out  from  the  outer  world  for  eight 
months  in  the  year,  and  the  discovery  of  gold 
in  the  Territory  was  then  attracting  large 
numbers  of  miners  and  prospectors,  most  of 
whom  came  up  from  the  Western  American 
States,  as  well  as  all  the  attendant  evils  of  a 
mining  camp,  such  as  desperadoes,  gamblers, 
bullies  and  other  male  and  female  parasites, 
who  afterwards  thronged  the  Yukon  or 
Klondike  region. 

The  route  recmmended  for  the  police 
party  which  was  to  be  sent  into  the  country 
in  June.  1895,  was  from  Victoria,  B.C.,  to  St. 
Michael's  by  chartered  steamer,  and  thence, 
by  arrangement  with  one  of  the  local  trading 
companies,  up  the  river  to  Fort  Cudahy  by 
one  or  more  river  boats,  it  being  thought  ad- 
visable not  to  make  use  of  the  route  over 
Chilkoot  Pass  and  down  the  Lewis,  Pelly  and 
Yukon  Rivers,  the  route  being  not  only  un- 
fitted for  a  large  body  of  men,  but  too  ex- 
pensive, owing  to  the  charge  for  packing  sup- 
plies being  15  cents  per  pound. 

The  Yiikon  district  had  been  up  to  this 
time  a  sort  of  No  Man's  Land,  the  boundary 
between  Alaska  and  the  Northwest  Tcr- 
ritoHes  not  having  been  defined  or  officially 
declared.  Law  and  order 'in  the  country  had 
been  enforced  by  a  committee  of  miners,  and 
with  few  exceptions  had  been  moderately 
quiet  and  orderly. 

For  a  mining  camp  the  place  was  quiet. 
In  the  Fall,  when  the  miners  came  in.  there 
was  a  general  carouse,  accompanied  by  the 
firing  of  pistols  and  guns,  but  after  the  first 
exuberance  had  died  down,  things  assumed  a 
quieter  aspect.  Gambling  was  the  principal 
amusement  during  the  long  Winter,  and 
many  lost  all  the  proceeds  of  the  Summer's 
work  in  a  night  or  two.  At  this  time  there 
were  no  ref^uUr  gambling  houses,  games  be* 
ing  played  in  the  different  cabins,  as  chance 
brought  people  together,  and  in  the  different 
saloons. 

'Some  3.000  gallons  of  liquor  passed  over 
th«  ''Summit"  in  1894  and  was  retailed  in  five 
sakioAa,  then  existing  in  the  country,  at  50 
cents  a  drink,  and  as  the  country  was.  more  or 
ten,  ruled  at  this  time  by  a  "whisky  rin^,** 
it  was  thought  that  a  large  body  of  pottce 
would  be  necessary  to  eamrce  the  law. 

A  description  of  the  aiiiring    country  at 


Forty  Mile  Creek  was  reported  worked  out 
in  i8«j4;  Franklin  Gulch -about  half  worked; 
Nugget  Gulch  not  much  worked;  Davis 
Creek  aj^out  half  worked;  Clinton  Creek  of 
not  much  value,  and  the  other  creeks  were 
paying  in  the  neighborhood  of  from  ?i2.oo  to 
^20.00  a  day.  Sixty  Mile  Creek  is  120  miles 
.south  of  Fort  Cudahy,  some  sixty  miles  of 
it  being  in  the  Northwest  Territories. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  Yukon,  the 
Stewart,  Pelly,  llootalinka.  Big  and  Little 
Salmon  Rivers  are  wholly  in  the  Northwest 
Territories,, and  although  the  mining  industry 
at  this  titnc  was  only  in  its  infancy,  yet  the 
miners  showed  great  faith  in  the  country, 
and  from  this  date  onwards  the  rush  to  the 
new  Eldorado  continued,  until,  in  the  Winter 
of  1897-1898,  it  assumed  sensational  propor- 
tions, 

On  August  16,  1896,  the  first  discovery  of 
gold  was  made  in  the  Klondike  country,  on 
Bonanza  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Klo^ldike 
River.  News  of  that  momentous  discovery 
did  not  reach  the  "outside"  (in  the  Yukon 
"outside"  means  beyond  the  Winter  barriers 
of  ice  and  snow ;  everything  else  is  "inside") 
until  after  the  freeze-up  of  that  year,  and,  as 
al]  the  world  knows,  it  was  not  until  the 
Spring  of  1897  that  the  real  rush  began  and 
the  work  of  the  force,  as  guides,  comforters 
and  friends  to  the  needy,  increased  by  leaps 
and  boiinds. 

In  1894  the  Government  decided  that  the 
strength  of  the  force  should  be  decreased  to 
750  rank  and  file.  It  was  fully  realized  that 
this  decrease  meant  added  Work,  for,  with 
the  opening  up  of  detachments  in  the  North 
and  continual  demands  for  men  from  numer- 
ous new  towns  which  .were  springing  up,  as 
in  a  day, 'on  the  Prairies,  it  really  seemed  as 
if  the  force  would  be  swamped  witfl  work. 
When  one  remembers  the  vast  extent  of  ter- 
ritory to  be  supervised,  and  the  varied  nature 
of  the  duties  falling  to  the  lot  of  the  police, 
this  seems  a  faring  step  to  have  taken,  but  in 
looking  back  on  the  record  of  the  few  years 
and  the  wonderful  lack  of  crime,  it  must  be 
admitted  that  no  greater  tribute  to  the  force 
could  «have  been  paid.  Things,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, seemed  to  be  quietening  down,  and 
where,  in  former  times,  a  large  body  of 
police  had  been  essential,  from  now  on  a 
mere  handful  seemed  sufficient. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  difference  be- 
tween the  Indian  situation  at  this  time  and 
that  of  ten  ^;ears  previous.  Practically  all 
the  Indian  tribes  had  begun  to  acquire  large 
bands  of  both  horses  and  cattle  and,  as  a  natur- 
al sequence,  horse  stealing  and  cattle  killing  by 
Indians  began  to  be  very  exceptional.  Dif- 
ferent bands  of  Indians,  from  time  to  time, 
tendered  in  open  competitioti  for  contracts  in 
supplying  hay  for  the  police,  and  at  Regina 
especially  they  made  a  gi^at  success  oi  the 
contract,  after  drawing  the  hay  twenty  miles 
from  the  Qu'Appelle  Valley  and  stacking  it 
to  the  approval  of  everyone. 

In  1895  the  Blood  Indians  secured,  in  the 
open  market,  the  contract  for  a  good  deal  of 
the  coal  used  by  the  police  at  Macleod,  pur- 
chasing it  from  the  coal  company  and  de- 
livering it  with  their  own  four-horse  teams 
at  the  barracks.  At  the  Onion  Lake  detach- 
ment, where  the  Indian  agent  contracted  to 
erect  the  buildings,  all  the  material  was  sawn 
and  all  the  buildings  built  by  the  Indians 
from  the  Reserve. 

The  old  skin  tepees  were  fast  disappear- 
ing and  their  place  was  being  taken  on  the 
Reserves  by  log  huts  and  in  some  cases  brick 
houses.  Some  of  the  more  influential  chiefs 
even  spent  their  treaty  money  in  interior 
house  improvements,  and  "Red*Crow,"  of  the 
Bloods,  could  boast  a  house  carpeted  through- 
out and  supplied  with  the  latest  bedsteads 
and  washing  appliances. 

Of  course,  it  must  not  be  imagined  for  a 
moment  that  this  was  the  only  side  of  the 
story ;  there  was  alwavs  a  rift  in  the  lute,  and 
in  April,  1894  the  police  were  the  meaqs  of 
breaking  tip  a  nest  of  rascals' in  the  6weet 
Grass  Hills.    A  cok^y  of  about   forty   Can>

adian  half  breeds,  popularly  known  as  "Re- 
bellion Half  Breeds,"  had  settled  there,  hav- 
ing sought  the  seclusion  of  the  United  States 
in  1885.  Not  having  any  means  to  speak  of, 
and  being  correspondingly  disinclined  to  work, 
they  had  become  an  ever-increasing  nuisance  to 
their  not  very  numerous  neighbors,  until, 
emboldened  by  impunity,  they*  had  at  length 
established  something  very  like  a  reign  of 
terror.  They  openly  boasted  that  they  were 
in  the  habit  of  killing,  and  that  they  in- 
tended to  kill  all  the  cattlft  they  wanted  for 
their  use,  and  that  thev  would  burn  out  any- 
one who  should  interfere  with  them  or  in- 
form on  them.  Their  leaSer  went  a  step 
further,  and  bragged  that  he  would  shoot 
anyone  who  should  attempt  to  arrest  him.  It  • 
is  said  to  be  a  fact  that  at  one  time  a  certain 
cattle  ranch  in  Montana  stationed  a  man  in 
the  hills  to  watch  these  breeds,  with  a  view 
to  bringing  any  cattle  killer  to  justice,  and 
that  they  imbibed  such  a  wholesome  dread  of 
the  half  breed  leader's  vengeance  that  he  ar- 
ranged to  be  out  of  the  way  when  any 
slaughtering  was  intended.  It  is  stated  that 
the  half  breed  knocked  at  the  range  rider's 
door  one  day  and  enquired,  "So  and  so  in? 
Tell  him  I  am  going  to  kill  toaay."  The 
story  further  goes  that  "So  and  so"  discreoily 
lay  low  for  that  day.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the 
settlers  used  to  complain  bitterly  of  the  de- 
predations of*  these  rascals,  for  which  there 
seemed  no  remedy.    It  was  intimated  that  the 
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crossing  the  international  boundary  in  their 
nefarious  pursuit  and.  as  the  police  had  no 
means  <•[  watching  their  settlement  in  Mon- 
tana, the  settlers  tliereabouts  were  requested, 
if  possible,  to  notify  the  force  of  their  com- 
ing on  to  Canadian  soil.  Pursuant  to  the  ar- 
rangement, on  April  21  a  settler  in  the  hills 
sent  word  to  Corporal  Dickson  at  Writing- 
on-Stonc  that  a  party  of  half  breeds  was  on 
its  way  to  Canada.  The  country  at  the  foot 
of  the  hills  is^very  much  broken  up  into 
coulees,  and  the  messenger  guided  Corporal 
Diclf;son  to  the  wrong  place.  After  watch- 
ing all  night  with  no  result,  Dickson  returned 
to  his  detachment,  and  it  was  not  until  the 
next  day  that  a  .settler  who  had  been  follow- 
ing the  half  breeds  rode  to  Writing-on-Stone 
and  conducted  Corporal  Dickson  and  a  con- 


Ministry  dissolved  by  the  sudden  death  of 
the  Premier,  the  Honorable  Sir- John  S.  D. 
Thompson,  at  Windsor  Castle.  On  December 
21  the  Honorable  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell 
formed  his  cabinet,  and  as  Premier  and 
President  of  the  Council,  was  the  ad- 
ministrative head  of  the  Mounted  Police  de- 
partment until  April  27,  1896,  when  he  re- 
signed. During  the  short  tirne  in  which  he 
held  office  Sir  Mackenzie  showed  a  gfeat  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  the  force,  which  bene- 
fitted accordingly. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen,  visited  the  Territories  dur- 
ing the  Summer,  his  inspectoin  entailing  the 
usual  amount  of  additional  escort  and  guard 
duties  upon  tlie  force.  His  Excellency  was 
pleased  to  express  his  satisfaction  at  the 
smartness  and  high  state  of  discipline  evinced 
by  all  ranks. 

Some  remarkable  examples  of  the  long 
memory  the  force  has  for  criminals  will  be 
noticed  f^^m  time  to  time.  At  one  period  it 
was  the  custom  amongst  the  Indian  crim- 
inals to  immediately  cross  the  boundary  after 
the  commission  of  a  crime,  and  the  condition 
of  things  at  this  time  in  the  States  was  such 
that  it  was  practically  impossible  to  appre- 
hend fugitives  from  justice. 

After  a  time  it  was  found  that  those 
criminals  returned  to  their  Reserve,  and  on 
these  occasions  every  endeavor  was  made  to 


sionally enforce  the 
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assistance  being  furnished  by  the  chief  of  the 
tribe  to  which  the  man  belonged.  In  1890  a 
warrant  was  issue<l  for  the  arrest  of  an  In- 
dian called  "Tak^Two-Guns''.  for  killing  a 
.steer,  the  property  of  the  Coch^janc  Company. 
The  Indian,  however,  succeeded  in  escaping 
to  the  .\merican  side,  where  he  remained  for 
f»)ur  years.'  In  October,  1894,  thinking  his 
misdeeds  had  been  forgotten,  he  returned  to 
his  Reserve,  where  he  was  arrested,  tried  and 
convicted.  It  is  ojily  through  this  and  other 
cases  of  a  similar  nature  that  the  prestige  of  the 
force,  established  in  the  early  days,  was 
maintained  amongst  the  Indians  and  white 
men.  and  it  is  without  a  doubt,  owing  to  the 
well-earned  reputation  of  the  force  for  ar- 
resting an  offender,  even  after  a  lapse  of 
years,  that  the  Northwest  Territories  were 
^ , L 
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stable  to  a  place  known  as  Half  Breed  Coulee. 
Hard  by  there  was  a  pile  of  bones  which  had 
always  been  looked  upon  as  correctly  mark- 
ing the  boundary,  and  the  half  breed  party 
was  some  distance  to  the  north  of  it,  so  that 
neither  the  American  settler  nor  Corporal 
Dickson  had  any  doubt  as  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Canadian  police. 

When  day  dawned,  Corporal  Dickson  first 
of  all  secured  the  half  breeds'  horses  and  hid 
them  at  a  short  distance.  There  were  three 
,  half  breeds  in  the  party,  and  presently  two 
of  them  started  off  to  bring  in  theif^  Jiorses. 
Taking  the  precaution  to  arrest  the  man  who 
was  left  in  camp  before  he  could  reach  his 
firearms,  Corporal  Dickson  then  discharged 
the  rifle  and  guns  which  he  Tound  in  the 
camp,  and  the  reports  brought  back  the  other 
two  men,  who  were  then  easily  secured.  The 
slaughtered  remains  of  a  cow  and  a  calf  were 
found  in  the  camp,  the  cow's  hide  bearing  the 
Canadian  circle  brand  of  Conrad  Brothers. 
The  cow  had  been  shot  in  the  head,  the  rifle 
bullet  being  found  embedded  therein.  The 
prisoners  were  taken  to  Lethbridge  and  duly 
committed  for  trial.  A  surveyor,  who  was 
sent  out  to  determine  the  exact  location  of 
the  international  boundary,  found  that  the 
half-breeds  had  been  arrested  at  a  spot  about 
twenty-two  chains  on  the  American  side 
thereof,  and  the  prisoners  were  then  held  for 
extradition  at  the  request  of  the  Attorney- 
General  at  Helena,  Montana.  When  brought 
before  the  Extradition  Commissioner  at 
Lethbridge  the  prisoners'  counsel  argued  that 
they  were  not  fugitive  criminals  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Extraditwn  Act,  and  the 
judge  finally  adopted  that  view  and  dis- 
charged them  from  custody. 

Needless  to  say,  these  men  did  not  return 
to  their  old  haunts  after  release,  and  a  Httle 
later  a  troop  of  United  States  cavalry  visited 
the  Sweet  Grass  Hills  in  order  to  completely 
break  up  the  half-breed  settlement. 

gn  September  5,  1894,  the  death  occurred 
slgary  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Macleod, 
C.M.G.  He  was  the  second  commissioner 
of  the  Northwest  Mounted  Police,  and  on  his 
retirement  from  that  office,  had  been  ap- 
pointed stipendiary  magistrate  for  the  Mac- 
leod district,  to  which  place  he  first  led  the 
police  in  1874.  As  a  token  of  the  great 
respect  all  ranks  of  the  force  had  for  him.  he 
was  buried  witli  full  military  honors  on  Sep- 
tember 7  at  Calgary.

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The  Spell  of  lona — St. 

Columba's  Island  of 

Enchantment 


THE  little  island  of  lona  belongs  to  the 
select  company  of  the  world's  great 
places  of  pilgrimage.  It  is  akin  to  Delphi  and 
Mecca  and  Lourdes  and  St;;-atford,  and  Ober- 


and  decorated  with  tufts  of  yarrow  and  rag- 
wort, from  which,  on  the  last  day  of  his  life, 
the  Saint  delivered  his  famous  prophecy,  is 
probably  little  changed  from  what  it  was 
when  he  climbed  it  for  the  last  time,  and  he 
would  have  to  be  but  a  clod  of  a  man  who 
would  ascend  and  stand  on  it  now  without 
emotion.  "That  man,"  as  Dr.  Johnson  said, 
"is  little  to  be  envied  whose  patriotism  would 
not  gain  force  upon  the  plains  of  Marathon, 
or  whose  piety  would  not  grow  warmer 
among  tjxe  ruins  of  lona." 

Great  numbers  of  toUrists  visit  lona  daily, 
by  the  boat,  which  makes  a  tour  of  the  nearer 
Hebrides  from  Oban.  They  stay  here  for  an 
hour  or  so,  and  go  on  again.  It  seems  almost 
impious,  even  if  necessary,  when  accommoda- 
tion here  is  so  limited.  For  St.  Columba's 
prophecy  is  coming  true ;  there  is  an  immense 
revival  of  interest  in  the  island,  and  with 
every  year  those  who  wish  to  visit  it  will  be- 
come more  numerous.  There  are  two  small 
hotels  on  the  island  ;  a  few  modest  houses  are 
generally  to  be  let  for  the  Summer,  and  many 
of  the  cottages  possess  a  room  or  two  in 
they  have  to  go  to  one  of  the  hotels  for  their 
meal^.  You  must,  as  the  Scottish  railway 
advertisements  say,  give  "timeous  notice"  if 
you  would  secure  quarters  in  lona  in  the 
lioliday  season.  But  it  is  worth  it.  It  is  com- 
monly said  that  the  island  is  bewitched,  and 
no  one  can  stay  on  it  for  even  a  few  days 
without  falling  under  its  $pell. 
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lengfli,  and  nowhere  more  than  a  mile  and  a 
half  across  from  east  to  west,  but  within  this 
narrow  compass  is  the  scenery  of  all  the 
world.  It  is  a  rock  island,  and^  the  rocks  in 
j)laccs  develop  into  whole  mountain  ranges, 
Alps  and  Himalayas  in  miniature.  Go  south- 
ward over  the  nearer  ranges,  and  you  come 
to  a  wide  moc*r,  where  you  may  wander  for 
half  a  day.  with  no  company  but  the  curlews 
and  the  cattle,  amid  the  heather  and  peat 
bogs,  while  ravens  come  croaking  overhead 
and  swing  circling  out  to  sea.  There  are 
broad  valleys  of  good  agricultural  land,  and, 
down  the  west  side  especially,  a  great  stretch 
of  sweet,  short,  thymy  turf,  where  an 
cightecn-hole  golf  course  (if  the  greens  arc 
rather  trying)  has  been  laid  out.  There  is  a 
loch,  and  miles  upon  miles  of  craggy  coastline 
broken  into  bays,  with  beautiful  bathing 
beaches.  The  sand  is  the  clean  white  sand  of 
powdered  shell  dust.  The  r^cks  (thougfi  the 
famous  "font  stone  is  green)  arc  larcely  rosy 
pink.  With  the  white  sand  below  It,  the 
clear  deep  ocean  water  takes  in  the  sunlight 
tints  of  emerald  and  jade  and  chryscprase, 
deepening  to  indigo  and  infinite  shades  of 
blue  and,  over  the  beds  of  seaweed,  violet  and 
rich  purples.  In  the  evening,  when  the  set*' 
ting  sun  strikes  full  on  the  opposite  coast  of 
the  Ross  of  Mull  ("Ross"  means  "red"  in  re- 
ference to  the  pink  rocks),  the  whole  world  is 
as  if  carved  of  coral,  all  rose  and  crimson,;?' 
The  Spirit  of  the  Island 

Artists  who  spend  the  Summer  on  lona 
painting  say  that  nowhere  else  in  the  world 
is  thefe  such  coloration.  Those  who  do  not 
know  the  island  find  pictures  of  it  almost  in- 
credible. It  is  some  unique  qiiality  in  the 
atmosphere  (the.se  artists  say  again)  which 
nicks  the  vision  into  exaggeratiiig  distances 
and,  coupled  with  something  in  the  stratifica- 
tion, converts  splintered  rocks  into  towering 
crags  and  makes  the  ribs  of  stgne  across  the 
island  into  mighty  mountain  ranges.  Prob- 
ably it  is  so.  But  I  think  the  best  explanation 
is  that,  as  has  been  said,  lona  is  tywitched. 

When  St.  Columba  was  dying,  an  old 
white  horse  came  and  laid  its  head  in  his  lap 
and  wept.     And  the  faint's  last  words  were: 

"This,  dear  children,'  is  my  last  message  to 
you — that  you  preserve  with  each  other  sin- 
cere charity  and  peace." 

The  injunction  was  addressed,  not  to  his 
human  children  onl^,  the  monks,  but  to  the 
white  horse  and  all  its  kin,  for  there  are  mahy 
legends  telling  of  St.  Columba's  love  for 
animals.  And  the  injunction  holds.  The 
spirit  of  friendliness  broods  over  the  island 
almost  as  a  visible  presence.  It  is  not  meraly 
that  the  soft-voiced,  Gaelic-tongued  In- 
habitants are  kindly  and  gentle-mannered  (so 
that  there  is  no  policeman  here  and  no  crime, 
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ammergau,  and  St.  Columba  himself  foretold 
that  it  would  be  so  nearly  fourteen  centuries 
ago. 

Unto  this  place,  small  and  mean  thoiigh  it 
be,  great  homage  shall  yet  be  paid,  not  only 
by  the  kings  an<l  peoples  of  the  Scots,  but  br 
rulers  of  barbavus  and  distant  nations,  with 
their  people.  Thy  samts  also,  of  otiier 
churches,  shall  regard  it  with  no  common 
reverence.

|IG  as  Canada  is,  there  are  veiy 
few  people  bom  and  bred  in  this 
country  ^ho  have /not  heard  of 
Rev.  George  M.  Grant,  former- 
ly principal  of  Queen^ 
University,  Kingston,  and  for  many  years 
pastor  of  St.  Matthew/  Presbyterian  Church, 
lialifax.  Nova  Scotia. 

He  is  known  here  as  a  worker  iot  unity, 
one  who  tried  to  make  the  people  of  Canada 
love  and  understand  each  other.  Not  only 
here,  but  in  Great  Britain  and  our  sister 
Dominions,  he  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  first 
to  believe  that  some  day  all  the  parts  of  the 
British  Empire  will  be  joined  closer  together 
and  that  all  the  world  will  be  helped  by  the 
union.  »  . 

In  his  book.  "Ocean  to  Ocean,"  and  in 
many  other  writings,  he  showed  what  a  vast 
land  it  was  to  which  Canadians  are  heirs, 
while  as  yet  the  men  and  women  who  lived  in 
the  old  Canada  of  those  days  knew  but  a  small 
part  of  it  His  whole  life  was  spent  for  the 
good  of  his  native  land  and  his  fellow-country- 
irien.  When  yon  arc  plder,  you  will,  it  is 
to  fee  hoped,  stu dy  the  whole  life  of  this  man. 


whose  clear  brain,  ^eat  heart  and  pure  soul 
helped  in  laying  the  foundations  of  our  Can- 
ada. Today  we  will  try  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  Nova  Scotia  boy  who  was  the  "father  of 
the  man." 

His  son,  V^illiam  Lawson  Grant,  principal 
of  Upper  Canada  College,  Toronto,  has  told 
the  story  of  his  early  life  in  a  book  entitled 
"Principal  Grant,"  and  from  it  the  facts  are 
taken. 

We  cannot  know  much  about  a  boy  unless 
we  have  some  idea  of  the  sort  of  home  he  lived 
in  and  the  kind  of  people  his  parents  were. 

Nearly  eighty  years  ago  most  families  in 
Ptctou  County,  Nova  Scotia,  as  in  other 
parts  of  Eastern  Canada,  spent  the  greater 
number  of  their  waking  hours  in  the  big  kit- 
chen, whertf  the  blaze  of  a  great  hardwood  fire 
gave  cheer  and  comfort  in  Winter,  The  cradle 
was  near  the  fire,  and  the  little  ones,  as  they 
played,  kept  clas^  to  the  warm  hearth.  Near, 
too,  was  the  spitming  wheel,  where  mother 
spun  tbc^arn  to  be  knitted  into  stockings  or 
mittens  or  woven  into  the  thick  cloth  that 
defied  the  frost  and  piercing  Winter  winds. 

The  floor  was  smooth  a^d  white,  with 
woolen  mats  placed  here  and  there  for  greater 
warmthr  At  the  table  sat  the  father  and  per- 
haps the  older  children  reading*  by  the  light 
of  a  tallow  candle  in  a  well-polished  brass 
candlestick.  The  dishes  on  the  dresser  and 
the  shiniiTg  covers  of  pans  were  lighted  up 
by  the  flames  or  glowing  coals.  The  babe  in 
the  cradle  and  the  young  mother  each  wore 
a  snowy  cap,  and  oiten  a  white  herchief  was 
folded  around  the  shoulders  of  the  housewife. 

In  some  such  cheery  place  little  six-year- 
old  Geordie  Grant,  fair-haired,  blue-eyed  and 
sturdy,  played 'with  his  elder  brother  and 
sister  and  cared  in  tender,  childish  ways  for 
the  two  little  ones. 

Hit  father,  James  Grant,  who  had  been 
well  taught  in  his  old  home  in  Banffshire, 
Scotland,  owned  a  small  farm  and  taught  the 
district  school.  He  was  a  good,  kind,  upright, 
God-fearine  man.  very  careful  about  his  dress 
and  with  oigniticd  manners. 

Mrs.  Grant,  whose  maiden  name  had  been 
Mary  Munro,  was  ojie  of  the  sweetest, 
wisest  and  best  of  women,  loved  and  revered 
by  her  children  as  long  as  they  lived.  In  the. 
home  of  the  Grants  God  was  worshipped  in 
love  and  fear,  and  the  Bible  studied  dili- 
gently. 

Now  we  will  take  a  look  outside  where 
the  children  played  in  the  long  Summer  days. 
The  farm  was  near  the  East  River.  Behmd 
were  the  woods  that  had  not  yet  fallen  be- 
tween the  farmer's  axe.  On  its  b<»rders  the 
children  gathered  may  flowers  in  early  Spring 
or  violets  as  the  sun  grew  warmer.  In  the 
Fall  they  searched  for  beechnuts  as  the  squir- 
/rels  chattered  overhead.  If  they  ventured  into 
the  woodland  paths,  glimpses  might  be  had 
of  the  fleet  jiare  or  the  brush  of  the  red  fox. 
On  the  pasture  lands  the  lambs  frolicked  in 
the  Spring  time,  not  merrier  than  the  little 
lads  and  lasses  who  paddled  in  the  brook  or 
ran  races  down  the  hillsides. ,  It  was  a  free, 
wholesome  life  where  the  children  gained 
strength  with  every  breath  they  drew. 

One  of  them,  at  least,  needed  it  all  for  the 
long,  hard  battle  of  life. 

Geordie's  troubles  began  early.  Near  his 
home  were^the  Ajbion  Mines,  where  coal  had 
been  found  a  few  years  before.  One  day, 
just  before  he  wa»  eight  years  old,  miners 
and  farmers  mthertd  to  see  the  machine 
(lately  arriyed)  at  work  cutting  hav  for  the  * 
mine  h^rMs.  On  the- outskirts  of  the  group 
were  a  number  of  little  boys.  When  the  men 
had  put  the  machine  in  the  shed  and  gone 
away,  the  children  determined  to  work  it 
themselvet,  and  Geordie  was  appointed 
feeder.  The  little  fellow's  hand  was  eaaght  in 
the  sharp  knives  and  cut  off  below  the  thumb. 

It  was  a  vear  before  the  woattd  healed 
perfectly,  and  in  that  time  the  child  read 
mueh  and  bravely  learned  to  make  the  left 
hand  do  the  dnty  of  two.  When  he  returned 
to  school  he  was  foremost  in  fim  and  frolic, 
and  hia  activity  of  mind  and  body  lad  him 
into  many  a  scrape.  In  one  of  these  He  very 
nearly  lost  his  life.  ^ 

His  brother  Archie  had  left  bis  fishing  rod 
wifhtn  riMeh.  and  Oterfe  set  off  to  fish  with- 
out gttting  leave.  Oa  the  way  he  met  an 
oMtf  boy  who  wanted  to  show  him  how  to 
oit  Ae  rbii  A  atragfle  followed,  and  the 
smaller  lad  was  Arown  into  the  river.  Like 
a  e»w»rd.  ^e  big  fellow  ran  awav.  and  if  it 
h«d  not  been  thtt  a  rtry  small  ckUd  saw  the 

SdMTri.    jomak    Grant,  wooM    have    been 
rowned.    As  ft  was,  he  wm  taken  hone  in- 


sensible, but  a  doctor  was  near  and  his  life 
was  saved. 

We  will  let  his  son  tell  in  his  own  words 
about  another  of  his  father's  pranks: 

"While  attending  his  father's  school,  he 
beguiled  his  elder  brother  and  sister  into  tak- 
ing part  in  the  noble  game  of  attempting  to 
see  which  could  peer  furthest  over  the  edge 
of  a  well  in  the  schoolyard  without  falling  in. 
Not  unnaturally,  one  of  tl»^  contestants  over- 
balanced himself  and  felt  with  a  prodigious 
.splash  into  the  water.  He  still  lives  to  tell 
of  the  Spartan  zest  with  which  James  Grant 
'skelped'  his  three  eldest  oflFspring  before  the 
eyes  of  the  admiring  .school." 

Even  in  those  days  the  confidence  of 
father  and  mother  in  their  son  -was  strong. 
"George  will  do  what  is  right,"  the  father 
would  say,  and  the  wise  mother  believed 
he  would  grow  to  fill  a  useful  pla8e  in  the 
world. 

When  he  was  about  ten  years  old  George 
moved  to  Pictou  and  attended  the  Academy, 
where  many  noted  Scotians  received  their 
education.  Before  he  was  eleven  he  had 
won  the  medal  for  arithmetic,  to  the  great 
delight  of  all  his  family.  He  never  forgot 
how  he  flew  home  to  show  his  prize  to  his 


mother.  It  was  not  so  easy  then  as  now  to 
prepare  for  the  University.4»ut  before  he  was 
eighteen  the  country  boy^was  ready  to  begin 
at  Glasgow,  Scotland,,  to  study  for  the 
ministry.  He  was  always  remembered  by  his 
old  schoolmates,  many  of  whom  were  life- 
long friends.  iLike  most  Canadian  boys'  of 
that  time,  young  Graitt  wa»  obliged  to  help 
pay  his  own  college  expenses,  but  his  life  in 
Scotland  was  full  of  enjoyment. 

At  first  he  was  behind  the  Scottish 
students  who  had  attended  school  regularly 
from  childhood,  but  he  worlftd  hard  and  soon 
gained  a  foremost  place  among  them. 

There  were  great  preachers  in  Scotland,  in 
those*  days,  and  young  Grant's  earnest  ex- 
pressive face  was  seldom  absent  from  the 
congregation  when  one  of  them  spoke  to  the 
people.

Flower  Land 


ALL  children,  boys  as  well  as  ^irls,  love 
flowers.  The  beautiful  things  seem  to 
have  been  planted  here  to  make  us  happy,  and 
happy  children  are  good.  Those  who  tend  the 
flower?,  even  though  they  must  work  hard, 
usually  love  their  work  and  are  nearly  always 
ready  to  tell  what  they  can  about  the  flowers 
they  care  for.  In  Victoria  we  have  an 
abundance  of  flowers,  and  might  have  more 
if  we  took  the  trouble.  Even  late  in  the  sea- 
son the  bees  are  gathering  nectar  from  the 
flowers  which  the  frost  may  kill  soon. 

l*he  children  who  gathered  wild  flowers 
last  year  must  have  been  surprised  at  the  num- 
ber of  different  kinds  they  found,  and  they 
missed  a  great  many  species. 

Flowers  are  grown  for  profit  as  well  as  for 
pleasure.  In  the  hothouses  in  the  districts 
neighboring  our  city  the  florists  cultivate  a 
great  variety  of  |jeautiful  plants  and  make  a 
profit  by  selling  them  for  various  purposes. 

But  in  the  south  of  France,  on  the  moun- 
tains' near  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  millions 
and  millions  of  lovely  flowers  are  gathered 
between  March  and  October  and  sold  to  the 
perfume  makeri  who  work  in  the  town  of 
Grasse.  The  whole  atmosphere  is  filled  with 
the  scent  of  the  blossoms,  and  thousands  of  « 
people  live  by  gathering  and  cultivating  them. 

In  Anarch  and  April  the  mountain  sides  are 
covered  with  violets,  white  and  blue.  A  little 
later,  the  fainter  scent  of  the  yellow  jonqtiils 
may  be  detected,  and  their  pale  gold  delights 
the  eye  as  the  blossoms  are  carefully  gathered. 

In  early  Summer  the  rich,  glowing  roses 
grown  for  scent  instead  or  size,  or  even  per- 
fection of  form,  are  brought  in  millions  into 
the  city.  Even  heavier  loads  of  orango  blos- 
som supply  material  for  the  expensive  perfume 
your  big  sisters  ^ove  to  buy.  As  the  season  ad- 
vances thes^  fade,  and  thyme  and  rosemary 
take  their  places^ 

Summer  is  nearly  over  before  thr  jasmine 
and  lavender  and  other  flowers  noted  for  their 
rich  scent,  or  value  in  flavoring  essences  come 
into  bloom. 

It  may  be  that  we  shall  always  depend  on 
the  chemists  of  the  Old  World  for  the  per- 
fumes distilled  from  the  flowers  that  grow  on 
the  sunny  slopes  of  the  mountain  sides.  Yet  . 
.some  sweet-scented  flowers  are  produced  in 
great  abundance  here.  It  is  pleasant  to  think 
about  the  flower  gatherers  of  Grasse  still  at 
work  among  the  Autumn  blooms  in  their 
Flower  Land.

'H£  road  to  the  farm  led  first 
along  one  of  the  coads  that 
minister  more  or  less  effective- 
ly, according  to  weather  condi- 
tions, to  the  general  district, 
and  next  along  what  was  little  more  than  a 
track  through  small  poplars  mixed  with,  a  few 
small  spruce.  A  homesteader  accustomed  to 
the  heavy  clearing  of  the  Coast  would  have 
chuckled  with  delight  over  the  easy  clearing 
to  be  found  on  thousands  of  acres  in  all  direc- 
tions. About  a  mile  of  this  track  led  to  the 
gate  of  light  poles,  and  just  beyond  lay  the 
house,  the  barn  and  chicken  houses  and  root 
house., 

,To  the  left  lay  about  seventy-five  acres  of 
cleared  land,  and  as  the  clouds  which  had  al- 
ready done  execution  that  was  considered 
most  abnormal,  seemed  ready  to  descend  in 
rain  again,  no  time  was  lost  in  seeing  all  that 
could  be  seen.  Almost  the  first  thing  that  ar- 
rested Uie  attention  was  a  flock  of  turkeys, 
seventy  in  number,  that  paraded  through  the 
barnyard  with  solemn  step  and  out-craned 
heads  ever  in  search  for  eatables.  Besides 
these,  there  were  about  200  hens  and  young 
'  pullets,  and  as  fresh  eggs  last  year  had  risen 
to  $1.25,  and  in  all  probability  would  not  be 
lesft  this  Winter,  there  was  right  in  sight  the , 
appearances  of  a  snug  income  for  the  next 
few  months.  ' 

All   the  buildings,  with   the   exception   of 
the  newest  part  of  the  house,  were- built  en- 
tirdy  of  logs,  and  the  chicken  houses  were 
roofed  with  poles  laid  closely  together  and 
covered  with  sod.     These     were    also    built 
against  the  side  of  a  bank,  and  even  when 
the  thermometer  dropped,  as  1  it  occasionally 
does  drop  in  that  latitude,  to     fifty     below, 
those  hens  were  perfectly  snug     and  warm, 
and,  while  they  were  supplied  with  the  neces- 
sary fresh  air  by  the  open  front,  draughts,  of 
course,  were  impossible.    The  rool  house  was 
not  yet  stored  with  the  Winter  roots,  but  al- 
ready long  shelves  were  laden  and   sagging 
slightly  with  rows  of  preserves  made  chiefly 
from  wild  fruits  which  grow  in  the  greatest 
a'bundance  all     through     the  central  Interior 
country  and  which  certainly  contribute  large- 
ly to  tne  farmhouse  luxuries, 
•    One  principle  seems  to  have  been  followed 
which   is  worth   noting.     While  as  much  as 
possible  was   made  of  home   resources,  thus 
keeping      down      expenditure,     no      expense 
seemed  to  have  been  spared    where    it    was 
necessary  to  have  implements    or  machinery 
in  order  to   reduce  labor.     For  instance,  al- 
though the  chicken  houses  were,  as  described, 


made  entirely  of  materials  found  ^close  at 
hand,  yet  tlje  brooder  house  was  equipped 
with  a  brooder  of  the  most  up-to-date  make, 
and  the  chickens  that  had  been  placed  under 
its  care  had  been  hatched  in  an  equally 
modem  incubator,  entirely  self-regulating. 
'Similarly  the  farm  was  equipped  with  a 
small  pumping  engine  with,  piping  sufficient 
to  connect  with  the  drinking  trough,  with  a 
hay  loader  and  even  with  a  baler,  though  this 
last  would  probably  b^  used  on  neighboring 
farms  also. 

The  barn  was  practically  filled  with  hay 
already,  but  some  oats  remain«fd  to  be  gar- 
nered whioh  had  been  left  standing  owing  to 
the  rains.  The  potatoes  were  still  iiv  the 
ground,  but  a  few  dug  for  the  house  showed 
that  they  certainly  can  grow  potatoes  in  the 
Interior.  The  vegetable  patch  also  showed 
first-class  cabbages,  beets,  beans,  turnips  and 
other  vegetables;  cauliflowers  also  do  ex- 
ceptionally well. 

The  house  itself  was  left  to  the  last,  and 
while  the  expected  rain  descended  in  a  sharp 
shower,  the  visitors  looked  comfortably  at  it 
from  a  warm  room  where  geraniums  and, 
actually,  quite  choice  calceolarias  were  in 
bloom  and  some  fine  cinerarias  were  showing 
buds.  The  tea  that  was  hospitably  brought 
in  was  in  character  with  the  rest  of  the  es- 
tablishment. There  were  blueberries 
smothered  in  a  thidk  heap  of  whipped  cream, 
and  hot  scones  that  melted  to  the  taste  and 
that  were  made  good  with  the  puse  sweet 
butter  of  thc^fenn.  Biscttits  and  «ake  were— 
not  so  distinctively  of  the  country,  though 
tHey  all  testified  to  the  culinary  skill  of  the 
cook.  This  particular  farm  r.lso  makes  its 
own  syrup  from  sugar  beet,  fifty  pounds  of 
the  roots  being  required  to  make  a  gallon  of 
syrup  and,  flavored  with  a  maple  flavoring, 
we  were  told  that  it  was  unequalled  when 
used  with  hot  cakes.  Unluckily  we  were  un- 
able to  judge  for  ourselves,  as  last  year's  sup- 
ply was  finished  and  the  new  crop  had  not 
yet  been  utilized. 

Altogether  the  whole  plfice  gave  the  plea- 
sant impression  of  the, thrift  and  comfort  that 
is  always  associated  with  farmsteads,  though 
in  some  quarters  the  former  quality  seems  to 
be  on  the  wane,  as  imported  fruit,  bought 
butter  and  canned  things  become  more  used. 
People  may  be  right  in  one  way  in  asserting 
that  it  doesn't  pay  a  woman  to  make  her  own 
butter,  and»so  on,  but  the  passing  of  these 
home  product*  and  other  thrifty  ways  may 
"pay"  still  less  in  another  and  more  im- 
portant sense. 


The  Garden  in  October 


/ 


OCTOBER'S  sunny  days  and  frosty  nights <. 
make  ideal  gardening  weather,  and 
work  done  will  have  its  influence  throughout 
the  following  Sprjng  and  Summer.  New  ar- 
rangements of  the  flower  garden  and  shrub- 
bery can  be  undertaken  and  plants  can  be 
shifted  with  the  smallest  amount  of  damage 
or  danger  of  serious  setback.  Gardening 
must  always  -be  progressive,  and  the  genuine 
gardener  finds  every  year  some  alteration  or 
addition  that  will  improve  his  kingdom. 
Nothing  is  of  more  assistance  in  bringing  a 
garden  up  to  something  approaching  that 
ideal  that  every  gardener  more  or  less  clearly 
visions  than  a  garden  book  in  which  opera- 
tions can  be  recorded  and  the  consequent  ef- 
fects and  results  noted.  By  the  aid  of  such  a 
record  the  same  mistake  need  never  be  re- 
peated, conditions  may  be  improved  and  de- 
sirable improvements  noted  at  the  time  they 
suggest  themselves,  with  no  danger  of  being 
forgotten  when  the  season  for  carrying  them 
into  eflfect  comes  round. 

New  lawns  can  be  sown  now,  and  as  they 
are  likely  to  be  permanent,  sufficient  care 
should  be  taken  in  preparing  the  soil.  Us- 
ually the  soil  will  need  some  fertilizer,  and  in 
this  case  it  is  better  to  use  the  coitimercial 
.sort  rather  than  stable  manure,  so  as  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  possible  weeds  as  much 
as  possible.  There  are  gootl  compositions  on 
the  market  which  are  more  ca.sy  to  handle 
than  the  separate  ingredients,  but  bonemeal 
should  form  part  of  the  mixturt,  as  it  will 
furnish  nutriment  for  a  long  time  for  the  ex- 
ploring roots  of  the  grass.  Where  the  grass 
is  thin  the  soil  may  be  raked  and  some  fer- 
tilizer worked  in  and  the  bare  patches  resown 
and  well  rolled. 

Cuttings  should  be  'taken  npw  of  all 
shrubs  that  are  needed  for  replenishing  or 
adding  to  the  garden.  They  are  cut  just  be- 
low a  joint  at  right  angles'  to  the  stem,  the 
side  shoots  are  trimmed  oflF  and  the  cuttings 
inserted  in  a  bed  of  mixed  Icafmould.  well 
rotted  manure  and  sand.  Thev  can  then  be 
covered  up  with  leaves,  which  will  preserve 
a  still,  even  temperature,  and  the  leaves  can 
be  kept  in  place  by  hoards  placed  on  edge 
around  the  bed.  This  method  of  sjriking  cut- 
ting.s  is  so  simple  that  every  year  the  amateur 
gardener  ought  to  be  able  to  add  to  his  col- 
lection, as  it  is  easy  enough  to  beg  a  few  cut- 
tings fronf  friends.  Where  a  disused  hotbed 
or  cold  framejs  available,  of  course,  the  cut- 
tings will  be  even  better  provided  for.  Many 
roses  can  be  rooted  in  this  way  with  the  ex- 
,ception  of  the  tenderer  teas,  which  require 
heat.  Currants  and  gooseberries  will,  of 
course,  be  included  by  the  thrifty. 

Everyone  will  plant  at  least  a  few  bulbs, 
for  no  one  can  have  too  many,  and  there  are 
always  species  and  varieties  that  have  not  yet 
been  included.  The  narcissus  family  rovers  a 
partictilarly  wide  range,  from  the  immense 
trumpets,  typified  by  the  well-known  R»n- 
peror  down  to  the  daintv  little  Minimus,  leA 
than  six  inches  high,  which  is  a  favorite  for 
use  in  rock  rardens  on  account  of  Its  diminu- 
tive sirc,'^  The  rarknis  members  of  the 
family  also  diflTer  somewhat  In  their  require- 
ments. The  lovely  double  white  requires  a 
•fwnewbat  relentivev  soil.  con5iderah1v  en- 
riched, and  in  no  danger  of  drying  out.  Pos- 
siblir  the  most  beautiful  use  for  bulbs  \%  in 
wild,  fardening,  of  which     the     celebrated 


English  gardener,  Wm.  Robinson,  was  the 
first  exponent.  At  his  home,  Gravetye  Manor, 
no  mown  lawns  are  to  be  seen.  The  grass  is 
allowed  to  make  its  natural  growth,  and  in 
the  grass  are  thousands  of  flowers  growing 
as  one  finds  them  in  some  favored  woodland 
meadow  or  upon  an  Alpine  slope.  Wide 
paths  are  cut  and  kept  mown  in  the  usual 
way  in  different  directions,  which  prevents 
all  necessity  for  trampling  down  the  uncut 
grass.  Such  a  style  mi^ht  easily  be  followed, 
especially  where  there  is  plenty  of  room  to 
get  the  effect,  and  certainly  after-  the  first 
labor  of  planting  the  bulbs  is  over  the  work 
of  keeping  extensive  lawns  properly  mown  is 
almost  completely  eliminated.  Where  there 
are  groups  of  trees,  such  as  our  beautiful 
oaks,  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  any 
treatment  more  lovely  and  satisfying. 

Another  idea,  also  coming  from  England, 
that  land  of  gardens  and  garden-lovers,  will 
commend  itself  to  such  beauty-lovers  as  may 
be  able  to  afford  the  space.  This  is  a  small 
screened  oflf  space  which  might  be  called  an 
Indian  Summer  garden,  for,  planted  only  with 
flowers  that  reserve  their  bloom  for  Autumn 
days,  everything  in  it  will  be  in  its  pristine 
freshness,  with  no  suggestion  of  the  decay 
that  is  to  be  seen  in  the,  general  garden.  The 
clean  mauve  of  many  Michaelmas  daisies 
will  contribute  largely  to  the  fresh  appear- 
ance of  the  garden ;  chrysanthemums,  too, 
can  be  largely  used,  and  the  effect  of  such  a 
garden  v:\l\  be  especially  cheering  at  a  time 
when  everywhere  else  the  suggestion  of 
death  and  vanishing  glory  conies  home  only 
too  keenly  to  the  heart  of  the  gardener,

The  Dairy  Cow 

OF  the  many  different  kinds  of  farm  live- 
stock none  is  more  interesting  or  re- 
quires more  skilled  attention' than  the  dairy 
cow.  recently  wrote  Mr.  R.  E,  Batch,  of  Wel- 
lington County,  Ontario,  in  a  letter  to  the 
editor  of  The  Farmers'  Atfvocate.  Canada,  She 
has  three  main  duties:  To  support  her  own 
body  in  robust  condition,  to  rear  profitable 
calves,  and  to  produce  large  quantities  of  milk. 
And  with  these  points  in  view  the  dairy  cow 
has  been  bred  to  such  a  high  pitch  of  animal 
mechanism  that  she  has  become  a  study  in  her- 
self, and  none  but  the  most  devoted  of  stock- 
men can  reap  the  full  benefits  of  her  qualities. 
The  tnie  dairy  herdsman  has  both  a  love  for 
his  work  and  a  good  fund  of  cattle  sense.  To 
him  the  sight  of  a  first-class  individual  in  good 
condition  is  a  pleasure,  and  each  animal  he 
sees  is  automatically  sized  up.  What  is  her 
conformation,  her  temperapient  ?  Has  she 
both  quality  and  stamina?  Is  she  in  good 
condition?  These  are  a  few  of  the  questions 
that  arise  in  his  mind  each  time  he  sees  a  new 
beast,  and  in  this  way  he  has  become  a  com- 
petent judge.  He  studies  cattle  and  knows  his 
own  from  head  to  foot — their  temperament 
and  tastes.  A  single  teat  would  be  enough  to 
identify  for  him  any  cow  in  his  herd. 

The  object  of  the  dairy  herdsman  is  to 
raise  animals  of  vitality  and  good  appearance 
that  will  be  heavy  producers  of  milk;  and, 
once  a  calf  is  selected  to  be  reared  as  a  dairy 
cow.  constant  care  and  commor^  sense  are 
needed  if  she  is  to  make  full  use  of  her  capa- 
bilities. It  is  in  his  power  to  develop  or  stunt 
her  latent  qualities,  and  this  depends  on  good 
teeding,    reasonable   exercise,   and    healthful. 


comfortable  surroundings.  Different  treat- 
ment is  needed  for  different  individuals,  but 
each  should  be  kept  in  virile  condition,  well 
fleshed,  but  not  fat,  with  a  strong,  smooth 
coat  and  a  general  appearance  •(  enjoying  life. 
Overfeeding  and  underfeeding  are  both  ex- 
travagant, and  the  art  of  the  feeder  is  to 
discover  the  minimum  needed  for  maximum 
growth  or  production.  Economy  must  be  true 
economy,  neither  stinting  nor  surfeiting,  and 
feed  should  be  both  varied  in  composition  and 
suitable  for  the  age,  condition  and  production 
01  the  animal. 

From  birth  to  maturity  the  calf  must  be 
kept  growing.  At  the  least  signs  of  unthrifti- 
ness  lose  no  time  in  finding  the  reason  and 
applying  the  remedy.  If  overfeeding,  cut  the 
ration  by  at  least  a  half  until  the  disorder  is 
gone;  if  underfeeding,  increase  slowly  and 
carefully;  if  an  ailment,  give  the  necessary 
treatment,  discover  the  cause,  and  seek  to 
prevent  a  recurrence.  Calves  may  get  pot- 
bellied from  too  much  hay  and  too  little  exer- 
cise, or  staring  coats  from  a  draughty  stable, 
but  a  good  stockman  is  quick  to  detect  and 
remedy  these  faults.  Young  calves  will  do 
best  in  individual  pehs  if  large  enough,  but, 
if  stanchions  are  used,  and  they  are  kept  tied 
for  a  while  after  getting  milk,  sucking,  which 
may  cause  stomach  troube  and  perhaps  mal- 
formed udders,  will  be  prevented  and  separate 
pens  unnecessary.  Do  not  mix  sizes  in  a  pen, 
as  ^he  larger  ones  may  bully  the  smaller  and 
seize  the  feed,  or  the  smaller  may  get  more 
than  was  intended  for  them. 

It  is  a  good  rule  not  to  give  milk  that  you 
would  not  drink  yourself  to  .a  calf.  It  must 
be  clean  and  warm,  A  little  warm  lime-water 
^wjll^nake  it  more  digestible  and  should  be 
used  with  all  delicate  calves.  Oat  chop  should 
be  well  ground  and  mixed,  half  and  half,  with 
bran;  some  oil  may  be  added.  The  change 
from  whole  to  skim  milk  must  be  very  gradual, 
taking  at  the  very  least  three  weeks,  and  the 
gram  correspondingly  increased.  Too  often 
calves  are  given  a  setback  at  this  time,  and  it 
seems  to  be  forgotten  that  the  fat  extracted 
from  the  milk  must  be  replaced  by  dry  feed. 
As  a  rule.  Fall  calves  have  the  best  chance, 
as  they  are  free  from  flies  and  ready  in  the 
Spring  to  be  turned  out  where  they  can  get 
fresh  air  and  exercise  essential  to  rapid  and 
hardy  growth.  But  when  turning  out  young 
stuff  they  must  be  carefully  broken  to  the  new 
diet,  if  there  is  grass,  and  will  still  need  feed- 
ing. Yearlings,  however,  will  do  well  on  good 
pasture.  They  will  need  shade,  and,  if  there 
are  no  trees,  a  shed  ought  to  be  put  up, 
o 

BUTTERMILK    CHEESE 


Buttermilk  cheese  is  made  from  raw  sour 
cream  buttermilk  by  simply  heating  the 
buttermilk  directly  from  the  churn  at  135 
degrees  or  140  degrees  F,  and  holding  it  at 
that  temperature,  for  one  hour  or  so  before 
drammg  oflF  the  whey.  The  buttermilk  should 
be  stirred  dunng  the  heating,  and  holding  only 
long  enough  to  secure  a  uniform  firming  of 
the  curd.  This  is  done  so  as  to  break  up  the 
curd  as  little  as  possible.  If  the  whey  does 
not  show  clear  by  heating  to  140  degrees  F 
the  heat  should  be  brought  up  to  150  degrees 
or  slightly  higher  if  necessary.  After  allow- 
mg  the  heated  buttermilk  to  stand  for  about 
one  hour  the  whole  mass  should  be  run  or 
dipped  into  a  muslin  cloth  which  is  spread  over 
some  form  of  draining  rack.  A  rack  is  easily 
made  by  tacking  quarter-inch  mesh  galvanized 
wire  on  a  shallow  box  in  place  of  the  bottom 
When  the  curd  has  drained  sufl^iciently  dry  it 
is  salted  to  taste,  or  about  one  ounce  of  salt 
to  four  pounds  of  curd. 


The  Man  Who  Thinks 
Anything  Will  Do 


A  FARMER  giving  his  experience  with 
^»'  hired  help  recently,  made  the  surpris- 
ing statement  that  the  Englishman  working 
in  the  West  is  one  of  the  most  careless,  and 
even  slovenly,  of  workers.  Everyone  who  is 
avvare  of  the  extreme  neatness  and  care 
which  is  displayed  almost  without  exception 
amongst  English  agriculturists  .  will  share 
something  of  the  shock  that  the  writer  ex- 
perienced. This  farmer  was  not  in  the  least 
prejudiced  against  his  fellow  Britons  who 
i  r^^^'ved  their  training  in  the  Old  Land, 
and  he  followed  up  his  remark  with  the  only 
explanation  that  seemed  to  meet  the  circum- 
stance. The  incoming  Englishman  had  been 
so  imbued  with  the  idea  of  the  new  country's 
richness,  and  the  general  freedom  of  action, 
that,  trained  as  he  was  to  intensive  care  in 
every  detail,  the  reaction  from  it  caused  him 
to  land  correspondingly  far  on  the  other  side, 
and  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  "any- 
thing WOUI4.  do"  in  this  country.  As  a  con- 
sequence, fields  were  left  with  largely  gener- 
ous unreaped  margins,  machincrv  was  al- 
lowed to  remain  subject  to  the  beneficent  in- 
fluence of  the  air  and  the  weather,  things 
were  dumped  in  any  old  way  that  came  first, 
and  -SO  on. 

It  would  be  doing  a  cruel  injustice  to  our 
race  to  accept  this  experience  as  being  in  any 
way  general.  Yet  criticism  rarely  docs  as 
much  harm  as  some  sensitive  souls  suppose, 
and  when  it  has  the  eflPect  of  making  even 
those  who  feel  that  they  can  plead  "not 
guilty"  to  the  charge  look  more  closely  to 
their  ways,  it  is  productive  of  nothing  but 
good.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  that  this  new 
country  suflfers  immensely  from  the  more  or 
less  conscious  feeling  that  "anything  will 
do;"  work  well  done  does  not  take  half  the 
time  that  it  takes  to  do  poor  work  twice  over. 
Take  the  matter  of  farm  gates,  for  instance. 
A  good  gate  once  bought  and  securely  hung 
win  give  good  service  for  years.  One  might 
say  that  the  gate  is  eliminated  from  the 
owner's  conscionsne<s,  and,  like  a  perfect 
servant,  it  performs  its  work  without  its 
master's  expending  a  single  thought  upon  it- 
The  apology  for  a  gate  that  so  many  men  are 
content  to  get  on  with  ha?*  a  precisely  op- 
posite effect.  Not  a  season  goes  by  without 
some  tinkering  being  necessary,  and.  in  addi- 
tioa,  every  time  it  is  u«ed     it  impinges  ua- 


Lifting  and  Storing  Potatoes 


ALTHOUGH  for  potatoes  a  change  of 
seed  is  desirable,  it  is  always  necessary 
to  save  the  bulk  of  the  sets  required.  Potatoes 
for  seed  should  be  dug  up  while  the  tops  are 
still  green  and  the  tubers  are  not  matured  or 
ripened.  A  good  size  for  a  seed  set  is  that  of 
a  hen's  egg.  They  must  be  free  from  disease 
and  also  gathered  from  a  crop  >^-hich  is  known 
io  be  free,  for  tubers  which  do  not  show  actual 
signs  of  disease  may  yet  carry  the  spores  and 
endanger  the  crop  for  next  year. 

Dig  the  potatoes  while  the  weather  is  dry 
and  the  land  not  sticky.  A  fork  whose  prongs 
are  not  too  sharply  pointed  is  best  for  the 
purpose.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  prevent 
injury  to  ^some  of  the  tubers,  but  by  setting 
the  fork  in  at  about  six  inches  from  the  stem 
and  driving  it  well  beneath  the  potatoes  the 
chance  of  injury  may  be  considerably  less- 
ened,' '  \ 

Throw  the  potatoes  on  to  the  surface  and 
shake  them  free  from  the  haulms.  Leave  the 
tubers  on  the  surface  for  a  few  hours  to  dry 
and  then  pick  them  up,  grading  them  at  the 
same  time.  There  should  be  four  grades,  the 
largest  size  being  set  aside  for  use  or  for 
storing,  and  any  smaller  than  a  walnut  being 
kept  for  pigs  and  poultry.  Those  about  the 
size  of  a  hen's  egg  should  be  kept  for  seed  and 
those  between  seed  and  pig  size,  as  well  as  all 
injured  tubers,  for  immediate  use. 

Small  growers  rarely  need  to  miake  a  clamp 
forpT5tatoes.  for  they  can  usually  find  conveni- 
ence  for  storing  up  to  about  half  a  ton  in  sheds 


or  cellars.  The  place  chosen  for'  storing 
should  be  dry,  cool,  and  air>',  and  yet  capable 
of  being  made  frost-proof  and  certainly  rat- 
proof.  A  fairly  thick  layer  of  straw  should  be 
£ut  on  the  bottom  and  the  potatoes  laid  on 
this.  For  some  few  weeks  the  layer  of  pota- 
toes should  not  be  very  thick,  as  they  are  liable 
to  sweat  until  they  are  thoroughly  dried. 
.\fterwards  they  may  be  closely  heaped  up 
and  covered  with  a  fairly  thick  layer  of  dry 
straw.  At  no  time  should  eating  potatoes  be 
exposed  to  the  light  for  many  hours  or  they 
•  will  become  green.  When  th^  gardener  chooses 
to  clamp  the  potatoes  he  must  choose  a  fairly 
dry  part  of  the  garden  and  set  a  good  layer 
of  clean,  dry  straw  at  the  bottom.  The  tubers 
should  then  be  neatly  heaped  up  in  a  ridge  or 
cone  and  covered  thickly  with  straw.  The 
clamp  should  not  be  closed  with  soil  for  some 
weeks,  to  allow  the  escape  of  surplus  moisture. 
During  that  time  the  heap  must  be  covered 
every  night  and  during  rain  with  an  oil  sheet 
or  other  waterproof  covering.  When  the 
clamp  is  to  be  closed  for  the  Winter,  the  soil 
used  for  covering  may  be  obtained  by  making 
a  trench  a  foot  or  more  in  width  around  the 
clamp  and  throwing  this  over  the  heap  until 
it  is  covered  by  nearly  nine  inches  of  soil. 
Thi^^hould  be  beaten  firmly  with  the  back  of 
the  spade,  but  at  intervals  of  about  five  feet  in 
a  long  ridged  clamp  or  one.  place  on  the  top  of 
a  conical  heap  the  straw  should  be  allowed 
to  protrude  in  a  wisp  six  inches  to  eight  inches 
through  the  soil  to  act  as  a  ventilator  andto 
permit  the  escape  of  surplus  moisture. 


pleasantly  upon  the  consciousness,  as  well  as 
involving  a  waste  of  time  and  energy.  Ex- 
perts in  other  fields  of  industry  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  miore  things  that  can 
be  performed  unconsciously  and  mechanic- 
ally the  more  eflScient  the  discharge  of  irlore 
important  duties  will  be,  and,  as  a  con- 
sequence, every  effort  is  made  to  cause  every 
process  to  run  as  smoothly  as  possible. 
People,  as  a  rule,  do  not  realize  how  much 
efficiency  is  lost  by  these  shipshod  methods, 
and,  as  a  mere  matter  of  time  and  money, 
they  are  expensive  and  wasteful. 

More  than  this,  though,  carelessness  has  a 
yet  morc^diisastrous  eflFect,  Every  slipshod 
act  is  not  only  a  cause  of  inconvenience,  but 
it  reacts  directly  upon  the  mind,  and  gradual- 
ly but  surely  undermines  the  character,  until 
after  a  series  of  such  acts,  the  man  becomes 
incapable  of  careful  work.  Even  this  is  not 
all.  for  it  is  a  matter  of  common  experience, 
and  is  also  a  scientific  fact,  that  a  man  of  this 
type  becomes  unreliable  in  his  various  re- 
lationships. He  is  not  to  be  trusted  with  any 
business  in  his  local  or  political  as.sociations, 
for  somehow  or  other  he  will  be  sure  to  con- 
trive to  muddle  affairs  and  cause  trouble  for 
others.  Such  a  conclusion  to  what  seems  a 
harmless  habit  and  the  affair  of  no  one's  may 
seem  fanciful  and  extreme,  but  it  h*as  been 
demonstrated  too  often  for  anyone  to  doubt 
its  truth,  and  this  type  of  man  is  the  very 
last  that  is  wanted  in  this  new  country, 
where  each  individual  counts  whether  for 
good  or  ill.

Farm  Butter 


M' 


ILKING,  to  obUin  the  best  results, 
should  be  done  at  regular  intervals  of 
twelve  hours.  The  cows  should  be  milked  in 
the  same  order  every  time,  as  far  as  possible 
by  the  same  person,  and  the  udders  should  be 
brushed  and  wiped  with  a  cloth  to  prevent  any 
dirt  getting  into  the  pail.  The  milking  should 
be  done  quickly  and  thoroughly,  and  with 
clean,  dry  hands,  and  at  all  times  the  cows 
should  be  treated  kindly.  Immediately  after 
niilking  the  milk  should  be  set,  or  separated. 
The  setting  system  is  extremely  wasteful,  and 
up-to-date  butter-makers  find  it  more  profit- 
able to  use  a  separator.  The  best  results  are 
always  obtained  when  the  milk  is  separated  at 
once.  The  separator  should  be  kept  in  a  clean, 
dry  place,  and  kept  well  oiled.  After  .separa- 
ting, the  cream  should  be  cooled  to  below  50 
dcg..  and  kept  there  until  you  want  to  ripen 
or  sour  it. 

When  sufficient  cream  has  been  obtained 
for  a  churning,  it  may  be  ripened.  This  pro- 
cess consists  Nh  heating  the  cream  to  60  or  70 
degrees,  depending  on  the  temperature  of  the 
dairy.  Twelve  hours  should  be  sufficient  time 
in  which  to  ripen  the  cream  to  the  proper  con- 
dition for  churning.  It  should  be  frequently 
stirred  during  ripening ;  otherwise  it  will  ripen 
unevenly,  in  which  case  loss  will  occur  during 
churning. 

When  ready  for  churning  the  temperature 
of  the  cream  should  be  56  to  58  degrees  in 
Summer  and  60  to  62  degrees  in  Winter. 
Never  attempt  dairyin^^  without  a  {hermo- 
meter  and  be  sure  that  it  is  a<;cUrate,  If  the 
creanj  is  found  to  be  too  cold  place  the  vessel 
containing  it  in  another  holdi.:g  hot  water, 
and  stir  till  you  get  the  correct  temperature. 
If  too  warm,  place  in  a  vc^sel'containing  cold 
water.  Scald  the  churn  thoroughly  before  udk.' 
and  then  chill  with  cold  water.  The  cooling  of 
the  churn  will,  prevent  the  cream  from  sticking 
to  it.  All  w'ooden  utensils  should  be  treated 
in  this  way  before  being  used. 

The  cream  should  be  poured  into  the  churn 
through  a  cloth  strainer.  This  will  remove 
any  lumps  of  coagulated  casein  that  may  be 
in  it  and  which  would  cause  mottled  or  streaky 
butter,  and  it  will  also  render  the  cream  of  a 
uniform  thickness,  causing  it  to  chum  more 
easily  than  it  otherwise  wontd.  The  chum 
should  be  turned  slowly  at  first,  taking  care 
to  remove  or  open  the  ventilator  frequently 
during  the  first  five  raioutes.  to  allow  the  fa* 
to  escape. 

When  the  butter  has  fomied  into  small 
granules  (the  sice  of  wheat  keroali^  chttming 
may  be  stopped.  Great  care  shoald  be  Ukm 
not  to  chum  past  this  sta^t.  or  you  are  sure 
to  spoil  the  ftain  of  the  butter.  This  is  a  mis- 
uke  often  made,  especially  by  hegtwmtn.  Next  | 


draw  off  the  buttermilk  and  allow  the  butter 
to  drain  for  a  few  minutes.  When  all  the 
buttermilk  has  drained  off,  water  at  about  5a 
degrees  should  be  added  in  quantity  not  less 
than  that  of  the  buttermilk  drained  off,  and 
the  churn  revolved  about  a  dozen  times. 

Draw  off  this  water,  after  which  add  more 
at  45  degrees,  and  revolve,  then  drain  thor- 
oughly. This  is  usually  sufficient  washing  to 
lemove  the  buttermilk,  though  three  waters 
are  sometimes  considered  necessary.  The  but- 
ter should  now  be  removed  from  the  churn  to 
the  worker,  and  it  ought  to  be  weighed,  so 
that  the  necessary  quantity  of  salt  may  be 
ascertained, 

^  The  quantity  of  salt  required  depends  on 
the  taste  of  the  customer ;  some  like  their  but- 
ter heavily  salted,  while  others  prefer  it  with 
sc5|rcely  any  salt.  The  amount  usually  re- 
quired is  from  three-quarters  to  one  ounce  per 
pound  of  butter  when  taken  from  the  churn. 
Sprinkle  the  salt  evenly  over  the  butter  as  it 
lies  on  the  worker,  after  which  it  may  be 
worked,  and  in  so  doing  be  careful  not  to  spoil 
the  grain.  This  is  best  done  by  doing  as  little 
working  as  possible.  A  few  turns  on  the 
worker  is  sufficient  to  get  the  salt  mixed 
through  it. 

Then  the  butter  niay  be  set  aside  in  a  cool 
place  for  four  or  five  hours,  .at  the  end  of 
which  time  the  .salt  will  be  thoroughly  dis- 
solved. The  butter  may  then  be  worked  a 
second  time.  Work  until  the  color  is  unifomi 
and  the  body  firm.  Never  allow  the  roller  of 
the  worker  to  slip  or  slide,  but  always,  as  it 
were,  cut  into  the  butter.

A  Kentish  Orchard 


THE    following   particulars   of   a   Kentish 
orchard  may  be  of  interest  to  British 
Columbia  fruitgrowers.    The  orchard  in-  ques- 
tion consists  of  apples,  plums  and  pears,  with 
damsons  on  the  hedges;  it  has  been  in  grass 
and  grazed  by  sheep  for  thirty  years.     The 
area  is  about  4]4  acres,  and  the  depth  of  soil 
(loam)  and  subsoil  (brick  earth)  varies  from 
5  feet  to  3  feet,  below  which  comes  the  chalk. 
The  natural  dibinage  of  the  orchard  is  good. 
The  oldest  trees  seem  to  be  about  80  years  old. 
The  cherry  trees  were  originally  planted  34 
feet  by  32  feet  apart,  and  about  a6  years  ago 
eighty  standard  apple,  cherry  and  plum  trees 
were  put  in  to  fill  up  blanks,  and  ploms  were 
interplanted  between  the  rows  of  cherries.  The 
yield  and  money  return  are  given  ifi  the  an- 
nexed table.      The  cost  of  nruning  and   re- 
planting  may   be   put   at   36s  yearly.     Last 
Spring    the    apple    trees    were    sprayed    with 
lime  sulphur  wash,  and  the  previous  Spring 
with    limewash   spray;  the  chief  insect  pest 
now    troublesome    is    woolly    aphis.      Taking 
191 1  as  an  average  year,  cherry  picking  cost 
£17  8s  to  pick  341  halves;  this  includes  bird 
scaring   for  the   three   weeks   before   picking, 
paying^ the  man  who  moves  the  ladders  and 
"keeps'^  the  birds,  24s  per  week  for  five  or  six 
weeks,  and  paying  five  or  six  women  pickers 
2s  6d  each  per  day.    In  addition  there  is  a  gun 
licence  (los)  for  man  scaring  birds;  powder 
and  shot,  supply  and  repair  of  ladders,  spray 
pump.     There   is  also  the   Insurance  of  the 
pickers  against  accidents  (15s  for  one  man  ar»d 
five  of'ttK  women  for  five  or  six  weeks,  to 
cover  legal  liability),  carriage  of  empty  bas- 
kets at  IS  for  48  half-bushel  baskets,  cartage 
to   the    statioii,    and    packing    paper   for   the 
baskets.    These  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  a 
considerable  sum,  apart  from  rent  and  Uxes. 
The  rent  of  agricultural  land  in  tHe  neighbor- 
hood is  £  I  los  per  acre,  and  that  of  the  or- 
chard £4  per  acre.     A  vtry  important  factor 
IS  the  great  variation  4n  the  rettti^,  due  to 
variation  both  in  the  yidd  and  in  the  price 
otKained.     For  instance,  itjnay  be  mentioned 
thtt  YHc  net  rettuns  from  market  for  the  bMt 
yeaK  1902.  were  £  133  7«,  while  for  1910,  iht 
worst  year,  they  were  only   £14  i6fr   Tbe

Whole  families 
were  ex«cat«d.  Th»  babe,  taken  frpm  the 
mother'*  Wcast,  was  spared.  That  was  the 
limit  .liere,  Bttf  the  line  did  not  stop.M  the 
Red  jCro«*  sisters  One  of  thim  was  shot, 
charg'ed  -wittr communication  with  the  enemy.. 
T^  keep  the  fear  at  a  pani^  height  there 
were^*4rives."  Whole  bloeks  were  surround-' 
ed;  the pei^ple  hqnted  down  like  hares;  hun- 
dreds'sometimes  executed  in  a  day,  a*  sef 
forth.  bX  this'^epon.  The  sisters  estimate  that 
in  a  .^riod  of -seven  months,  February  to 
AugtiSt,  1919,  3,oGo  were  shot.  Besides  the 
formil  exettttib.ns,  "people  were  butcheff d  lik^ 
cattle  Iri  l^e  cellars,  garages  and  gardens.  Not 
only  i^e  mett  charge  of  opposition  to%»tnc 
Sovi<{  negrhje;1)Ut  close  social  or  blood  rela- 
tidnship  with  one  who  was  suspected  was  suf- 
ficient for  arrest  arid  execution,"  the  report 
say. 


p^urs^  Ten  of  Villainous  Crimes  by  Executioners  Under  Influence  of  Cocaine— "People  Hunted  Like  Hares"— More  Than  3.000  Shot,  Including  Whole  Families 
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The  report,  going  beyond  the  generalities 
usually  sent  out,  shows  the  scenes  of  the  Ter- 
ror, the  arrest,  the  inquisition,  the  execution, 
each  stene  represented  by  some  vivid  dramatic 
group. 

The  report  is  certified  by  the  Central  Com- 
mittee of  the  Russian  Red  Cross.  In  placing 
the  report  in  the  hands  of  the  International 
Red  Cross  Committee,  these  words  are  used: 

"The  scenes  of  violence,  horror  and  blood- 
shed depicted  below  have  no  parallel  in  the 
history  of  the  civilized  world.  To  pass  them 
under  ailence  were  a  crime.  We  are  therefore 
induced  to  place  the  inclosed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  International  Committee  in  Geneva,  as 
the  centre  of  the  worldwide  activities  of  the 
Red  Cross  and  the  guardian  and  champion  of 
its  lofty  ideals." 

In  selections  from  the  report  this  story  >>f 
the  Red  Terror  of  Kiev  is  told : 

Central/Authority  of  the  Terror 

"The  Bolsheviki  entered  Kiev  in  February, 
1919,  and  the  very  next  day  the  Chresvychaika 
—All-Ukrainian  Extraordinary  Commission- 
opened  its  offices.  Regimental  staffs,  regional 
committees,  the  militia,  each  separate  Soviet 
instUution  were  in  point  of  fact  a  branch  of- 
the  Chresvychaika.  Every  one  of  them  com- 
mitted arrests  and. murders.  People  were 
seized  in  all  parts  of  the  town.  If  a  person 
disappeared  it  was  very  difficult  to  trace  him, 
as  no  registers 'Were  kept,  and  the  Soviet  in- 
stitutions were  very  loath  to  give  any  inform- 
ation. The  centre  of  all  espionage  and  execu- 
tions was  the  All-Ukrainian  Extraordinary 
Commission.  It  had  many  branches  and  de- 
partments.   .    .    . 

"The  All-Ukrainian  Extraordinary  Com- 
mission (V.  U.  T.  K.)  had  its  offices  ...  in 
a  large  private  house.  ...  The  house  con- 
tained a  cellar  in  which  the  murders  were 
perpetrated.  As  a  rule,  the  executions  were 
carried  out  in  the  close  vicinity  of  Govern- 
ment offices  and  places  of  detention.  The 
cries  and  groans  of  the  victims  could  be  heard 
not  only  in  the  prisons  'but  in  the  audience 
chamber  of  the  prosecutors,  in  fact,  all  over 
the  house.  Whcrfe  blocks  of  buildings  around 
the  V.  U.  T.  K.  wer«  occupied  by  branch  of- 
fice* of  the  Soviet  inquisition.  The  most  im- 
portant commissaries  lived  across  the  road  in 
Lipsky  Lane.  In  their  house  orgies  took 
jlace  intermingled  with  murder  and  blood- 
shed.   ... 

"Executions  were  sometimes  carried  out  in 
the  yard  opposite.  Prisoners  were  also  some- 
time* brought  here  from  the  so-called  Special 
Department  for  political  ppsonei  s  in  the  Elisa- 
vetinsky  Street.  All  these  houses,  with  their 
surrounding  gardens,  in  fact  this  entire  dis- 
trict, betame  under  Bolshevist  rule  a  realm  of 
terror  and  death.  A  little  further  on  in  the 
Governor-Generars  house  in  Institute  Street 
was  the  Provincial  Extraordinary  Commis- 
sion, eommonly  called  'Gubtcheka.'  At  its 
head  was  a  certain  Ugarov,  whose  name  in  the 
minds  of  the  Kiev  population  is  forever  linked 
witt^  the  most  terrible  deeds  of  the  Bolshevist 
torture  chambers. 

"The  activities  of  the  Extraordinaiy  Com- 
misaion  cannot  be  logically  classified|  The 
arrests  were  quite  arbitrary,  more  often  on  the 
accusation  of  personal  enemies.  Dissatisfied 
employees,  aer>'ants  seeking  revenge  on  their 
employers,  covetous  views  on  the  property  of 
thoae  arrested,  all  these  served  as  motives  for 
arrttta  and  subsequent  executions.  Yet  the 
basis  of  the  Tchc-Ka  (short  f«r  Chresvychai- 
ka) ideology  lay  in  the  theory  of  class  war  or, 
rather,  class  extermination.  This  was  more 
than  once  announced  in  the  Bolshevist  press 
and  discussed  in  the  special  periodicals  of  the 
'Tch«-Ka,  for  instance  in  the  paper.  The  Red 
Sword. 

Inordinate  Loodnf 

"AU  popularity  was  paid  for  by  imprison- 
ment Moreover,  there  were  cases  of  mass 
arresti  in  certain  professions,  not  only  officers, 
butlMink  clerks,  techntcat  specialists,  doctors, 
latgr^hers.  etc.  Sometimes  Soviet  officials  were 
also  imprisopcd. 

"The  Red  Cross  sisters,  who  for  seven 
■MtttW  hid  obaerved  the  inner  life  of  the 
Chtttrythtikm,  mtmr  saw  any  Soviet  official 
arretted  lor  ptfSomU  violence  or  murder.  In- 
oc^Aite  looting,  qnarrels  imong  theraieives, 
dcMftl^  from  the  front,  or  loo  great  a  leni- 
ency lor  the,  boagr<<>i*i^  *^^  "^^^  **»«  o'- 
fenoea  which  Srot^ht  Sorict  official^  into  t|M 
dntch«s  of  the  Clr(«svychaika.    'Mardcr  at  al- 


ways lawful  for.  a  commissar,'  emphasized  the 
.sister  bitterly,  'they  may  always  kill  their 
cnemiea.* 

"A  body  of  examining  officers  was  attached  ' 
to  the  Ttho-Ka.  In  the  All-Ukrainian  Tchc- 
Ka  it  was  subdivided  into  five  inspections,  eadi 
numbering  about  twenty  members.  A  group 
of  six  men  was  placed  above  the  inspection. 
Among  them  were  both ,  men  and  women. 
There  ^ere  scarcely  any  educated  people.  One 
came  across  sailors,  workmci),  ignorant  stu- « 
dents.    .    .  ^ 

'The,  president  of  tl»e  All-Russian  Extra- 
ordinary Commission  was  Latsis,  a  savage, 
pitiless  Lett.  No  one  knows  what  he  had  been 
before.  He  was  no  common  executioner,  but 
a  theorist  and  ideologist  of  the  Bolshevist 
inquisition.  In  the  Kiev  Soviet  Jrvestia  there 
were  articles  signed  by  him,  proving  the 
right  of  the  Communists  to  destroy  their  foes 
>vith(>ut  pity.  In  appearance  Latsis  was  a 
good-looking,  educated  man,  and  did  his  b)rutal 
work  with  Lettish  thoroughness.    ...        1 

i  "The  officials  of  the  Chrczvychaika  were 
mostly  young  men.  They  were  fond  of  dress. 
They  had  a  great  deal  of  money,  as  domiciliary 
searches,  arrests  and  shootings  were  always 
accompanied  by  looting.    •   <%    ,      • 

"Oiy  arriving  at  the  house  of  their  counter- 
revolutionary victim  the  Communists  were 
generally  less  interested  in  the  documents, 
letters  and  such  Kke  intellectual  proofs  of  the 
harmful  tendencies  of  the  suspected  person 
than  in  the  money,  spoons,  jewelry,  furs, 
boots,  etc.,  that  the  latter  possess* 


tides  thus  confiscated   were  seldom,  it  ever, 
returned  to  the  owners. 

"One  of  the  assistants  of  the  Commandant, 
Ivan  Ivanovich  Paraputs,  was  parading  in  a 
military  red-lined  cloak  belonging  to  the  late 
General  Mcder,  whom  he  had  killed.  Some- 
times, after  killing  a  man,  the  Communists 
would  go  to  his  house  and  take  away  what 
they  wanted. 

Whole  Block  Rounded  Up 

"Those  who  were  called  out  to  be  shot 
were  always  told  to  bring  their  things  with 
them. 

"The  conception  of  the  'countcr-revolj- 
tion'  is  a  very  wide  one.  First  of  all,  it  in- 
cludes all  conspirators  against  tHi  Soviet 
authorities,  combatants  taken  with  arms  in 
their  hands.  Very  few  Such  found  their  way 
ipto  the  Chrezvychaika.  The  enormous  ma- 
jority of  the  persons  arrested  were  simply 
guilty  of  being  men  of  education  or  belonging 
to  the  bourgeoisie.  Officers,  land  owners, 
priests,  engineers,,  lawyers,  schoolmasters 
were  always  held  in  suspicion  by  the  Com- 
miinists.  They  were  arrested,  thrown  into 
prison  and  their  fite  was  then  decided  not  in 
accordance  with  their  political  tendencies  or 
their  actions  but  by  the  mere  whim  of  ,the 
Chrezvychaika  officials,  who  might  kill  br  re- 
lease them  at  will.    ... 

"There  were  qases  when  regular  drives 
were  made  and  people  were  hunted  like  hares. 
A  whole  block  of  houses  would  be  surrounded 
by  the  militia  (police)  and  every  passer-by 
would  be  required  to  dhow  his  papers.  Those 
who  had  Soviet  papers,  i.e.,  were  Soviet  em- 
ployees, were  allowed  to  go.  The  rest  were 
taken  to  prison,  hundreds  of  people  being 
sometimes  arffSted  in  one  day.  Such  drives 
took  place  both  at  the  beginning  and  the  end 
of  the  Bolshevist  power.  The  prisons  'became 
congested  at  once.  Then  there  would  be  a 
panic  among  the  prisoners,  as  the  Commun- 
ists used  to  relieve  the  congestion  by  increas- 
ing the  number  of  executions.  They  would 
'bring  a  new  batch  of  prisoners,  and,  delivering 
them  into  the  charge  of  the  commandant, 
would  say  very  cynically: 

"  'Here's  the  list.  Very  few  of  them  will, 
escape.'  • 

"They  grew  accustomed  to  the  presence 
of  the  sisters  and  did  not  mind  Speaking 
openly  before  them. 

"Even  less  attention  was  paid  to  the  pres- 
ence of  the  prisoners,  or^  rather,  no  consider- 
ation was  shown  them. 

"Mockery,  cruelty  and  torture  were  sys-' 
tematized,  and  were  used  as  a  means  of  ex- 
tracting information  from  the  prisoners  uuuer 
examination.  The  latter  were  kept  under  con- 
stant fear  of  death. 

"  'Among  the  prisoners  I  si^,'  said  the 
sister  to  me,  'none  had  his  nails  torn  off,  nor 
shoulder  straps  nailed  to  his  shoulder,  nor 
were  any  of  them  flayed  Or  parboiled.  Never- 
theless their  lives  were  nothing  but  torment. 

Thrashing  an  Old  Woman 

"The  fourteen-yeai^old  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Chaleyev  (an  artist)  was  severely  beaten  be- 
fore her  mother's  eyes  for  tlie  purpose  of  get- 
ting fuller  evidence  from  her  and  from  her 
mother.  They  had  both  been  arrested  in  con- 
nection with  the  case  of  Solntsev,  who  had 
been  accused,  without  any  pr6of  whatever,  of 
having  conspired  against  the  Soviet  aufhori- 
ties. 

"Another  time  the  examining  officer 
thrashed  Mrs.  Borowsky,  a  woman  of  60,  in 
the  presence  of  her  daughter,  who  had  also 
been  arrested.  The  old  woman  lost  her  head 
from  the  pain  and  confessed  to* everything 
tlfat  was  demanded  by  her  captors. 

"There  was  no  standard,  no  means  of  de- 
termining what  constituted  a  crime.  Every 
prisoner  might  be  shot,  but,  again,  he  mig)it 
be  safe.  The  utter  unceriamty  created  a  state 
of  painful  confuiion,  hope  and  despair  wrest- 
ling together.  The  Chreavychaika  officials 
kept  up  this  feverish  panic  of  the  sottl  both  in 
their  victims  and  thdr  relatives.  This  was 
one  of  their  more  refined  forms  of  torture. 

"The  sist/ers  estimated  that  the  total  num^ 
bcr  of  persona  shot  from  February  till  August 
was  3,1000,  but  it  is  hardly  likeljr  that  even 
Latsis  himself  knows  exactly  how  manv  were 
done  to  death.  The  CliiretvychaJka  had  many 
hraaelies,  and  each  had  the  power  to  execute 
prisoocrs.  All  over  Kiev  there  were  bouses 
^rberc  helpless  unarmed  people  were  bntdi- 


ered  like  cattle  in  the  cellars,  garages  or  gar- 
dens.   No  full  Vists  were  ever  published. 

"The  Chezvychaika  liked  to  make  the  rela- 
tives (wife,  mother,  father,  husband)  witness 
the  sufferings  of  their  dear  ones.  They  wanted 
to  break  the  will  of  their  victim,  and  this  was 
one  of  the  surest  means  of  doing  so^. 

"Very  often  they  would  say : 

"  'You  will  be  condemned  to  death,  but  ni 
•  you  tell  us  where  such-d-one  is,  you  will  be 
pardoned.' 

"And  then  th^  prisoner  would  still  be 
shot.    .    .    i 

"There    was    an    assistant    commandant 

named  Teriokhov.    No  one  kHew  who  he  was, 

but  he  was  said  to  be  a  formier  convict.    At 

first  this  tall,  well-built,  handsome  young  man 

'was  the  principal  executioner. 

The  Terror 

"When,  calm  and  elegant,  in  a  faultless 
officer's  tunic,  he  passed  along  the  corridor, 
the  prisoners  would  listen  with  sinking  hearts 
,  tb  tlv  musical  jingle  of  hj»  silver  spurs.  They 
knew  that  he  had  not  come  without  some 
good  cause,  that  his  manicured  hand,  all  cov- 
ered with  rings,  would  raise  the  revolver 
with  its  accustomed  ease  to  the  back  of  the 
head  of  one  of  them.  In  the  concentration 
camp  -there  was  a  wretched  Galician  whom 
the  Bolsheviki  accusSi  of  being  a  followen  of 
Petlura's.  For  some  reason  or  other  he  was 
suspected  of  wanting  to  escape. 

"One  fine  day,  in  ^road  daylight,  a  motor 
car  drove  into  the  prison  yard,  with  Teriokhov 
inside.  Usually,  whenever  the  throb  of  a^ 
motor  car  was  heard,  all  the  prisoners  would 
be  driven  into  their  cells.  This  time  nothing 
of  the  kind  happened.  The  wretched  Galician 
was  led  out  into  the  middle  of  the  court  yard 
and  Teriokhov  called  out  to  him:  'Halt!' 

"The  Galician  turned  to  the  sister  as  if  to 

syieak  to  her.     A   shot  rang  out — another — a 

.  third.     The  Galician   fell  down.     The  shots 

might  have  wounded  not  only  prisoners,  but 

also  some  masons  working  in  the  yard. 

"The  body  was  left  lying  in  the  yard.  After 
such  incidents,  Sorokin,  the  camp  command- 
ant, liked  to  have  a  talk  witti  the  sister, 
whether  from  a  desire  to  buck  himself  up  or 
perhaps  to  boast;  perhaps  he  simply  enjoyed 
the  impression  created.  This  tfme  he  also 
came  to  her. 

"  'We  have  done  this  as  an  example  to 
others,'  said  he. 

"  'Are  you  sure  that  he  wds  planning  to 
escape?'  asked  the  sister. 

"  'That  doesn't  matter,  it's  all  the  same.' " 

Teriokhov,  the  murderer,  likewise  came  to 
the  sister,  but  not  to  chat  witli  her;  what  he 
wanted  was  to  ask  her  for  some  cocaine. 

Like  most  of  the  Chrezvychaika  officials, 
Teriokhov  could  not  live  without  cocaine. 
Other  Cocaine  Executioner? 

The  commandant  Mtkhailov  was  likewise 
a  cocainist.  He  was  also  young,  well  set  up, 
with  a  neat  mustache,  well  groomed  and  fop- 
pish. He  wore  the  fashionable  uniform  of  a 
Red  officer,  with  the  Red  Star  and  other 
insignia  of  the  Soviet  Army,  all  beautifully 
made  by  a  jeweler. 

Mikhailov  was  commandant  of  the  provin- 
cial Chrezvychaika,  which  occupied  the  former 
Governor-General's  house.  On  clear,  moon- 
light nights  in  Summer  Mikhailov  used  to  turn 
out  the  prisoners,  stripped  naked,  into  the 
garden,  and,  revolver  in  hand,  would  begin 
hunting  them  down. 

The  Provincial  Chrezvychaika  was  consid- 
ered the  worst.  At  one  time  a  man  named- 
Sorin  was  at  the  head  of  it.  He  was  really  a 
Jew,  in  spite  of  his  Russian  alias.  In  general, 
there  were  a  great  njany  Jews  in  the  Provin- 
cial Chrezvychaika. 

Sorin  liked  to  boast  that  he  had  taken 
part  in  the  murder  of  the  late  Czarina.  His 
impudence  and  cynicism  were  unlimited. 
While  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  Provincial 
Chrezvychaika  the  orgies  went  on  without 
ceasing. 

A  young  girl.  Miss  P.,  came  to  Sorin  X6 
intercede  for  her  father,  who  was  in  prison. 
Sorin  told  her  to  come  again  on  Easter  Eve, 
in  the  evening.  Miss  P.  got  a  friend  to  go 
with  her,  as  she  was  afraid  to  see  Sorin  alone. 
The  young  girlj^  were  led  to  .the  door  of  the 
drawing  room,  where  a  piano  could  be  heard. 
There  a  curtain  was  drawn  ^side  and  they 
saw  Sorin,  some  sailors  and  some  quite  naked 
women  dancing  before  them. 

It  was  in  such  conditions  that  Miss  P.  had 
to  plead  for  her  father's  life.  Her  petition  was 
granted. 

.  Sometimes,  however,  Sorin  took  part  in 
the  executions.  In  July  the  Tche-Ka  was  full 
to  overflowing  and  the  executioners  became 
particularly  fierce. 

A  fresh  batch  of  prisoners  was  one  day 
brought  to  the  camp.  The  building  being 
overcrowded,  they  were  shift  up  in  the  shed. 
Two  of  them  escaped  in  the  night.  All  held 
their  breath,  awaiting  reprisals.  Latsis  w^s 
sent  for. 

The  Fatal  Car  f 

A  motor  car  arrived  in  the  afte'moon.  A 
wotnan  and  two  men,  one  old,  the  other  youi\g. 
were  led  out.  They  were  shut  up  in  a  dark 
closet,  or,  rather,  cupboard.  These  were 
Stasisick  and  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Biman,  with 
her  officer  husband.  A  ^special  guard  kept 
waich  over  them.  The  sister  brought  them 
their  dinner  to  the  cupboard  and  saw  that 
they  were  badly  beaten. 

Clearly  an  execution  was  beipg  prepared. 
\\.  nightfall  some  of  the  prisoners  were  told 
off  to  dig  a  grave  within  the  precincts  of  the 
prison  yard  behind  the  kitchen.  No  one  knew 
whose  fate  it  would  be  to  lie  in'it  A  sinister 
excitement  pervaded  the  camp.  The  sister 
remained  for  the  night. 

In  the  night  Sorokin  and  his  assistant  ar- 
rived by  motor  car.  Their  drunken  peremp- 
tory Toices  echoed  throughout  the  building. 
Dae  could  bear  the  prisoners  being  led_o«t 
and  the  guards  ordered  to  take  them  to  the 
newly  dug  grave  behind  the  kitchen. 

Tlien  came  the  sound  of  shot5.  Generally 
the  commandants  took  good  aim.    But  they 
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were  too  drunk  this  time.     The  shots  were 
disorderly,  intermingled  with*tries  and  groans. 
.  More  shot^,  more  gfroans. 

By  morning  all  the  prisoners,  |vho  clearly 
heard .  the  cries  and  snots,  were  absolutely 
frantic.  As  to  Sorokin,  he  remarked  senti- 
mentally: '*It*s  time  I  returned  to  my  Annie 
in  the  village.    I'm  so  tired." 

While  waiting  for  .\nnie  he  amused  him- 
self with  orgies  and  drink.  The  sisters  said 
that  Sorokin  was  not  cultured  enough  for 
cocaine.  Cocaine  was  the  special  attribute  of 
that  peculiar  governing  cla^,  that  new  bour- 
geoisie, which  was  the  product  of  Bolshevism. 
It  was  even  |f:nown  as  the  "cocainist  intelli- 
gentzia." 

In  gieneral,  no  sickness  was  allowed  at  the 
Chrezvychaika.  Sickness  was  no  excuse  for 
leniency,  and  sich»people  were  treated  with 
scant  ceremony.  At  best  they  were  sent  to 
the  prison  hospital  or  to  the  sick  bay,  which^ 
was  a  great  privilege,  as  it  was  a  resting  place 
on  the  Via  Dolorosa.  Very  few  were  lucky 
enough  to  get  there  and  never  for  any  length 
of  time.  By  the  way,  the  Jews  complaiped  of 
Sorokin  for  never  allowing  a  JeV  to  be  sent 
to  the  sick  bay.  Of  course,  fhls  was  mere 
chance,  but  tl)fy  were  right  \j^  accusing  hiqi 
of  animosity  to  Jews.  .••>.•        '   \      "' 

Savage  Commandant         '   W- '' ' 

Ugarov,  one  of  the  most  systematically 
savage  commandants,  used^to  say  in  the  pres- 
ence of  sick  prisoners: 

"The  only  sickness  I  recognize  is  cholera 
or  typhualWe^ Bolsheviki  consider  that  if  a. 
man  is  not  fii  to  work  he  ought  to  be  shot. 
This  is  not  a  home  for  incurables."  t  , 

"In  spite  of  all  Sorokin's  roughness,  in  his 
time  life  in  the  Concentration  Camp  was  al-. 
most  bearable.  This  did  not  please  ,the 
authorities.  Sorokin  was  accused  of  having 
lowered  the  discipline  of  the  prison  by  his 
leniency,  and  a  new  commandant,  Ugarov, 
was  sent  to  replace  him.  -He  was  also  a  Rus- 
sian, like  Sorokin,  but  quite  a  different  sort 
of  man.  Ugarov  had  been  a  tailor,  and  was 
always  dressed  very  stylishly  in  black.  His 
face  was  that  of  an  educated  man,  with  large, 
black,  piercing  hard  eyes.  This  man  had  his 
own  definite  prison  system,  which  he  enforced 
ruthlessly  and  savagely.    .    .    , 

"Ugarov  introduced  the  most  pitiless  con- 
vict system  into  the  Concentration  Camp.  All 
the  prisoners  were  locked  up  in  the  cells, 
which  contained  about  three  times  as  many 
inmates  as  there  was  rooni  for  normally.  It 
was  July,  and  the  weather  was  very  hot.  The 
cells  were  unbearably  stuffy.  The  prisoners 
were  not  allowed  to  go  even  to  the  lavatory 
except  under  guard.  There  were  several  hun- 
dreds of  prisoners  and  only  a  score  or  two.  of 
guards,  who  had -neither  the  time  nor  the  in- 
clination to  accompany  them  to  the  lavatory. 
Without  air,  surrounded  by  filth,  deprived  of 
the  possibility  of  satisfying  the  calls  oTIIxtkre, 
the  pr^oners  began  to  feel  like  beaats  in  a 
cage,  and  for  three  days  the  prison-  resounded 
with  their  groans.  ':    .. 

"Fortunately,  the  guard  was  changed  and 
replaced  by  Kuban  Cossacks,  who  refused  to 
carry  out  the  commandant's  orders.  The  pris- 
oners were  again  allowed  to  go  out  into  the 
courtyard,*  where,  at  any  rate,  they  could 
breathe.  However,  as  soon  as  the  throb  of 
Ugarov's  motor  was  heard  the  courtyard 
would  become  empty  at  once. 

The  System  of  Hostages 

"As  soon  as  the  Bolsheviki  had  seized 
power  they  introduce<i  the  system  of  taking 
hostages,  thereby  reviving  an  ancient  institu- 
tion which  would  seem  to  have  been  long 
abolished  by  modern  morality  and  modern 
orthodoxy.  It  h  one  of  the  many  inexplicable 
paradoxes  of  Communistic  ideology,  where 
pride  in  its  progressivcness  can  exist  side  by 
side  with  i\it  wildness  and  savagery  of  the 
Stone  Age.  /* 

"Of  all  the  crimes  committed  by  the  Rus- 
sian Communists,  the  hostage  system  is  per- 
haps the  vilest  mockery  of  right,  justice  and 
humanity. 

"The  simple  and  indisputable  truth  that 
the  person  responsible  for  a  crime  is  the  one 
who  committed  or  participated  in  it  has  been 
perverted  into  the.  conception*  of  joint  respon- 
sibility. Moreover,  the  Communists  do  not 
even  require  the  commission  to  be  proved.  It 
is  enough  for  the  accused  merely  to  belong  to 
a  certain  profession,  class,  or  family.   < 

"When  the  Bolsheviki  in  Kiev  saw  that 
Denikin's  forces  were  pressing  the  Red  troops 
they  began  to  diport  the  hostages.  Tfie  first 
batch  of  hostages  sent  off  contained  183  men 
in  all.  The  majority  of  them  was  quite  with- 
out any  resources After  the  departure 

of  the  first  batch  of  hostages,  the  largest  and 
most  heterogeneous,  the  inhabitants  of  Kiev 
— though  stunned,  terrorized  and  hitherto 
silent — began  to  protest.  As  there  were  no 
papers  except  the  Soviet  periodicals,  and  no 
meetings  were  allowed,  this  protest  had  to  be 
made  through  semi-private  channel 9.  The 
Kievites  attached  a  great  deal  of  importance 
to  agitation  in  Jewish  cirdei,  as  these  were 
supposed  to  have  a  certain  influence  on  the 
commissars.  Perhaps  it  dawned  upon  the 
Soviet  authorities  that  thtfy  could  not  keep 
in  power  by  terrorism  alone.  At  any  rate,  a 
special  commission  was  appointed  in  connec- 
tion with  this  incident.  Manuilsky  was  at  the 
head  of  it.  He  was  a  prominent  Bolshevik, 
an  educated  man  of  a  completely  different  type 
to  dther  Avdokhin  or  Sorokin. 

"During  the  five  or  six  days  when  Manitil* 
sky's  commission  was  at  work  the  prisoners 
and  tiidf  relatives  .were  ia  a  fever  of  hope. 
Some  of  the  prisoners  m-ere  released.  Twelve 
were  liberated  on  account  of  ilUhealth — a 
hitherto  unprecedented  event.  This  went  on 
only  for  a  few  days,  however.  The  Soviet 
authorities  soon  nif^ped  all  expccutions  in  the 
bttd.  seeing  no  reason  for  being  sentimental 
with  pHsoners  of  war.

"T\^  last  and  most  terrible  days  of  the  X»ol- 
sherist  rule  in  Kiev  «'ere  approaching.  A 
fortnight  before  the  arrival  ol  tha  Votuotoitr 
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Array  twenty-nine  law  officials  were  brought 

to  the  v.  U.  T.  K Suddenly  on  Friday. 

August  9,  a  commission  for  disgorging  the 
prisons  arrived  at  the  V.  U.  T.  K.  .Ml  cases 
were  summarily  dealt  with.  Many  prisoners 
were  liberated.  The  V.  U.  T.  K.  was  com- 
pletely cleared.  .Ml  the  prisoners  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  most  terrible  plade — the  "Gub- 
cheka"  (Provincial  Extraordinary  Commis- 
sion). There  reprisals,  brutality  and  derision 
were  the  order  of  the  day.  All  were  searched 
ahd  robbed. 

Continual  executions  took  place.  .  .  .  They 
went  on  every  night  during  June,  July  and 
August.  But  this  last  week  was  one  of  whole- 
sale 'slaughter. 

"The  Bolsheviki  expected  to  surrender 
Kiev  on  August  14.  On  the  plh  they  i:losed 
the  Concentration  Camp,  then  the  V.  U.  T.  K. 
The  "special  department"  existed  to  the  last 
day.  Its  inmates  were  persons  suspected  not 
only  of  being  sympathizers  with  but  organizers 
of  the  counter-revolution.  Their  cases  wer^ 
quickly  dealt  with— liberty  or  death.  ..  *  t 
'  "Next  day  a  notice  appeared  in  the  papers : 
.'In  retaliation  for  the  shooting  of  Commun- 
ists by  ^he  Volunteer  Army  we  have  shot  fhc

!    '    "The  last  ghastly  hours  dragged  wear^lv

►       "Three  cells  were  overcrowded  with  people 
coudemned  to  die.    All  jtight  they  screamed, 
groaned,  implored  and  swore.    The  more  re- 
ligious    ones    formed    a    choir    and    chanted 
prayers. — Among  the   condemned  were^two 
I  women. 

A  Huge  Grave 
"A  huge  grave  was  dug  in  the  garden  of 
Brodsky's  house  in  5  3adovaia  Street.     The 
residence  of  the  most  important  Communists, 
such  as  Gleisec,  Ugarov  and  others,  faced  the 
garden,  whence  came  cries  and  groans,  inter-  • 
mingled  with  rifle  shots.    The  prisoners  were 
led  out,  static  naked,  in  batches  of  ten,  placed 
on  the  edge  of  the  ditch  and  shot.    This  was 
a  new  method.     Hitherto  they  were  laid  face  . 
downward  on  the  floor  in  the  cellar  and  the 
commandant    shot    them    point-blank  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck  with  a  revolver. 

"This  time  a  new  system  was  adopted,  but, 
as  the  executioners  were  in  a  hurry  and  felt 
nervous,  the  shooting  was  bad  and  disorderly. 
"Many  victims  fell  in  still  alive;  the  living 
ittd  the  dead  mingled  together.  When,  after 
the  arrival  of  the  Volunteer  Army,  this  com- 
mon grave  was  opened  by  the  Coroner,  many  * 
bodies  were  found  in  a  crouched  up  attitude. 
,  They  probably  had  been  writhing  under- 
ground, but  had  had  no  strength  to  climb  up 

from  beneath  the  mound  of  corpses 

"The  prisons  of  the  Tche-Ka  stood  empty. 
Nothing  was  left  for  the  Sisters  to  do  except 
to  ri^der  »  last  service 'to  the  last  victims  of 
^be  brutal  Bolshevist  regime.  They  were 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  graves  and  assist- 
ed in  the  washing  and  decent  burial  of  the 
mutilated  corpses.  These  corpses  spoke  more 
eloquently  than  words  of  what  man  may  be- 
come when  his  brutal  instincts  are  unchecked, 
when  brutality  is  encouraged  and  forms  the 
basis  of  state  government." 
o 

The  Personal  Touch  in 
.     Industry 

By  Sir  Robert  Hadfield,  Bart»  in  London  Daily  Mail 

IN  the  old  days  of  last  century,  when 
large  establishments  were  the  exceptioQ 
rather  than  the  rule,  the  employer  regarded 
his  workmen  as  one  of  his  business  family. 
And,  though  it  be  true  that  no  man  is  a  hero 
to  his  valet,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  case  that 
this  close  a.nsociation  of  master  and  man  re- 
sulted in  a  per^opali  understanding  and  re- 
gard which  conduced  to  good  service  on  the 
one  hand  and  fair  and  generous  treatment  oti 
the  other. 

The  same  dose  personal  relationship  be- 
tween the  head  of  a  firm  and  the  staff  is  not 
possible  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  . 
today,  but  there  is  still  room  for  much  closer 
co-operation  between  the  two  great  branches 
of  the  industrial  machine.  '  ^ 

Many  gievances  on  the  part  of  the  work- 
ers— and  some  which  have  led  to  serious  con- 
sequences— have  arisen  from  almost  trivial 
misunderstandings.  The  employer  is  mis- 
understood by  the  men  he  employs;  the  em- 
ployees' point  of  view  is  difficult  of  apprecia- 
tion by  the  employer. 

The  trend  of  modern  industrial  conditions 
has  been  to  cut  the  emplo^r  off  further  than 
ever  from  his  workmen.  Whereas  formerly 
he  would  walk  round  the  shop,  chat  with  the 
men,  and  give  them  the  opportunity  of  stat- 
ing their  troubles  or  their  suggestions  to 
him,  Iw  is  now  made  aware  of  trieir  aspira- 
tions and  demands  only  through  the  medium 
of  their  representjitives  whom  he  meets  in 
round-table  conference. 

With  sifth  conferences  we  have  perforce 
to  be  content  today,  but  their  institution  is 
alt  to  tlic  good.  They  have  had  the  effect  of 
proving  to  both  sides  that  neither  Ss  as  un- 
rea<>onable  as  the  other  thought^t  was.  They 
settle  many  difficulties  and  clear  away  many 
obscurities,  even  though  the  employer  knows 
only  the  trade  union  representatives  and  the 
shop  stewards,  and  could  not  identify  the 
men  at  the  benches.  wl>o  are  the  real  back- 
bone of  the  business. 

The  loss  of  the  penmnal  touch  in  industry 
is  to  be  regretted,  for  it  had  a  fine  humaniz- 
ing influence^  but  industry  has  grown  to  such 
an  enormous  sixe  in  these  days  of  world-wide 
maritcta  that  its  maintenance  is  practically 
impossible  today. 

Many  employers,  however,  tliough  bound 
to  follow  modem  methods  in  their  dealing « 
with  thdr  workers,  still  endeavor  to  keep  tba 
old  personal  touch  in  some  of  the  Httle  things 
that  count  for  %6  much  in  smooth  working.  !■ 
dohif  so,  they  are  -keeping  alive,  at  any  rala» 
the  spirit  nnderlyiflf  the  intimaey  between 
master  and  man  which  was  so  prominent  • 
characteristic  of  niocfeeiith-century  in- 
dttstrialbm.

of  srardcnei-B  there  are  an 
many  types  as  there  arc  de- 
greeit  in  courage  and  differences 
In  creative  ability,  yet  the  born  gar- 
dener In  distinguished  by  thoso  two 
(|ualltleii.  Thone  who  are  gifted  In  a 
moderate  degree  are  content  with 
transforming  the  crushing  monotony 
of  the  suburban  lot  into  a  spot  of  dU- 
tlnctivo  beauty,  those  more  greatly 
daring  long  for  greater  obstacles  to 
overcome.  They  ask  for  a  wildernes^-i 
that  they  may  cause  it  to  blossom  like 
the  rose.  Though  they  never  .desire 
to  set  Nature  ut  defiance,  they  do,  at 
the  name  time,  exult  over  a  specially 
hopeless  scene  where,  working  with 
her,  they  can  feel  that  the  consequent 
beauty  is  due  to  their  dreumu  .ind 
fostering  care.  To  xuch  nature^  the 
more  utterly  ugly  and  bare  and  for- 
bidding a  place  looks,  the  more  im- 
perative is  the  challenge.  Before 
they  are  aware  they  are  planning 
Rroups  of  trees,  clambering  vines,  and 
pools  of  water  that  shall  make  the 
desert  a  paradise.  « 

Of  all  desolations  an  abandoned 
quarry  is  possibly  the  most  absolute. 
The  stark,  jagged  walls,  the  blatant 
rawness  hidden  as  yet  by  no  merciful 
vegetation.  Impresses  one  with  a 
Honso  of  unmitigated  dreariness.  8uch 
a  quarry  belongs  to  Mr.  K.  P.  Butch- 
nrt.  who  Is  Interested  in  a  large 
cement  works  near  Victoria,  B.C., 
and  MrH.  Butchart,  who  is  a  bom 
gardener,  could  not  resist  the  chal- 
lenge which  that  mute  desolation 
offered.  Already  she  had  broad  lawns 
and  roses  and  herbaceous  borders,  a 
.Japanese  garden  complete  witit  wil- 
lows and  arbor-vitae  and  dainty 
maples  overhanging  strean\  and 
stone-strewn  pond.  There  were 
woodland  walks  bordered  with  daf- 
fodils and  forget-me-nots,  besides  an 
extensive  enclosure  known  as  the 
kitchen  garden,  where  grass  walks 
bordered  by  six-foot  wide  beds  of 
gladioli,  dahilas  and  phlox  success- 
fully gcreened  more  utilitarian 
growths.  But  all  this  was  not  enough, 
she  yearned  to  bring  the  deserted 
quarry,  that  lay  but  a  short  distance 
beyond  the  gardens,  under  her  bene- 
ficent sway. 

The  excavation  is  a  lonar  oval  In 
shape,  from  thirty  to  fifty  feet, deep, 
varying  with  the  different  parts  of  the 
surface,  and  about  two  acres  in  ex- 
tent. Mr«.  Butchart  began  the  work 
of  reclaiming  It  five  years  ago.  LoadM 
of  earth  wore  deposited  on  the  floor 
of  the  quarry.  Ponds  were  constructed 
and  connected  with  each^other  by  a 
little  stream.  Hteps  were  cut,  paths 
ma.dot  shrubs  and  trees  and  vines 
were  planted  and  aquatic  and  rock 
plants  Introduced,  as  well  an  immense 
quantities  of  the  orthodox  parden 
flower!".  Klve  years  do  not  constitute 
a  lcn«thy  period  when  dealing  with 
living  thingH.  but  alrendy  the  change 
is  marvellous.  Walking  or  motorintc 
along  the  road  above,  the  newcomer 
Is  amased  to  look  down  and  see 
lawns  of  freshest  green,  everywhere 
embroidered  with  winding  borders  of 
flowern  and  net  with  pools  that  re- 
flect the  blue  of  the  sky.  Access  Is 
gained  to  the  enchanted  ground  by 
winding  steps  cut  in  the  rock,  and 
the  path  is  beautified  at  every  turn 
by  cascades  of  arabis,  rock  pinks, 
stixlfrages  and  other  rock-loving 
plants. 

Tt  ie  diffirult  to  say  at  what  season 
it  is  most  beautiful.  Very  lovely  It 
looks  on  a  May  morning,  sparkling 
with  stretches  of  white  arabis  and  the 
yellow  alyssum.  varied  here  and 
there  %  a  rarer  lemon  variety,  and 
wifti  mauve  and  purple  subrtetias 
that  hcfmonise  exquisitely  with  the 
greys  of  the  rocks.  Here  are  the 
pinks  of  mossy  phlox  and  blue  ane- 
mones lifting  pure  chlld-Uke  erw.  Tall 
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ficent  generosity  they  have  thrown 
open  their  grounds  to  the  general 
pubUc,  who  are  not  only  permitted  to 
pfcnlc  there  if  they  ko  desire,  but  are 
also  provided  with  cups  and  saucers 
and  hot  water.  It  Is  difficult  to  see 
how  generosity  could  go  any  further, 
and  that  It  Is  greatly  appreciated 
cannot  be  doubted.

Hit  a  GlanrloK  Blow 

A  surprising  fact  in  tire  conserva- 
tion i.s  that  It  Is  bettor  to  run  over  a 
rock  in  the  road  than  to  hit  it  a 
sharp,  glancing  blow.  Of  course, 
such  obstacles  shoul'd  be  avoided  If 
possible,  but  when  the  dilemma  of  a 
choice  is  forced  upon  the  motorist, 
this  decision   is  best. 

To  hit  a  rock  head-on  may  cause  a 
severe  Jolt,  and  furthermore  is  likely 
to  stone  bruise  the  tire,  but  it  causes 
less  damage  In  the  end  to  the  tire 
properly  Inflated  than  a  sharp  blow 
against  the  side. wall  and  rim.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  tread  of  a 
tire  is  the  part  best  able  to  absorb 
shock  incident  to  normal  operating 
conditions. 

Side  walls,  however,  are  not  in- 
tended to  be  shock  absorbers  but  to 
give  the  carcass  of  the  tire  strength 
and  shape.  Rubber  on  the  side  wall 
is  laid  on  to  protect  th^  tire  fabric 
from  the  destructive  action  of  the 
elements.

On  Sunday  morning  last  the  Rev. 
S.  Cook,  pastor  of  Kalrfleld  Meth- 
odist Church,  was  the  preacher,  who 
exchanged  pulplt.s  with  Rev.  J.  I... 
R|atfy.  In  i^e  evening,  Mr.  Batty's 
subject  was:  "What  Is  Worth  While." 
The  text  was  given  from  1  Tim.  VI.,  7, 
"We  brought  nothing  Into  this  world 
and  it  is  certain  wo  can  carrV  noth- 
ing out."  This  verse  contains  a 
fundamental  truth,  not  sufllclently 
understood,  because  It  is  not  suffi- 
ciently studied.  Some  people  are  un- 
willing  to    consent   to   this   truth. 

There  Is  only  one  life  for  us  to 
live  here,  and  that  life  we  are  living 
now.  We  realize  that  It  Is  not  the 
life  itself  that  means  so  much,  but 
the  kind  of  life  we  live.  There  Is 
only  one  kind  of  life  worth  living — 
that  is  tho  true  life.  Not  merely 
this  life,  but  "The  Life.  '  When  we 
study  "The  Life."  we  should  ask 
what   It  Is.     What  does  it  mean? 

When  we  think  of  the  various  in- 
terests* that  concern  us,  and  which 
go  to  make  up  the  sum  total  of  our 
lives,  we  find  that  as  we  ascend  the 
hill  our  baggage  wagon  contains'  a 
tremendou-t  lot.  There  is,  however, 
one  th^g  etf^ecially  that  is  worth 
holding  on  to.  and  that  Is  what  con- 
cerns   tomorrow. 

Pretence  is  an  evil  all  too  com- 
mon in  this  world.  You  say,  "We 
have  to  do  such  and  such  things,  be- 
cause other  people  do  them."  You 
sny  you  cannot  live  the  naked  life. 
When  we  deal  with  a  person,  and  as 
we  pass  away  from  them,  we  hold 
on  to  a  lot  of  pretence.  \fe  are  In 
dknger  of  pretending  to  be  what  we 
are  not.  Wo  cannot  carry  our  pre- 
tence with  us  into  the  other  world. 
Don't  you  think  we  ought  to  be  true 
to  ourselves  and  others  and  drop  all 
pretence?  We  brought  none  of  it 
with  us  into' this  world,  and  it  Is 
equally  true  that  we  cannot  carry  It 
away  with   us. 

Worry:  People  smile  when  we 
suggest  that  we  should  "Take  no 
thought  for  the  morrow."  What 
about  worr>-?  This  we  cannot  carry 
away  into  the  next  world.  Do  you 
feel  any  better  at  night  after  worry- 
ing about  something  all  day?  If  we 
only  tin(ler«)tood  that  If  God  cares 
for  the  birds,  we  who  are  of  so  much 
more  value  In  His  sight,  will  be  cared 
for.  Did  worry  ever  help  you?  Did 
It  ever  Injure  you?  Did  It  ever 
make  you  sleep  more  peacefully? 
T>on't  you  think  we  ought  to  trust 
tlie  Infinite  and  Eternal  One?  Can 
you    suggest  anything   better? 

Discontent!  There  Is  another 
thing  we  cannot  take  away  with  us, 
and  that  is  discontent.  You  say,  "I 
am  discontented  w:ih  my  life."  No! 
You  are  discontented  with  your  sur- 
roundings. There  sre  two  things  we 
should  remember — our  duty  and  our 
ideals.  You  will  find  an  ideal  in 
Vourselves.  When  we  become  dis- 
contented, we  become  slaves  to  our- 
selves. We  forg»»t  that  in  our  pre- 
sent condition  we  have  a  duty  to 
perform.  No  one  can  hinder  you 
from  carrying  out  your  ideal;  and 
you  may  be  sure  that  Oc  ]  will  not 
hinder  you.

If  you  find  that 
there  has  been  much  of  it,  remen*^ 
ber,  thst  if  we  are  living  a  life  of 
self-seeking,  we  cannot  carry  It  with 
us  into  the  next  world.  In  one 
sense.  If  we  only  knew  it,  we  are  all 
millionaires!  Someone  says,  "What 
do  you  mean?  That  thfre  is  one 
thing  of  supreme'^  importance- — the 
precious  gift  of  time. 

It  all  depends  on  the  way  we 
spend  it.  because  our  future  depends 
on  It.  Those  who  wsate  It  are  thO 
greatest  of  spendthrifts.  It  Is  not 
what  we  have,  but  what  we  are.  that 
WO  earry  away  with  tia.  We  iMive 
not  time  only,  but — a  chaooa  to 
work-

<V^aling  with  time  In  that  way.  The 
most  predons  gom  in  tho  coronet 
of  life  is  time.  Ufe  meaiw  strife, 
and  to  be  honest,  K  muat'^^e  t 
and  aoWe.

Canadians  can  enjoy  life  as  we  do. 
Is  11  not  because  men  were  willing 
to  go  and  flght.  Some  men  refused 
and  would  not  wear  tho  uniform. 
These  were  men  who  refused  to  do 
their  duly.  Supposing  all  others  had 
refused,  what  would  have  been  the 
result?  It  Is  only  when  we  rise  to 
our  ideal  that  we  live  a  successful 
Christian  life,  lie  who  gave  us  the 
parable  of  the  Prodigal  Bon,  gave  ua 
the    true    ideal    for    life. 


EVERYDAY  ODD  JOBS 


"Woman's  work  is  never  done"  is 
one  of  the  truest  of  all  sayings 
(says  a  writer  in  an  exchange).  No 
matter  how  you  may  shorten  a 
working  woman's  legitimate  hours  of 
labor,  she  will  yet  continue  to  be 
overworked  and  to  put  in  an  amas- 
Ing  amount  of  "overtime"  on  ac- 
count of  the  numerous  "odd  Jobs" 
with  which  custom  has  burdened 
her. 

Men  score  over  women  tremen- 
dously in  the  fact  that  when  they 
have  completed  their  eight  or  ten 
hours'  daily  legitimate  work  their 
labors  for  that  day  are,  as  a  rule, 
ended.  When  they  reach  home  and 
have  enjoyed  their  evening  meal 
they  can  smoke  or  read,  or  other- 
wise entertain  themselves  with  con- 
tented   minds. 

Not  so  the  working  woman.  When 
she  returns  home  from  her  day's 
work,  even  though  she  may  be 
"living  on  her  own"  and  has  no 
family  duties  to  perform,  she .  will 
probably  discover  that  she  has  "a 
thousand  little  things  to  do"  before 
bedtime.  And  some  of  these  "little 
things"  may  turn  out  to  be  Jobs  of 
surprising  magnitude.  Many  busi- 
ness women,  for  inatanee,  do  the 
whole,  or  at  least,  a  part  of  their 
own  laundry  work,  now  that  laun- 
dry  prices  are  so  high.  Others  make 
a  great  many  of  their  own  clothes; 
some  engage  In  leaching,  literary 
or  Journalistic  work,  or  accept  ev- 
ening clerical  work,  whereby  they 
may  eke  out  their  slender  Incomes; 
and  quite  a  number  study  foreign 
languages  and  attend  classes  In  or- 
der to  add  to  their  commercial 
value — and  all  this  in  so-called 
"spare   time." 

It  may  be  argued  that  many  men 
also  engage  in  other  undertakings 
besides  their  legitimate  daily  posts. 
In  or^ler  to  add  to  their  Incomes; 
but  Just  imagine  a  man  doing  all 
his  own  laundry,  work,  or  making 
himself  even  so  simple  a  garment  as 
a  "fancy"   waistcoat! 

But  even  those  women  who  are 
in  a  position  to  dispense  with  wash- 
ing and  making  their  own  clothes 
still  find  that  it  is  necessary  to  de- 
vote a  considerable  amount  of  their 
precious  s|)are  time  to  odd  Jobs. 
A  girl  said  to  me  the  other  day:  "I 
got  such  a  nice  lot  of  odd  Jobs  done 
last  night!"  'What  did  you  do?" 
I  asked,  though  I  k near' from  ex- 
perience what  the  anBw«!¥  would  be. 
«nd  she  replied:  "First  of  all,  I 
washed  and  ironed  pajf  bast  hloaoo, 
which  is  much  too  dinky  to  bo  de- 
vastated by  the  laundry,  f  also 
washed  two  pairs  of  white  f loves 
and  a  muslin  colUr,  Next,  I  did 
some  absolutely  necessary  mending, 
darned  three  pairs  of  stockings  In 
addition,  and  sewed  a  button  on  my 
raincoat,  cleaned  all  my  shoes,  and 
-washed  my  hair-brushes.  Then  I 
marked  some  new  bandkesehlofs  I 
had  Just  bought  and  tacked  a  clean 
collar  Into  my  business  froek.  As  I 
knew  the  laundry  messenger  would 
call  early  next  morning.  I  get  my 
linen  bag  ready  and  made  up  the 
list  of  clothes.  Finally,  before  get- 
ting Into  bed,  I  threaded  the  rib- 
bons into  all  the  clean  "undlea"  I 
was  to  put  on  next  day.  And  yet, 
would  you  believ*  it.  I  was  no  sooner 
In  bed  than  I  remembered  half  a 
dosen  other  things  I  had  quito  la- 
tended  to  do  also!"

would  go  tefther  on  the  same  amount 
of  fuel,  t^ifh  of  the  men  got  thtl\ 
knowledge  of  ensines  from  airplanes. 
Captain  Franlc  T.  Coffyn  was  one  of 
the  first  fliers  in  the  country.  He  Is 
one  of  the  three  •urvlvinc  members 
of  the  old  "Wricht  team."  James  B. 
Taylor,  Jr.,  served  for  two  years  as 
a  test  pilot  for  naval  planes.  Everltt 
8.  Cameron  has  had  20  years'  ex- 
perience in  building  air-cooled  mo- 
tors. 

"It  Is  the  air-cooled  motor  and  the 
consequent  cheapness  of  our  car 
that  will  enable  It  to  malce  the  en- 
-miieafe  we —  eieim — for  it," 
Captain  Coffyn  said  today. 

"So  yreat  has  been  the  response  in 
automobile  circles  to  our  announce- 
ments that  we  already  have  ordery  on 
hand  for  200,000  cars,  or  as  many  as 
we  can  make  in  the  next  Ave  years. 
The  car  will  have  a  4-cylinder  motor 
and  will  be  made  both  two  and  four- 
passenger  models.  Both  are  listed  at 
11,100. 

"Of  oourse.  other  cars  have  air- 
cooled  motors  and  these  oars  have 
shown  greater  fuel  economy  than 
those  with  heavy.  cumbersome 
water-cooled  systems.  But  we  claim 
that  at  least  we  have  a  perfect  air- 
eooled  motor,  one  that  will  function 
100  per  cent  uadep  all  conditions 
and  that  by  its  lightnese  and  strength 
will  make  possible  enormous  savings 
in   gasoline. 

Besides  emphasizing  the  car's 
cheapness,  Coffyn  points  out  that 
It  will  weigh  only  900  pounds.  Part 
of  this  lightness  is  due  to  the  body 
which  will  be  of  laminated  wood,  or 
wood  in  thin  sheets,  such  as  are  used 
in  alrpanes.  And  also  due  to  this

GAS  WASTED  DAILY 


Gasoline  Shortage  Unites  Con- 
sumer and  Refiner  to  Pre- 
vent Crisis — Production  Is 
Greatly  Increased. 


The  gasoline  shortage  has  struck 
Canada  as  well  as  the  United  States, 
and  advertisements  are  seen  in  the 
papers  asking  everyone  to  conserve 
the  use  of  the  article.  As  a  mat- 
ter ot  fact,  the  demand  for  gasoline 
is  estimated  to  have 'increased  660 
per  cent  wlthlti  a  MW  years,  while 
thv  production  hss  inoreased  only 
160  per  cent     The  g&soUne     intanu- 


has  been  persistent  during  the  last 
several  years,  and  It  is  due  to  this 
Xact  that  the  oil  industry  has  been 
able  to  meet  the  demand  for  gaso- 
line which  has  arisen  hecause  of  the 
increased  use  of  automobiles.  This 
greater  recovery  of  gasoline  is  due 
to  Improved  refining  methods.  An- 
other feature  la  ywhaf  appears  to  be 
greater  efficiency  of  the  automobile 
in  regard  to  consumption  of  gasoline 
per  car,  although  It  is  probable  that 
less  needlesH  use  accounts  In  part  for 
the  small  amount  of  gasoline  now 
being  used  per  car.  At  present  about 
11.4  barrels  of  gasoline  are  being 
used  a  year  per  car,  compared  with 
17.4  iMirrels  in  1915. 
'  Gasoline  production  in  1919  was 
nearly  three  times  as  great  as  in 
1918,  being  1>4, 234,000  barrels,  com- 
pared with  34,762,000  barrels,  again 
of  170  per  cent.  During  the  same 
period  crude  oil  productioti  increased 
only  42  per  cent  from  265,700,000 
barrels  to  377,000,000  barrels.  Au- 
tomobiles regrlstered  at  the  end  of 
1919  numbered  7,600,000,  as  against 
1.711,000   in   1914,  a  gain 'of  330  per

This  means  that  many  more  than 
seven  and  a  half  million  people  realize 
the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  the 
uae  of  motor  cars: 

Thla  fact  la  illustrated  In  other 
ways.  For  instance,  conser^rativa 
estlnmtes  ^how  that  the  number  of 
milea  per  \>aaaenger  covered  by  auto- 
mobllea  exceeds  by  60  per  cent  the 
number  travelled  by  the  railroads.  And 
at  an  average  of  only  two  passengers 
per  mile,  automobiles  carried  four 
timee  the  number  transported  by  the 
railrofda. 

Inaamuch  aa  only  one  of  the  two 
P**««n»«ra  would  own  the  emr,  thla 
ahowa  that  at  least  twice  as  many 
people  are  actually  riding  in  automo- 
bllea  aa  there  are  owners. 

Thla  would  aiao  apply  to  motor 
trucks,  for,  as  everyone  knows,  the 
producer,  merchant  and  consumer 
each  haa  an  intereat  In  the  gooda 
tranaported,  while  only  one  owns  the 
transport. 

The  Interest  of  such  a  vast  number 
of  people  expresses  more  than  the 
words  of  critics. 

It  proves  the  far-reaching  benefits 
and  the  increasing  value  of  automo- 
biles, whether  paaaenger  or  commer- 
cial cara.

Ford  to  Sell  at  Pre-Warliates 
and  Factory  to  Stand  Loss 
—Mighty  Drive  on  High 
Costs. 


DETROIT,  Oct.  •.  —  Henry  Ford 
4«liT*red  a  amashSiiff  blow  at  hiRh 
pfloea  TtiMday.  Declaring  that  the 
war  la  over  and  that  It  la  time  the 
co^antry  got  ba<;k  to  normal  pre-war 
conditiona.  even  If  it  means  some 
■aeriflce,  Mr.  Kord  announced  an  un- 
qualifled  reduction  of  the  price  of 
f^rd  motor  cara,  truck*  and  traotori 
to  tha  figures  that  prevailed  before 
the  war. 

Mr.  Pord  says  that  this  decision 
meana  a  temporary  losa  to  him.  but 
h*  •ays  he  believes  business  men 
ought  to  be  willing  to  bear  tem- 
porary loas  In  order  to  cut  the  cost 
of  living,  and  get  the  country  back 
to  a  normal  basis.  He  announces 
tlut  there  will  be  no  change  in 
wacea  at  hla  plants. 

The  decision  of  Mr.  Ford  and  his 
aeeompanylng  statement  Is  the  most 
seaaatlenal  blow  aimed  at  abnormal 
bualneaa  conditions  that  Detroit  hax 
seen.  • 

In  announcing  the  reduction,  Mr. 
Ford  aays:  "The  war  is  over,  and  it's 
time  war  prices  were  over.  There  in 
no  sense  or  wisdom  in  trying  to 
maintain  an  artificial  standard  of 
valtiaa.  For  the  best  interests  of  all, 
It  la  time  that  a  real  practical  effort 
waa  made  to  bring  the  business  of 
the  country  and  the  life  of  the  country 
down  to  normal. 

"Inflated  prices  always  retard  pro- 
graaa.  We  had  to  stand  it  during 
tha  war,  although  it  wasn't  right,  so 
the  Ford  Motor  Company  will  make 
tha  pi'leea  of  Its  products  the  same  as 


thay   were   before   the   war. 

"Thla  in  face  of  the 'fact  that  we 
HAve  unfilled  orders  for  Immediate  de- 
livery of  146,066  cars  and  tractors. 
Take  A  fjosa 
"Wl  must,  of  course,,  Uke  a  tem- 
porary Ibsa,  because  of  the  stock  of 
materials  on  hand,  bought  at  In- 
flated i>rice>.  .and  until  we  use  that 
stock  up  we  will  have  to  submit  to 
a  loss,  but  we  take  it  willingly,  in 
onfler  to  bring  about  a  going  state  of 
bualneaa  throughout  the  country. 

"There  la  a  lull  in  general  busl- 
naas;  we  are  touched  by  the  waiting 
period  that  always  precedes  a  re- 
action; people  In  every  walk  of  life 
•re    waiting    for    prices      to      become 


lower.  They  realize  that  it  in  kn  un- 
wholesome, unnatural.  unrlghteouH 
condition  of  alTaini,  produced  by  the 
war.  It  la, one  of  the  penalties  civ- 
Ilxation  pays  for  war.  In  every  line 
of  activity  there  la  a  growing  Idlanesa. 
because  tha  demand  is  not  tbera.' 

"Raw  materials  are  being  stored; 
manufactured  goods  are  being  stored. 
Because  the.  volume  of  conaumption 
Is  growing  less,  and  less,  and  lean. 
j  through  the  self-denial  of  the  peo- 
ple, many  of  whom  could  not  affoiul 
to  pay  the  high  pricfs.  others  who 
would  %ot  pay  the  high  prices  be- 
cause they  feH  the  injustice  of  the 
situation.  Manufacturing  plants  are 
being  shut  down  all  over  the  country.

De- 
mountable rims  not  firmly  bolted  to 
the  wheels  may  also  cause  trouble.

He  is  well  qualified  to 
speak  on  the  subject,  as  be  haa  trav- 
eled ldO,000  miles  during  the  past  six 
years,  and  has  never  had  a  serious 
accident. 

"Courtesy  and  confldence  should 
be  big  words  in  every  motorist'a 
vocabulary."  sayiy^  Parrish.  "Most  of 
the  tall-end,  heJtd-on  and  'ditched' 
car  accidents  would  be  avoided  If 
every  motorUt  would  practise  com- 
mon road  courtesy.  Respect  the 
other  fellow.  He'«  entitled  to  the 
Kame  consideration  you  e.xpcct  from 
him." 

"One  (i?  i;i,«  moHt  'ILtouik-ovs 
practices  I  iiuve  experienci^d  Is  neg- 
ligence in  supplying  dim  headlights 
when  passing  another  vehicle  at  night. 
Hundreds  of  unnecessary  accidents 
are  caused  by  glaring  headlights 
bearing  down  ,on  drivers.  Almost 
blinded,  the  mutorist  chooses  between 
being  '»wiped'  by  the  'other  car.  top- 
pling over  into  a  ditch,  or  taking  his 
chances  of  holding  his  portion  of  the 
road.  Proper  use  of  dimnners  will 
save  injuries,   lives  and  dollars. 

"The  best  car  drivers  today  are 
those  who  impress  other  drivers  that 
they  know  what  they  are  doing,"  ac- 
cording to  Parrish.  "Confldence  in 
your    owiL-drlvlng    ability    wiU  ^l»p«l 
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all  doubt  on  the  other  fellow's  part. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  you  appear 
timid  and  confused,  your  chances  of 
being  hit  or  smashing  into  another 
car  are  moltiplicd." 

Testing  Bruke  System  « 

The  usual  method  o^  inspecting  the 
brake  system  is  altogether  too  per- 
functory for  this  eseential  part.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  all  par|s  of  the  brake 
system  ought  to  be  tested  every  two 
week's.  The  pins  and  clevises  ahould 
be  examined,  and  It  should  be  asc^- 
tained  that  none  of  the  bearings  has 
frozen  because  of  rusting.  The  con- 
dition of  the  brake  lining  should  be 
examined  and  it  must  be  ascertained 
tha*  the  action  is  uniform  on  opera- 
tion of  pedal  or  lever.  Seo  that  all 
pins  and  nuts  are  properly  secured 
by  cotters  or  some  other  locking 
means.  Likewise  the  bearings  should 
be  piled.

Boys  on  bicycles  wobbling  out  into 
traffic  from  the  curb.. 

Motorists  stopping  suddenly  in  the 
second  line  of  traffic  to  chat  or  dis- 
charge passengers. 

Speeding  between  intersections. 

Motorists  swinging  out  from  a 
parked  position  at  the  curb  without 
looking,  behind  and  giving  an  arm 
signal. 

Pedestrians  dodging  back  and  forth 
in  front  of  an  auto  Instead  of  main- 
taining a  straight  course.

"While  there  are  some  bad  fea- 
turea  about  thla  practice,  theae  are 
In  moat  casea  outweighed  by  the  good 
ones,  and  It  la  an  especially  praise- 
worthy action,  when  the  persons 
'picked  up'  are  aged  or  crippled  in 
any  way.  Of  course,  caution  should 
be  preserved  and  It  la  not  advisable 
for  hoboes  or  other  so-called  rough 
characters  to  be  taken  along.  They 
might  prove  undesirable  traveling 
companlona. 

"T*e  average  kind-hearted  motor- 
ist who  takes  time  and  trouble  to 
help  the  non-motoring  public  along 
the  pathway  of  life,  usually  has  an 
eye  out  for  the  youngsters  along  the 
road,  but  many  times  tHe  lack  of  po- 
liteness on  the  part  of  the  kids  costs 
them  a  chance  to  ride  to  their  desti- 
nation. 

"It  la  aafa  to  aay  that  if  the  aver- 
age boy  would  ask  for  a  ride  in  some 
more  poTlte  form  than  the  usual 
'Glmmle  a  ride.  Mister.'  he  would

This  is  an  Xmsrtcan 
product,  and  Its  art  is  to  the  art  of 
other*  as  tfle  art  of  Wpolworth  is  to 
the  art  of  Tiffany's  or  .the  refinement 
of  Barnum'n  side  show  seenle  artist 
to  the  crudities  of  Hon.  Jos.  Urban. 
If  Ingersoll  has  almost  made  Wal- 
tham  an  athlest  it  only  proves  that 
every  man  has  his  price.  The  Amer- 
loah  aa«tor  car  aims  at  that  price — 
American  seems  to  have  it. 


The  reel  alreraft  engine  creative 
work  daring  the  war  was  done  by 
other  countries  than  France.  This 
does  not  meaa  that  the  French  are 
not  apt  at  resfSrch  of  a  type.  The 
firms  mAklng  Materials  turn  out  some 
;#onderful'  resalta.  hot  Fnuice  Mends 
auirs  to«nu*d  specialties  than  toward 
a  irlde  understanding  of  all  problems 
eoaneeted  with  the  industry. 

I  Germany  i^  a  country  of  research 
for  efficiency,  ^he  performance  of 
the  completed  design  is  the  entire 
thing  to  be  sought.  German  cars  are 
In  the  main  like  Ocrnoan  dothipg 
they  do  what  they  were  designed  to 
do  and  nothing  more.  As  to  looks, 
that  is  an  item  not  to  be  considered 
in  design. 

Few  If  any  inventions  come  from 
Germany.  I  believe  the  thermometer 
•  was  invented  there  and  the  Introduc- 
tion of  Chinese  printing  came  through 
Germany  into  Europe,  but  as  to  the 
development  of  )^eas  the  German 
surpasses  the  rest  of.  Europe.  He 
can  take  a  piachine  that  runs  and 
make  it  run  twice  as  #ell  with  the 
same  energy;  he  ^an  take  a  theory 
and  reduce  It  to  practice.  This  Is  net 
doe  te  the  fact  that  he  Is  a  good  man 
kt  reaearch,  but  that  the  state  has 
baekcd  him  In  It  an4  has  helped  him 
to  develop  himself  along  scientific 
lines  at  the  expense  of  the  state.  It^  _ 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  In  the 
new  scheme  of  things  the  state  will 
continue  this  policy. 


German  metallurgy  and  design  are 
the  ipeeult  of  careful  studied  and  ed- 
entiflc  analysis  of  exact  figures  so  far 
as  possible.  ^The  Mercedes  engine  Is 
today  as  good  an  example  of  the  best 
of  Gernian  engineering  as  any;  a 
crude  looking  gross  design  of  cum- 
bersome bearing,  but  in  fact  fairly 
light,  reliable,  strong,  and  as  good  an 
^Ircraft  engine  aa  w#s  developed  in 
Europe  during  the  war.  It  had  the 
advantage  over  its  Bucopean,  rivals 
in  that  it  was  a  production  Job.  But 
the  Mercedes  engine  is'^ot  a  German 
design  basically.  This  engine  was 
developed  from  the  original  steel 
cylinder  French  Renault  engine, 
bought  by  the  Mercedes  plant  after 
the  sinking  of  the  racing  boat  "Bebe" 
of  Monaco.  The  type  was  not  orig- 
inated or  invented  In  Germany. 

Kngland.  Ilka  the  rest  of  "Europe, 
approaches  a  design. as  a  purely  en- 
gineering problem.  The  English  en- 
gineer loves  mathematics,  and  can 
write  volumes  of  Integration  signs 
and  formulae  on  everything  from  the 
spinafUff  of  the  gyroscope  to  the 
theory  of  an  airplane  encountering 
gusts.  LtincheiBter  wrote  two  enor- 
nu>us  volumes  on  the  mathematics  of 
artificial  flight,  these  wonderful 
treatises  coming  out,  I  believe,  the 
sams  year  that  two  "unlearned" 
Americnn  chaps  named  Wright — who 
probably  couldn't  have  understood 
more  than  the  title  page  of  the  P^n>;- 
lish  volume  at  that  time — actually 
flew  in  a  flying  machine  of  their  ewp 
making.  To  many  Englishmen  learn- 
ing consists  In  knowlni;  a  lot  of  mys- 
terloos  things  that'^o  onb  else  knows, 
like  Sanskrit  and  Empyrean  Calculus, 
and  these  things  are  whispered  to  be 
In  the  cars  that  this  or  that  firm 
makes. 

As  a  result  of  building  from  mathe- 


actuaJ,  Brit^h  cars  are  more  or  less 
theoretical  in  their  performance  also. 
Few  British  cars  could  survive  a  trip 


a  Ford,  while  It  Is  certain  the  pssesn- 
gers  could  not  stand  it  long.     One  can 
tour  in  a  bath  chair  in  England. 
Keep  Up  AppMsane* 

Tho  Britisher  must  keep  np  bis  ap- 
pearaneea  If.  he  be.  \tonl  a  gentle- 
men he  must  live  one.

Many  gentlemen,  however,  have 
precarious  meana  This  requires  that 
English  cars  go  forty-six  vnllm  on  a 
gallon.  The  spirit  of  thrift,  highly 
coBunendable  when  done  under  any 
•circumstances,  becomes  an  obsession 
with  the  Engll^ih.  He  h«^  -  rather 
save  a  shilling  than  'earn  a  pound; 
and  besides,  earning  IB  not  quite  the 
thing.     It  Implies  "labor." 

The  American  engineer  haa  a  differ- 
ent problem.  In  the  first  place,  his 
car  must  meet  ail  kinds  of  roa^  con- 
ditions. 

Car  No.  4I976M  coming  oft  the  end 
of  the  factory  production  line  runs 
into  a  freight  car  bound  for,  say,  i}alt 
Lake  City.  There  are  two  ways  out 
of  Salt  Lake.  One  Is  up  Parley's 
Canon,  a  steady  climb  of  fifteen  miles 
on  low  gear — or  second  at  best— at  an 
altitude  that  is  prone  to  use  up  water 
In  ^y  under-cooled  power  plant. 
Then  one  mtist  be  ^le  to  come  down 
this  hill  and  still  have  a  car  left,  and 
then  do  this  every  day  for  a  year. 

The  other  way  out  Is  across  the 
desert;  ancf  with  no  water  available 
except  from  one's  water  bags  hanging 
to  the  ear  sides,  cooling  must  be  per- 
fect no  matter  what  the  heat  of  the 
day. 

llie  next  car  in  the  production  line. 
No.  4397594  oi^  the  books,  runs  into- 
another  freight  car  and  goes  to  St. 
Paul — not'so  cold  as  Canada  It  is  true, 
but  it  sees  4«  below  zero  in  Winter 
and  110  In  the  shade  in  Summer. 
"Fhere  are  few  hills,  snd  the  car  must 
be  able  to  go.  At>out  a  hundred 
miles  out  ons  runs  into  corduroy 
reads — btillded  of  logs  crosswise  of 
the  highway — and  one  must  be  able 
to  travel  this  at  low  speed  without 
smashing  his  hat  or  his  brains 
against  the  top  bow.  From  time  to 
time  sand  stretches  come  with  stumps 
sticking  out  in  the  centre  of  the  road ' 
to  rip  off  one's  pan  if  one  Is  not  pro- 
vided with  clearance  te  fit.  A  Rolls- 
Royce  on  these  roads  would  be  as 
apropos  as  a  motorcycle  In  the  Bay  of 
FuBdy.  The  roads  are-not^  -imft»»»- 
able,  though.  Tou  always  meet  a 
fiiwer  coming  back. 

VsHler  DlAcuitles 

The  American  engineer  must  have 
a  car  for  all  these  conditions,  and  re- 
member, too,  that  he  must  ship  the 
car  first  some  thousands  of  miles,  and 
he  must  have  dimensions  that  will 
save  shipping  costs  en  route  and  will 
fit  the  American  freight  car.  Heaven 
assist  the  designer  who  must  design 
to  fit  the  Continental  goods  van! 

The  American  is  perhaps  the  fussi- 
est customer  In  the  world  on  buying 
a  car.  First,  he  has  had  one  before 
and  knows  verir  definitely  what  he 
does  not  want.  He  does  not  ii^nt  t^ 
shift  gears  and  hb  does  not  want 
noise  and  fie  does  want  good  looks. 

He  wants  easy  riding  but  he  also 
wants  to  be  able  to  put  seven  In  the 
back  seat  and  five  in  the  front  and  a 
few  more  on  the  running  boards  and 
still  not  break  a  spring. 

He  wants  to  say  that  "she  will  do 


/(rsdients  an4  m^an  effective  pr^- 
sures  are  an  o|>en  book,  and  one  4Us-. 
cusses  them  over  the  alloy  fence  om-^ 
Sunday  morning  aa  the  ladles  do  the 
vlltage  scandals  on  Mbnday.

Nor  Is  the  common  talk  llmUe4  to 
the  design.  The  Amerfban  reallsee 
the  importance  of  that  magic  word 
production,  and  Is  proud  if  his  car  has 
a  body  which  is  made,  enamelled, 
baked,  finished  and  upholstered  In 
twenty  minutes  thirty  seconds.  He  Is 
none  the  less  a  stickler  for  a  good  Job, 
but  he  knows  that  stsndardization  of 
process-  gives  him  in  the  end  a  much 
iMtter  job  than  hand  work. 

Standanllsatioii 

It  la  Oils  standardization  which 
quantity  production  has  made  impera- 
tive, that  has  given  American  cars 
greater  accuracy  than  those  of  any 
other  nation,  accuracy  of  material 
beyond  any  point  dreamed  of  abroad, 
and  of  dimension  so  that  any  pla' 
from  one  bin  will  fit  any  piston  ever 
made  out  of  that  factory  for  that 
model.  .  One,  can"  put  in  a  new  axle 
shaft  in  the  middle  of  the  desert  with 
no  fitting  to  do,  and  that,  as  I  know 
from  experience,  is  a  great  boon.

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It  Would  Pay  Canada— Some 
Aspects  of  Immigration 

By  J.  Obed  Smith,  Superintendent  of  Emi^ation  for  Canada  in 

Europe 


BYerythlnc  coaU  more,  and  emi- 
cratlon  propaganda  la  no  exception 
to  tha  rule.  It  will  eoat  Canada 
aevaral  tlmca  more  per  bead  for  her 
new  setUera  than  It  did  before  the 
war,  but  if  each  ope  coat  fifty  tlmea 
mere.  It  would  atiU  pay  Canada  to  do 
U. 

To  Induce  me»  Brltiah  people  to 
emigrate  to  Canada  financial  aid  ia 
needed  in  many  caaea,  because  the 
war  haa  destroyed  the  aavinga  of  so 
many  of  them.  The  compulsory 
Military  Service  Act  In  the  British 
Isles  practically  brought  every  fit  man 
into  the  army;  hia  famUy  lived  on  hia 
aavings  (if  he  had  any)  plus  the  sepa- 
ration allowance  for  the  family,  which 
ceaaed  on  demobiUxation.  The  cost 
of  Uvins  mounted  to  160  per*  cent 
above  pre-war  rates;  waves  did  not. 
The  cost  of  ocean  and  rail  transport 
has  become  largely  prohibitory  for 
domeatioa  and  other  working  classes, 
and  these  wa  the  claases  most  wanted 
in  Canada. 

The  majority  of  those  going  abroad 
in  their  thousands  during  the  past 
twelve  months  have  been  able — and, 
indeed,  obliged — to  take  advantage 
of  the  Imperial  Oovernment  war  «i't 
of  free  transportation  to  a  port  of 
landing  in  Canada,  but  this  ends  with 
the  end  of  1920.  and  then  what? 

If  a  new  aettler  is  worth  five  or  six 
thousand  dollars  to  any  new  country, 
it  is  a  reasonable  and  cheap  proposi- 
tion to  get  him  (her.  or  them)  by 
making  an  advance  of  the  whole  or 
part  of  the  cost  of  transportation. 
Without  that  assistance  from  some- 
one or  from  somewhere  these  classes 
cannot  be  secured  in  the  numbers 
needed,  and  Canada  really  needs  ten 
times  what  she  Is  now  getting  to  fill 
_het  vacant   spacea 


Apart  from  their  value  as  Bmpire 
builders,  the  return  on  the  outlay 
is  Immediate,  and  begins  on  the  day 
the  immigrant  lands,  when  he  or  she 
begins  to  consume  Canada's  -pro- 
ducts. * 

.  The  Times  Book  of  Canada,  lust 
{published,  states:  "Canada's  great 
period  of  expansion  from  1903  to 
1914.^  was  associated  with  three  fac- 
toi;a:  (1)  The  exhaustion  of  free 
lands  In  the  United  States;  (2)  a  tide 
of  immigration  that  brought  in  some 
3,000,000  people;  (>)  the  new  readi- 
ness of  the  London  money  market  to 
lend  great  sums  of  money  for  the 
building  of  railways,  the  development 
of  Canadian  Industries,  and  the  equlp- 
ipent  of  the  new  towns  that  sprang  up 
throughout  the  Western  -  Provinces, 
fhe  first  of  these  factors  certainly 
oontributed  larj^ely  to  the  increased 
volume  of  immigration,  and  this  In- 
orease  made  large  borrowings  at  once 
hecesAiry  and  possible.  * 

Canatfa  can  make  it  worth  while 
to  live  there.  It  will  pay  her  to  do 
so.  T)\ere  is  no  royal  road  to  success 
In  any  branch  of  farming  in  Canada. 
There  can  be  no  compulsion  on  any 
class,  or  members  of  any  class,  to 
stay  on  the  land  and  work  it.  Tou 
cannot  chafrv  a.  worker  to  the  plow,  or 
nnll  to  ;the  kitchen  floor  the  shoes  of 


the  kitchenmaid.  If  Ule  work  b« 
available,  be  made  interesting  and 
worth  while,  there  will  l>e  no  lack  of 
■r.itable  workers,  because  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand  neve^  falls  K 
there  be  freedom  of  action  on  both 
sides. 

Inducements  that  seemed  saperior 
hare  in  the  past  drawn  to  the  TJdited 
States  millions  of  Canadians.  They 
saw  a  beckoning  hand  somewhere 
"South  of  the  Line,"  and  we  need  the 
same  sort  of  hand  stretched  out  in 
Canada,  beckoning  to'thos^  in  the  Old 
Land,  who  prefer  to  remain  under 
the  Union  Jack.  Liet  me  hope  that 
the  Government  of  panada  .  will  be 
authorized  by  the  Canadian  people  to 
make  the  necessary  expei^lUire,  at 
home  as  welt  as  abroad. 

What  is  a  vote  of  two  or  three 
million  dollars  for  an  immigration 
and  colonisation  propaganda  ^o  a 
country  so  vast  as  Canada?  Twenty- 
five  millions  Is  not  too  much  for  the 
needs  of  the  greatest  money-getting 
proposition  Canada  has  in  sight  today. 
Even  E^gyptiana  could  not  make  bricks 
without   straw. 

Bconomic  and  industrial  conditions 
in  the  British  Isles  are  not  improving. 
There  are  signs  that  unemployment 
will  occur  in  some  trades,  and  as  no 
man  improves  by  being  out  of  work 
the  time  to  help  him  Is  not  when 
unemployment  has  sapped  )ils  enerinr 
and  spirit,  but  rather  the  immediate 
present.  Canada  wants  real  workers 
for  her  development.  These  workers 
can  find  ready  occupation,  and  their 
advent  means  more  and  more  develop- 
ment, agriculturally  and  industrially. 
U  would  pay  Canada  to  do  it  now. 

There  should  be  control  of  the  ad- 
vertising of  wild-cat  real  estate 
schemes,  and   prevention        of  _      sales 


outside  Canada  of  town  lots  of  ficti- 
tious and  infiated  values.  Canada 
has  l<^st  much  credit  overseas  by  per- 
mitting such  schemes  to  fructify,  and 
it  will  take  years  to  undo  the  damage 
to  Canadian  interests  that  results  from 
the  disappointment  and  disgust  of 
thousands  who  were  induced^  to  buy 
town  lots  miles  from  nowhere,  •  an«Y 
utterly  valueless  today.  Thcf  Assess- 
ment rolls  of  many  towns  and  villages 
tell  the  Ule.  Prevent  "wild-catting" 
in  Canadian  lands,  at  feast  outside  the 
Dominion.     It  will  pay  Canada. 

No  now  country  can  develop  its 
natural  resorces  without  armies  o( 
unskilled  workers.  If  Canada  can- 
not get  all  these  of  British  stock  she 
must  turn  to  her  Allies  and  neutral 
nations,  and  men  who  are  carefully 
selected  will  work,  and,  if  properly 
guided,  will  qualify  to  become  Cana- 
dian citizens.'  Those  who  study  the 
question  know  that  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  Canadian  families  have  rich 
foreign  blood  in  their  veins,  and  there 
are  more  serious  conditions  to  be 
guarded  against  than  the  advent  of 
"foreign  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers 
of  water,"  for  work  which  British 
people  cannot,  or  will  not,  undertake. 

Canada  must  fulfil  her  destiny  as 
a  nation  within  the  British  Bmpire 
by  developing  much   more  raaidly  in 
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Bf  Afftmtmtmt

A  truly  Canadian  Prcxiuet 
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the  future  than  she  has  in  the  past 
her  wonderful  natural  resorces.  Only 
by  immigration  on  a  large  scale  can 
she  do  it.  It  will  pay  Canada  to  do 
it. 

This  developing  energy  will  not  be 
limited  to  British-born  stock,  because 
It  is  the  foreign  immigrant  who  is 
able  and  willing  to  do  the  dteagree- 
able  and  even  unhealthy  work,  and 
very  largely  the  men  for  haaardous 
occupations   underground. 

The  stock  of  the  immigrants  has 
not  been  poor,  but  the  tmmlgTsnts 
themselves  have  often  been  neglected 
by  the  public,  and  sometimes  prove 
a  danger  instead  of  an  asset,  until  the 
public  change  their  policy  towards 
them.  Make  the  immigrant,  British 
or  foreign,  sc  good  Canadian  citizen, 
or  do  not  admit  him  at  all. 

There  is  no  need  to  gibe  at  the 
foreigner  within  the  gates.  There  is 
no  quality  that  adds  to  the  dignity  of 
manhood  really  wanting  in  that  class 
ol^  immigrant.  These  people  of  other 
blood  have  phytlcal  courage,  patience, 
self-sacrifice,  thrift,  filial  affection, 
obediences  aiDbttton,  love  of  personal 
liberty,  and  a  longing  for  freedom  of 
spirit  afid  religion.  The  guiding  of 
these  sentiments,  which  belong  to  all 
classes,  Canada  cannot  afford  to  dis- 
regard, and  it  should  be  a  part  of  the 
public  duty  of  every  Canadian. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  farmers  and 
farm  workers  in  Canada  came  from 
Europe  during  the  past  twenty  years, 
and  90  per  cent  of  the  labor  to  build 
Caoadian  railways  cafne  from  the 
European  Continent.  These  figures 
are  sufficient  to  give  Canadians  much 
thought. 

Because  the  quality  of  the  British 
emigrant  has  so  muc^  improved,  the 
conditions  of  travel  by  sea  should  be 
as  generous  as  possible.  It  might  be 
well  if  sympathetic  and  skilled  ad- 
visers traveled  the  ocean  witlT  them. 
So  many  leave  these  sh6res  wit'h  noth- 
ing more  than  a  cursory  idea  of  what 
ig  in  front  of  them.  They  Are  great 
venturesome  souls,  like  those  who 
generations  ago  made  Canada  what 
she  is  today.  They  need  sympathetic 
guiding,  at  least  as  much  as  i^  Cana- 
dian would  need  were  he  leaving 
Cftnada  to  make  a  home  for  himself 
In  some  other  land. 

Conditions  of  railway  travel  in 
Canada  are  not  always  what  one 
would  like  them  to  be,  and  have  not 
Kept  pace  with  the  improved  charac- 
•  ter  of  the  people,  whose  '  finances 
oblige  them  to  use  the  cbeaj^t  cljiss 
of  travels  There  ought  to  be  a  porter 
in  charge  of  «very  colonist  car,  be- 
cause on  such  a  Journey  the  qualities 
of  human  nature  are  seen  in  full  play. 
One  sees  the  advantage  attaching  to 
any  special  coach  under  the  control 
of  such  an  ofllcial.  Would  it  be  too 
great  a  strain  on  the  financial  fabric 
to  provide  something  that  would  tend 
to  relieve  the  long  Journeys  of  tired, 
and  perhaps  dirty,  immigrants?  Those 
who  fan  to  appreciate  this  point 
should  spend  two  or  three  nights  in  a 
colonist  car,  and  they  would  realize  it 
was  a  poor  sort  of  introduction  for 
those  we  Invited  to  come  to  Canada. 
The  system  of  giving  free  land  in 
Canada  was  a  trump  card  wilh  the 
land  hungry.  It  is  possible  to  get 
free  land  today,  but  it  is  mostly  some 
distance  from  a  railway  track.  The 
policy  of  building  gigantic  lines  of 
railway  resulted  in  widespread  and 
sparse  settlements.  That  system  has 
not  proved  the  best,  nor  did  the  sys- 
tem of  homesfeading,  which  never 
provided  for  social  intercourse  and 
close  settlement  of  the  agricultural 
classes. 

Instead  of  wonderful  and  long  lines 
of  railway,  many  branches  were 
needed,  and  very  manj^  of  them  are 
needed  today.  If  that  policy  had  been 
adopted,  one-halt  the  great  West 
would  now  have  been  cloitely  settled, 
and  the  other  half  yet  available  for 
new  people.  The  principle  of  oblig- 
ing each  settler  to  live  miles  away 
from  his  fellow  on  his  own  home- 
stead, instead  of  giving  each  settler 
a  couple  of  acres  for  his  home  at  the 
cross  roads  in  each  township,  has  al- 
ways been  a  mistake.  .The  rectifica- 
tion of  that  error  would  remove  a 
prolific  cause  of  terrible  isolation,  and 
lack  of  community  between  old  and 
new  settlers,  and  WouM  bring  'down 
upon  the  Parliament  of  Canada  the 
blessings  of  the  present  and  the  future 
generations  yet  unborn. 

"Build  up  tjie  vacant  spaces"  Is 
an  escsllent  slogan.  And  this  is  a 
good  way-  It  would  pay  Canada  to 
do  it. 

It  is  not  permitted  to  me  to  dis- 
cosa  the  political  result  of  the  Ameri- 
can 'emigrstlon  moTcment,  but  It  is 
clear  as  sunlight  that  the  American 
farmer*  comes  to  Canada  because  our 
agricultural  dollar  is  bigger  than  hia 
But  why  not  make  it  easy  for  Cana- 
dians to  take  up  their  own'  birthright, 
seeing  the  time  is  at  hand  when 
wheat  production  in  the  Tfnited 
States  must  decline?  Because  Canada 
has  ample  land  areas  from  which  to 
provide  the  world  with  foodstuffs, 
thst  is  good  reason  why  Canadians 
should  net  stand  aside  an4  let  pass 
by  the  chance  of  being  producers,  in- 
stead-of  Importers  of  American  goods 
to  the  great  value  she  pays  tedsy. 
Wheat  will  alwsys  buy  Imported 
goods. 

Canada  has  resources,  bat  she 
wants  her  sons  (and  others)  to  de- 
velop them  far  Canada's  own  sake, 
apd  not  to  give  up  too  readily  bar 
own  birthright.  One  knows  the  v*tu« 
of  American  farmers,  bat  It  would  be 
better  to  have  these  resoorces  made 
profitable  for  Caaadtana  %No  one  can 
forget  that  tb«  United  SUtes  does  not 
give  Canada  very«mach  for  nothing. 
Canada  ought  diligently  to  seek  the 
deairahle  seUler  and  help  him.  It 
Is'  net  trae  thst  tha  poor  man  if  an- 
trorthy  or  warthlcas;  oa  the  contrary, 
mea  with  capital  are  useful  it  thay 
aae  their  money  In  the  proper  way. 
hat  ^  hundred  poor  men  who  can 
•orft  are  haUcr  for  Caaada  t^aa  aay 


imported  miflionaire.  No  aMn  should 
be  prevented  from  "doing  his  bit"  in 
Canada  because  he  has  not  the  price 
of  his  transportation.  The  Canadian 
people  need  to  get  hold  of  this  Idea 
that  the  workers — men  and  women — 
are  what  Canada  really  needs,  and 
she  should  be  wiUlng  to  pay  to  get 
them.  '    •  ^ 

A  man  will  stick  ■  and  stay  any- 
where his  womenfolk  want  him  to 
stick.  Those  who  can  and  will  help 
to  settle  a  man  with  a  family  ought 
to.  realize  that  very  important  truth. 
The  splendid  women's  organisations,  in 
CanadiV  should  be  encouraged  to  con- 
tinue and  develop  their,  good  wofk 
for  the  benefit  of  women,  especially 
the  newcomer.  They  who  make 
them  welcome,  let  them  help  new- 
comers to  found  a '  new  home  and 
raise  a  family  to  the  honor  of  them- 
selves and  of  Canada.  The  National 
Council  of  Women  of  Canada  embraces 
practically  every  association  of 
women,  and  in  the  immigration  field 
there  is  opportunity  unlimited  to  do 
good  service  that  will  ulace  the  new- 


comers  forever  in  the  debt  or  the 
people  of  Canada.  Oive  the  women 
a  chance  and  then  see  their  menfolk 
quickly  realise  that  In  Canada  men 
have  a  mighty  respect  for  the  other 
sex. 

So  long  as  a  partially  disabled  ex- 
Service  man  from  overseas  is  not  tak- 
ing the '  place  of  a  Capsdian  ex-Ser* 
vice  man,  give  Tommy  Atkins  a 
chance  to  show  what  he  can  do  In  a 
new  land.  He  was  maimed  in  a  great 
cause. 

The  exchange  of  visits  by  school 
teachers  in  Canada  with  similar 
teachers  oversea  has  produced  better 
results  than  the  originators  ever  hop- 
ed.  Those  from  Canada,  being  Cana- 
dian, ,  cannot  help  telling  #hat  they 
know,  and  those  from  oversea  come 
back  from  Canada  laden  with  news  of 
a  great  land   of  opportunity. 

Children  are  under  the  coi\trol  of 
teachers  more  waking  hours  In  a  day 
than  they  are  "with  their  parents,  and 
the  best  of  teachers  should  be  encour- 
aged to  lead  the  foreign  child  as  well 
as  the  Canadian  born.  It  will  pay 
Canada.  ^ 

Qive  all  newcomers  some  good 
literature  and  papers  Immediately  on 
arrival.  See  that  they  get  it  continu- 
ally. Let  them  read  and  "think 
Caiiadlan,"  and  teach  them  "A  Cana- 
dian's  Creed,"    by    Margaret   Baync's: 

"I  believe  that  a  citizen  of  Canada 
belongs  to  a  countl^r  whose  explorers, 
fouiiders,  pioneers,  and  makers  Are  as 
noble  as  any  race  in  all  history. 

"I  desire  to  be  a  true  Canadian,  to 
be  a  maker,  however  humble,  of  this 
great  Commonwealth,  and  to  con- 
tribute whatever  of  good  I  may  bring 
from  my  homeland. 

"To  perform  adequately  whatever 
tasks  the  needs  of  this  new  country 
may  Impose  upon  me,  I  pray  that  the 
lust  for  labor  and  the  gift  of  growth 
may   be   mine."

Freed  from  other  elements,  oxygen 
has  long  been  known  to  aid  combus- 
tion and  to  maintain  life.  Animals 
which  would  die  In  ordinary  air  live 
long  when  shut  up  in  giidis  vessels 
and  given  oxygen  to  breathe;  and 
human  beings  have  been  kept  alive, 
when  desperately  ill.  by  breathing  the 
precious  gas.  Now  Professor  Bareroft 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  animals 
in  the  vessel.  He  has  been  shutting 
himself  up  in  a  glass  chamber,  to 
which  oxygen,  forming  about  one- 
half  of  the  air,  could  be  admitted. 
There  he  stayed  for  six  days  and 
nights,  pedalling  the  back  wheel  of  a 
fixed  bicycle,  writing  notes  on  his  con- 
dition, eating,  sleeping,  drinking.  The 
air  pressure  was  so  manipulated  as 
to  represent  what  the  airman  breathes 
when  16,000  feet  up,  and  Mr.  Bar- 
croft  has  been  able  to  ascertain  how 
much  ^dded  oxygen  the  flying  man 
must. carry  to  make  life  safe  at  such 
a  height.  But  that  Is  not  the  only 
thing  h^.has  achieved.  By  the  aid  of 
oxygen  bVeathed  in  one  of  these  glass 
chambers,  gamed  soldiers  can  be 
cured  of  their  frightful  tnjuriee.  The 
victim  lives  for  10«ut  of  24  hours  for 
five  days  In  the  chamber,  breathing 
air  which  is  from  40  to, 60  per  cent 
oxygen,  and  the  result  Is'  that  he  be- 
comes cured.  Thousands  of  soldiers, 
marred  by  the  villainy  of  the  German 
gas.  have  been  chronic  inval^,  hut 
they  can  all  now  be  cured. 

Arlttolal  Wool 

There  is  (Considerable  interest  In 
Oermaffy  In  a  patent  recently  taken 
out  on  a  process  for  the  manufacture 
of  artificial  wool.  In  principle,  the 
process  consists  of  compressing  wool 
scraps  which  cannot  be  otherwise 
utilised — shreds,  ends,  short  fibres, 
washing  wastes,  etc. — and  soaking 
them  in  a  viscous  solution  of  eellulooa 
of  one  of  Its  compounds  with  a  small 
percentage  of  glue;  the  product  thus 
obtained  Is  cut  into  thin  sheets  and 
strips,  which  can  be  treated  after  the

The  addition  of  various 
other  compounds  gives  l|.  the  neces- 
sary flexibility.

«me  I  disvussel  the  question  with 
r.  t«ngley.  The  letter  written  i>y 
Mr.  Langley  and  recently  appoarintr 
in  Victoria  newspapers,  does  not  say 
th*  contrary.  In  his  letter  Mr. 
Lantley  deals  along  with  ttf*  ques- 
tion of  the  political  interests  of  the 
Oiivemment,  he  does  not  mention  the 
public  interest,  and  I  quite  sympa- 
thise with  the  view  which  he  ex- 
presses. I  remained  in  office  some' 
fifteen  motnhs  following  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  system  of  public  li- 
quor shop^,  and  In  that  time  I  real- 
ised that  the  welfare  of  the  Oorern- 
ment was  being  adversely  affected 
from  a  political  standpoint.  For  in- 
stance, a  farmer  bought  bottles  of 
beer  in'  a  public  shop,  and  on  ih« 
road  home  he  drank  beer  (contrary 
to  kiw;  the  Act  prohibited  drinking 
on  a  public  road,)  and  tossed  the 
fmpty  bottlsa  by  the  roadside;  an 
evidence  of  Scott's  boosorium.  Kvry 
intoxicated  person  in  the  Prorineo 
became  a  product  of  Scott's  law, 
ultd  unfortunately  there  were  per- 
sona who  becamq  intoxicated  under 
our  Afit,  Just  as  there  are  persons 
who  become  intoxicated  under  bone- 
dry  prohibition.  An  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment does  not  change  human  nature. 
On  the  day  before  Christmas.  191B, 
In  front  of  the  public  shop  in  Re- 
glna.  there  was  a  line  of  waiting  peo- 
ple strung  along  the  street  like  be- 
fore a  soup  kltckan.  I  think  every 
Prohibitionist  In  Regirta  went  down 
to  take  a  look  at  the  rushing  busi- 
ivese  of  "Scott's  drunk  factory!"  I 
viewed  the  waiting  line  myXelf.  It 
seemed  to  escape  the  obaarvatloA  of 
most  persoha  that  this  one  Ipubllc 
■hop  was  doing  the  busiae*  which  a 
y<ear  earlier  had  been  done  by  per- 
haps one  hundred  or  more  licensed 
bar*.  There  were  only  a  score  or 
so  of  public  shops  In  the  whole  Prov- 
ince, whereas  the  retail  liceaaaa  had 
numbered  hundreds.  And  lat  m*  say 
that  the  public  shop  was  dolnjr  the 
business  which  uad«r  bone-dry  Pro- 
hibition Is  done  by  bootl^rters.  But 
these  facts  were  not  remembered  by 
many,  in  consequence  of  whloh  the 
ehopa  were  not  making  vote*  for  the 
Scott  Government.  So  I  am  not  aur- 
prlsed  at  Hon.  Mr.  Langtey's  dislike 
for  Government  control,  but  should 
be  vAry  greatly  surprised  to  hear  that 
Mr.  lAngley  or  any  of  my  form*r  col- 
leagues hold  th*  vl«w  that  Govern, 
meat  control  is  not  vastly  more  con- 
duelv*  to  temporance  than  is  th* 
bone-dry  law.

"I  wsa  at  Regina  In  June.  l»ll, 
when  bone.<dry  Prohibition  was  In 
ferce,        Attoroer-Oenersl        Turgeon 


said  to  me,  "  you  reeall  that  during 
the  first  y«ar  of  oar  Banilh-the- 
Bar  law  with  public  shops,  we  boast- 
ed that  we  had  to  close  our  Jails: 
there  were  no  occupanU.  We  haaw 
ceased  boasting.  Under  toul  Prolil- 
bltlon  our  Jails  ar*  all  overcrowded 
— Oiled  to  the  roof  wltS  booUeggen 
—40  ereU  flUed  that  their,  legs  ar* 
almost  sticking  out  the  windows — for 
e*»ry  on*  of  them  that  w*  catch,  two 
new  ones  seem  to  come  Into  being." 
''On  the  same  visit  I  called  to  ae^ 
Police  Magistrate  Heffernan.  a  very 
old  friend  of  mine.  On  his  table 
war*  two  bqttles  of  alleged  whiskey, 
pSiTt  of  a  selxur*.  By  and  by  Mr. 
Heffernan  Invited  me  to  smell  the 
stuff.  I  went  to  the  table  and  was 
proceeding  to  put  my  tongue  to  a 
bottle.  He  fairly  yelled  to  me  to  be- 
ware, and.  he  told  m*  that  one  bottle 
sufficient  to  poison  several  men. 
worst  of  the  bootlegger's 
traffic;  on*  pays  perhaps  fifteen  dol- 
lars for  a  bottle,  then  one  must  re- 
pair to  a  physician  and  pa  yone  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  for  a  new 
stomach  lining.  Tha  Government 
shop  pooseases  one  certain  virtue  et 
all  events-;-what  Is  sold  therein  Is 
real  llq6or,  not  concocted  chemicals. 
A  person  may  be  t>etter  without  li- 
quor, but  surely  if  one  must  dtink 
it  is  better  that  one  shall  drink  gen- 
uine liquor  and  not  the  vile  poison 
vended  by  the  illicit  trader." 
Arobdeacon  Lloyd's  Ytewpolnt 


Referring  again  to  the  adverse  ef- 
fect upon  the  Government'.^  political 
fortunes  that  was  being  produced  by 
the  public  liquor  stores.  Mr.  Scott 
alloded  to  a  report.,  which  he  had 
seen  published,  of  an  address  made 
in  "Vancouver  last  week  by.  *  Arch- 
deacon Lloyd,  of  Saalcatoon,  who  had 
said  if  Government  control  was  ap- 
proved by  British  Columbia  on  Octo- 
ber 20th.  this  Province  would  then 
posses  either  Oliver  drunk  factories 
or  Bowser  booteries.  "For  Archdea- 
con Lloyd  I  have  nothing  but  ht^ 
respect  and  exceedingly  friendly  feel- 
ings," said  Mr.  Scott;  "all  the  more, 
therefore,  do  I  regret  his  cheap  and 
illogical  sneer.  Archdeacon  Lloyd 
was  president  of  the  Temperance  Or- 
ganisation .of  Saskatchewan  In  1915, 
and  I  came  to  know  him  ii^timately. 
I  believe  htm  to  be  wlioUy  sincere 
in  his  advocacy  of  total  prohibition; 
he'ls  a  man  of  unusual  ability  and 
force  of  character.  But.  the  best  of 
men  fall  lnt6_  error;  even  the  man 
after  God's  own  heart,  ho  we  are 
told  in  the  Scriptures,  fell  into  griev- 
ous crime,  namely,  the  killing  of 
Uriah;  and  I  am  convinced  that 
Archdeacon  Lloyd  is  grievously 
wrong  in  his  view  that  total  prohibi- 
tion leads  to  temperance  more  than 
does  Government  cotnrol,  which  Sas- 
katchewan had  during  nearly  two 
years.    1916-1917." 

"Of  course,  there  Is  Government 
control,  and  Government  control.  In 
the  State  of  South  Carolina  a  sys- 
tem of  public  sale  of  liquors  was 
adopted  about  forty  years  ago,  and 
the  operation  was  distinctly  bad.  Be- 
fore the  Saskatchewan  Legislature 
met  In  1116,  to  consider  our  banlsh- 
the-bar  measure,  I  had  sent  Dr.  Oli- 
ver and  Mr.  J.  F.  Bole,  M.P.P.  for 
Regina,  to  South  Carolina  on  a  com- 
mission to,  perchance,  obtain  Infor- 
mation to  better  •mable  u*  to  make 
n  good  law.  Dr.  Oliver  at  the  time 
held  the  chair  in  the  University  of 
Saskatoon;  It  was  he  who  later 
started  the  Khaki  University  In 
France — a  particularly  keen  and 
capable  man.  The  report  which 
Messrs.  Oliver  and  Bole  brought  back 
of  rascalities  perpetrated  under  the 
dispensory  system  in  South  Caro- 
lina was  utmost  past  belief.  The 
cardinal  fault  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina law,  so  our  commissioners  found, 
was  divided  control.  In  our  law. 
therefore,  we  made  onC  man  com- 
pletely responsible;  we  placed  him 
beyond  political  or  any  other  inter- 
ference In  his  choice  of  staff,,  etc. 
This  man  held  the  title  of  liquor 
commissioner. 

Government  Control 

"To  the  objection  that  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Brttlsh  Columbia  might 
not  properly  sdminister  a  system  o| 
public  control,  I  would  answer  that.f 
In  a  democracy,  the  people  are  pre- 
sumed to  control  their  own  Gov- 
ernment. What  better  guarantee  have 
we  that  the  British  Columbia     Oov-

determine  whether  Prohibition  shall 
contlDue.^tb*  most  Infloontial  ele- 
ment on  ttl*  sld*  of  th*  bone-dry 
system  are  the  Illicit  traders  whoa* 
lucrative  business  would  be  end«d 
should  the  prohibitory  law  be  re- 
pealed. 

"I  am  free  to  say  that  I  should 
abolish  liquor  Immediately  and  for- 
ever, if  It  could  be  donov  Bpt  I 
am  convinced  that  It  cannot  be 
done.  One  reason  ia  that  whisky  is 
more  easily  and  simply  made  than 
is  almost  anything  else.  Ahy  tin- 
smith is  able  to  make  the  'still.'  and 
there  is  scarcely  a  product  of  the 
soil  from  which  whisky  cannot  be 
made — potatoes,  corn,  wheat,  indeed, 
any  and  every  known  grain  yields  al- 
cohol. Then  In  human  nature  there 
seems  to  be  a  natural  craving  for 
stimulants.  As  long  as  men  craye 
and  will  ,buy.  and  pay  enormous 
prices  for  whisky,  Just  so  long  wiU 
there  be  other  men  reaiLjr  to  talce 
#he  risk  of  fine,  or  even  imprison- 
ment, for  the  sakv  of  the  money  gain 
(resulting  by  means  of  unlawfully 
made  and  vended  whisky.  This  Is 
not  theory;  It  Is  a  fact  demonstrated 
in  practically  every  area  of  terri- 
tory where  total  prohibition  has  been 
or  Is  now  In  operation.  They  found 
it  so,  I  know,  in  Saskatchewan, 
while  bone-dry  law  prevailed,  their 
Jails  were  insufficient  to  hold  the 
bootleggers  who  were  daily  appre- 
hended, whereas,  during  the  nearly 
two  years  o^  ^Government  control,' 
the  Jail  population  dwindled  so  re- 
ma  rkably_thata  large^  Jail  at  Moos-^ 
am  in  (one  of  the  three  ProvincTjir 
jails  then  existing)  was  practically 
closed.

'  "One  of  the  sanest  and  best  tem- 
perance workers  whom  the  world 
has  produced  in  the  last  century  was 
Mr.  Whittaker,  a  member  of  Par- 
liament In  Sngland,  recently  de- 
ceased. Mr..  Whittaker  long  and 
ably  advocated  the  policy  of  Gov- 
ernment purchase  of  the  whole  li- 
quor business  in  the  British  Isles. 

Abstainer's  Viewpoint 

'IMy  own  opinion  In  favor  of  the 
system  of  public  shops  as  we  had 
these  in  Saskatchewan  I  know  to  l/e 
fully  shared  by  many  ardent  and 
lifelong  temperance  advocates,  aev- 
eral  clergymen  amongst  them,  men 
who  have  been,  a  long  time,  advo- 
catss  of  total  prohibition.  On*  of 
these  I  met,  going  into  the  Oka- 
nagan,  only  last  month,  in  the  per- 
son of  Mr.  William  Grayson,  bar- 
rister, of  Moose  Jaw.  A  total  ab- 
etainer  all  his  life,  always  a  worker 
for  total  prohibition,  and  a  consist- 
ent Methodist,  Mr.  Grayson  is  a  con- 
vert to  the  system  of  public  shops. 
He  is  a  person  of  standing  in  Moose 
Jaw;  has  been  chairman  of  the 
Moose  Jaw  public  school  board  ever 
since  Moose  Jaw  opened  Its  first 
school— ^n  1883  I  think —  th%  Mods* 
Jaw  schqol  was  number  one  of  the 
Northwest  Territories,  which  means 
that  it  H  the  oldest  school  district 
of  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  and 
William  Grayson  has  been  chairman 
of  the  board  during  all  the  thirty- 
seven  yeara  I  mention  the  fact  a* 
a  bit  of.  evidence  of  Mr.  Grayson's 
chanA:ter,  and  cf  the  reputation 
which  he  enjoys  among  his  fellows 
in  Moose  Jaw.  I  myself  had  the 
privilege  in  190C  of  offering  Mr. 
Grayson  a  seat  upon  the  Saskatche- 
wan bench,  an  offer  which  he  de- 
clined. The  opinion  of  such  a  man, 
in  favor  of  Government  control  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  is  entitled  to 
some  weight,  and  Mr.  Grayson  is  but 
one  of  scores  of  good  men  in  Sas- 
katchewan who  now  favor  public 
control,  including  a  number  of  cler- 
gymen, Presbyterian,  Methodist,  An- 
glican, and  Roman  C!athollc. 

More  DraakcnneBB 

"Others  stick  to  Psohlbition  as  the 
panacea.  A  trouble  with  many  ex- 
cellent people,  I  find.  Is  an  unthink- 
ing confidence  in  the  efficacy  of  the 
law.  I  have  in  mind  a  Regina  lady, 
perhaps  seventy-five  years  of  age, 
who  has  never  tasted  liquor  and  has 
always  Ardently  favored  its  total 
abolition.  I  went  to  see  this  lady 
also,  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit 
to  Regina  already  mentioned.  The 
subject  of  liquor  law  came  up.  I 
ventured  the  view  that  the  bone-dry 
law  then  in  force  was  pretty  harm- 
ful in  its  operation.  The  lady  held 
4ip  both  hands  In  horror.  For  one  to 
say  such  a  thing!  During  the  four 
years  I  hid  fathered  the  Banlnh- 
the-l|ar  Act  I  had  been  her  white- 
Jhalred  boy.  We  talked  the  subject 
over  a  little.  I  didn't  alter  her  opin- 
ion— I  didn't  expect  nor  hope  to  do 
so.  With  her,  liquor  was  alwa^rs 
bad,  ergo,  a  law  to  abolish  liquor 
was  always  good.  She  admitted  my 
assertion  that  more  drunkenness 
prevailed  under  bone-dry  law  than 
under  my  public  shop  system:  bi% 
to  her  this  was  no  proof  that  the 
tiystem  of  shops  was  right;  to  her 
it  merely  proved  that  men  charged 
with  administering  the  bone-dry  law 
were  falling  in  their  duty;  her  mind 
was  irrevocably  closed  to  the  Idea, 
that,  given  the  most  earnest  and  hon- 
est and  fearless  and  capable  admin- 
istration possible,  there  might  still 
be  bootleggers  and  drunkenness  un- 
der the  bone-dry  law..  As  I  have 
said,  law  does  not  alter  human  na- 
ture; does  not  abolish  appetite;  nor 
will  law  prevent  men  making  whisky 
and  selling  th*  stuff  as  long  ss  thars 
aK*  other  men  with  appetites  and 
with  money  to  satisfy  the  same.  But 
law  may  keep  the  Jails  filKftd  with 
bootleggers:  it  Wisy  make  lawbreak- 
ers of  hundreds  of  fairly  decent 
cltlMns;  It  may  foster  hypr*criay  to 
a  deplorable  degree,  while  st  th* 
saa*  tins*  It  Is  falling  te  promot* 
temp*rance.  and  lamentably  falUng 
to  fulfill  Its  alat.  which  la  .the  >  total 
prohibition  of  intoxicating  liquors."

Tou 
cannot  belldve  a  word  he  sayi.  But 
hla  use  of  emotlbnal  npeech,  and  hia 
fluency  often  rlsea  Into  eloquence. 
We  are  far  from  aaylnc  that  elo- 
iiuence  la  reatrlctsd  to  the  emotional 
temperament.  Were  we  to  eay  so  the 
alnvle  ease  of  John  Bright  would  be 
enouBh  to  refate  ua;  but  undoubtedly 
eloQuenee  and  even  oratory  are  fre- 
quent among:  the  emotional  and  In- 
frequsat  among  the  self-contained. 
The  emotional  orator  eaally  becomes 
a  demagogue. 

"In  action,  the  emotional  person  Is 
Impulsive.  Wanting  as  toe  Is  In  self- 
restraint  he  dose  not  wait  to  act  until 
he  has  balanced  the  advantages  and 
dlsadvantagen  of  action.  He  is  want- 
ing in  circumspection  and  delibera- 
tion. The  path  from  feeling  to  action 
Is  short  circuited.  As  tbe  emotional 
can  not  bear  pain  without  a  struggle 
to  relieve  it.  They  cannot  wait.  Ac- 
custoitied  to  express  their  emotion  as 
soon  as  it  is  felt,  they  must  eipreas  It 
so  in  action  as  well  as  In  words,  If  It 
in  susceptible  of  expression  In  action. 
Thsy  want  results  at  once,  and  they 
think  that,  even  lidhe  most  compli- 
cated affairs,  results  may  be  attained 
immediately.  They  rush  dlreet  to 
their  goal,  not  recognising  that  in 
oemitlicatpd  affairs,  and  especially  in 
social  affairs,  direct  action  is  usually 
ths  direct  route  to  failure.  They  are 
tea  Impatient  to  think  out  in  dstall 
an  elaborate  scheme,  requiring  time 
te  brIAg  It  to  maturity,  and  needing 
scrupulous  attention  to  detail  to  In- 
sure Its  success,  so  they  rush  at  some 
rnidS  project,  snd  are  content  to  take 
credit  for  good  intentions,  aad  to  lay 
ths  blame  or  failure  upon  those  who 
have  to  execute  an  impossible  task." 


"Emotional  people  act  upon  Im- 
pulse. This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  their  action  is  sudden  or 
abrupt.  The  mark  of  impulsive  action 
Is  not  suddenness  or  abruptness,  but 
want  of  due  estimation  of  the  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages  of  tbe  act. 
The  emotional  person  is  impatient. 
I  His  emotion  burns  to  express  itself  In 
action.  He  is  long  accustomed  to  l^t 
his  emotion  boil  ever  in  action,  and 
he  can  not  wait  to  consider,  so  his  ac- 
tion is  immediate  and  direct.  .  .  .  The 
emotional  person  Is,  in  fact,  very  gen- 
erally out  of  his  depth.  With  a  light 
heart  and  an  Ignorance  of  conse- 
quences he  lets  loose  forces  that,  he 
cannot  control  or  direct  He  launches 
crude  and  undigested  schemes  that 
produce  all  kinds  of  results  except 
that  which  he  Intended.  The  most 
dangsrous  person  in  the  world,  the 
fertile  source  of  Incalculable  and  In- 
numerable misohiefs,  disasters  and 
Injustices,  is  the  well-intentioned  en- 
thusiast who  is  also  an  emotional  per- 
son." 

If  your  readers  will  read  the 
pamphlets  of  the  Prohibition  party, 
and  their  advertisements,  the  argu- 
ments their  followers  advance,  and 
the  sweeping  statements  they  maM%. 
with  an  absolute  ignoring  of  facts 
which  stare  them  in  the  face,  they 
cannot  help  but  conclude  how  well 
the  above  remarks  of  ths  English 
physioian  apply  to  the  Prohibition 
party. 

Habits  of  a  lifetlms.  which  Have  been 
embodied  for  centurlss  In  the  social 
life  of  one  thousand  million  people 
are  to  be  changed  merely  by  the  pass- 
ing of  a  l*w;  apparently  so  long  aa 
the  law  exists,  It  doss  not  matter  how 
many  people  are  killed  as  a  conse- 
quence, either  through  becoming  ad- 
diots  to  dope  or  drinkinjr  poisonous 
liquors.  A  lady  who  rang  me  up 
on  the  night  of  the  «th,  but  did  not 
give  her  name,  when  I  mentioned  the 
dangers  of  men  taking  poisonous  dope, 
said  calmly,  "Why.  we  will  make  a 
law  against  It."  and  she  actually  be- 
lieved that  \hat  would  be  sufficient. 
Education  in  temperance  has  been 
going  on  for  many  years  now.  and  has 
been   having  good   resalts,    though   it 


may  be  slow  but  sure  ones,  but,  in 
their  impatience,  this  is  not  fast 
enough,  so  they  rush  to  knock  the 
corneratone  of  British  conirtltuUonal 
government  out  ..of  Its  foundation — 
Liberty  of  the  subject — and  blame  the 
Government,  the  police,  the  Judges, 
the  magistrates  because  they  found 
they  could  not  enforce  an  impossible 
.^w.  They  blame  everybody  bftttliem- 
selves.  Self-reliance  and  the.  build- 
ing up  of  character  in  the  young 
have  been  the         fundamental 

principles  upon  which  the 

British  race  have  been  trained 
and  built  up,  with  results  whioh  speak 
for  themselves,  but  all  this  Is  to  be 
changed  so  that  a  set  of  men.  financed 
from  outside  as  well  as  local  sub- 
scriptions, may  dictate  to  an  unorgan- 
ised majority  what  they  shall  eat  and 
drink. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  appeal  to  the 
Women's  Canadian  Club,  and  the 
^various  other  women's  organisations, 
which  a  few  months  ago  supported  a 
resolution  against  the  giving  of  the 
franchise  to  the  Japanese  on  the 
ground  of  the  preservation  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  Ideals.  If  ever  there  was  a 
necessity  to  fight  hard  for  the  preser- 
vation of  Anglo-Saxon-  Ideals — the 
foundation  of  which  is  the  liberty  of 
the  subject — it  Is  the  present,  and  I 
look  to  them  to  show  their  consistency 
by  resisting,  with  all  their  power  and 
votes  at  the  coming  plebiscite,  this 
attempt  to  foist  a  law  on  the  people 
which  is  the  legation  of  all  Anglo- 
Saxon  ideals.

Tiie  ^rohlMtiqp  Question 

Sir. — "The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is 
like  unto  the  leaven  a  woman  hid  in  a 
measure  of  meal."  When  I  attended 
Mrs.  Pankhurst's  meeting  on  Tuesday 
night  it  seemed  to  me  that  at  last  the 
leaven  had  begun  to  work.  One  terse 
remark  she  made  was:  "What  Is 
wrong  for  the  individual  is  wrong  for 
the  nation." 

The  great  world  of  politics  has  al- 
ways been,  and  is  still,  very  mysterious 
to  us  women.  \^e  heard  the  terms, 
"the  party,"  "the  platform,"  but  they 
were  only  terms.  They  didn't  touch 
our  lives.  We  hsd  no  votes,  but  now 
the  bsllot  is  ours,  and  a  great  issue 
is  at  hand,  which  does  touch  our  lives, 
our  homes  and  our  children. 

I  once  ^ead  in  a  magazine  how  a 
great  prairie  fire  swept  over  a  little 
western  town.  One  could  almost  see 
the  town  on  that  Summer  morning, 
perfeo|)y  unsuspicious,  the  women  at 
market,  or  busy  at  their  household 
tasks,  the     children     la     school,  the 


babies  bathed  and  asleep.  A  oleud 
appeared  on  tbe  distant  horisod. 
What  was  it?  They  watched  It  com- 
ing nearer.  Was  it  storm?  dust?  fire? 
It  was  fire,  and  the  streets  echoed 
with  the  cry  for  the  children.  Where 
are  they?  Save  the  children,  nothing 
else  matters — houses,  ohlna,  silver, 
rugs,  all  rubbish.  But  the  children! 
Betty  with  her  brown  curls,  Tom  with 
bis  freckled  nose,  and  torn  knees,  the 
baby  Innocently  asleep;  save  them, 
somehow,  anyhow,  from  the  breath  of 
the  hot  and  terrible  foe. 

When  the  mothers  of  Victoria  feel 
as  those  prairie  women  did,  we- shall 
use  our  ballots  to  save  our  children 
from  the  curse  of  whisky. 

Two  thousand  years  ago,  the  Angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Joseph  and 
Mary  and  said:  "Arise,  take  the 
ydung  child  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and 
stay  there  till  I  bring  thee  word,  for 
Herod  will  seek  the  youns  child  to 
destroy  HInk."  In  the  fullness  of  Ume 
the  angel  again  bade  Joeeph  take  the 
young  child  home,  for  "they  are  dead 
that  seek  the  young  child's  life."  And 
how  our  Saviour  loved  the  children! 
Of  them  He  said,  "Forbid  them  not, 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 

All  down  through  the  a«es,  Christ- 
love  and  mother-love  has  pled  for  the 
children.  When  EllAheth  Barrett  ' 
Browning  pled  for  the  children  of  the 
English  mines,  and  saved  them,  there 
were  plenty  of  voices  to  call  her  "hys- 
terical." A  Quakeress,  ths  mother  of 
ten  children,  bdgged  for  the  women 
and  children  of  the  jails  and  the  jails 
were  changed.  X  New  England 
mother,  deep  In  kitchen  and  nursery 
cares,  burst  forih  with  a  cry  against 
slavery  and  It  was  abolished.  It  was  a 
few  "hysterical"  women  who  sang 
hymns  before  a  saloon  door  In  the 
Middle  West,  and  Prohibition  was 
born.

Our 
mothers  did  not  have  the  ballot  All 
thsy  could  do  was  to  hide  the  leaven 
in  the  maaouhne  meal,  and  aa  Mrs. 
Pankl\urst  said,  year  after  year  thsy 
wsrs  dlsappohitsd,  but  we  women  of 
ItSO  have  the  ballot  in  our  h^nds,  and 
for  us  there  Is  no  turning  back.  It  is 
our  business  supremely  and  primarily 
to  know  why  there  Is  liquor  or  no 
liqaor  in  this  city  and  Province. 

Prohibition  to  you  or  to  me  may 
mean  the  trouble  the  Smiths  had 
with  that  fine  oldest  son  of  theirs,  or 
It  may  mean  some  dim  memory  of  a 
child's  fright  whsn  Uncle  Tom  came 
home  one  night,  but  these  domestic 
msmorles,  Insignificant  though  they 
seem,  are  enough  to  ^make  our  voices 
flrm,  and  our  cross  on  our  baliota  for 
straight  Prohibition  on  the  comlag 
20th  of  October. 

Women  of  Victoria,  we  stand  l>e- 
tween  the  old  dark  days  when  our 
mothers  wsffsd  a  bloodless  battle  for 
the  children  thsy  had  borne,  pleading 
for  Justice,  for  education,  for  shelter, 
never  pausing  even  whsn  their  hsai^ 
were  sick  and  their  jrtrength  tailed.

NEW  YORK.  Oct.  9.— An  after- 
m^th  of  the  war  nhowing  the  cun- 
nipt  and  reMOurcefulness  of  the  Oer- 
m4na,  was  revealed  when  the  Peru* 
vUm  ateamahlp  Eten,  formerly  the  In- 
ttrned  Gefman^hlp  Rajha  Kootla.  ar- 
rived here  from  Cape  Town,  South 
Amca,   recently. 

Several  days  before  the  vessel  ar- 
rived a  complete  wireless  recjelvlng 
apparatua  waa  discovered  secreted  in 
thf  water  tank  of  one  of  the  cablnH. 
It  is  thought  the  German  crew  con- 
cerned the  outfit  before  the  nhlp'a 
wireless  was  dismantled  by  the  Peru- 
vian Oovernment,  and  was  to  be 
udkd  in  receiving  messages  from  the 
German  wireles  stations,  eupiposed 
tO',  have  existed  in  Mexico  and  along 
the  fiouth  Am^ican  coaat.  The 
Rfjlu,  Kootfa  was  interned  with  her 
cr^w  in  a  Peruvian  port  when  Peru 
declared   war  on   Germany.

The  diacovery  was  accidental.  A 
passenger  complained  that  the  water 
tank  in  his  stateroom  was  out  of  or- 
der, and  when  it  was  taken  apart  for 
repairs,  the  wireless  set  wan  discov- 
ered in  a  secret  compartlhent.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Oct.  9— Local 
cannerymen  and  fish  brokers  were 
advised  today  that  the  Brlti^ih  min- 
istry of  food,  which  controls  the  fix- 
ing of  ma.ximum  prices  for  all  grades 
of  salmon,  have  been  successful  in 
Helling  their'  eutire  stock  of  pink 
hal\'«8  and  talis,  .amounting  in  all 
to  about  400,000  rases  of  each  size. 

The  prlcea  received  were  not  di- 
vulged, but  private  information  to  a 
number  of  the  cannerymen  waa  to  the 
effect  that  the  prices  were  far  below 
those  Quoted   f.o.b.   Vancouver. 

About  00,000  cases  of  Alaska  reds 
were  also  dumped  on  the  market  at 
a  figure  far  beneath  those  now  pre- 
vailing on  Puget  Sound.  The  un« 
loading  of  such  a  large  quantity  of 
fish  has  had  the  effect  of  taking  the 
cloud  from  over  the  canned  fish  mar- 
ket, as  local  cannerymen  contend 
that  with  these  large  holdings  out  of 
the  way  they  can  commence  to  work 
on  the  market  again  and  realize  on 
their  packs  with  a  liltl«  profit.

WASHINOTON.  Oct.  9.— Tests  of 
radio  control  installation  on  the  old 
l>attleship  Iowa,  just  concluded  by  the 
United  States  Navy  Department  off 
the  Virginia  Capes,  were  declared  to 
have  fulfilled  the  highest  expectations 
of  naval  experts.  .The  12,000-ton  bat- 
tleship waa  navigated  with  precise 
accuracy.  It  was  said,  solely  by  means 
of  radio  waves  emanating  from  a 
control  station  on  the  battleship 
Ohio.'  The  control  was  found  thor- 
oughly efficient  up  to  a  maximum  dis- 
tance of  ten  or  twelve  miles. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  use  the 
Iowa  in  target  practice  for  the 
United  Statea  Atlantic  fleet.  It  will 
be  the  first  time  in  naval  histoid  that 
a  battleship  moving  under  full  speed 
has  been  used  as  a  practice  target. 
Ouns  of  all  bores  and  calibres  will  cut 
looae  on  the  Iowa,%rhich  will  be  given 
the  fair  chance,  however,  of  smoke 
screens  and  other  simulated  battle 
conditions.  The  practlcr  probably  will 
be  held  the  latter  part  of  this  month.

at  the  entrance  to  New  York  harbor,

The  directors  of  the  Victoria  Ship- 
owners, Limited,  are  in  receipt  of  tele- 
grams from  Sir  Henry  Drayton  and 
Hon.  S.  F.  Tolmie,  agreeing  to  the  use 
of  their  names  on  the  first  two  bark- 
entines to  be  completed  at  the  Chol- 
berg  Shipyard. 

Spealrlng  of  the  consent  of  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance  to  the  request  of  the 
Shipowners,  Brigadier-General  R.  P. 
Clark,  one  of  the  directors,  stated  yes- 
terday that  he  considered  it  to  be  the 
.seal  of  approval  of  Sir  Henry  upoh 
the  project  which  is  being  backed  by 
a    Dominion   Oovernment    loan.' 

The  Minister  recently  was  here  ajid 
went  over  the  ships  under  construc- 
tion at  the  local  yard.  At  that  time 
he  expressed  satisfaction. 

The  first  barkentine  completed  will 
bear  the  name  8.  F.  Tolmie,  while  the 
second  will  be  christened  the  Sir 
Henry  Drayton.  In  placing  the  title 
before  the  name  of  the  second  vessel 
the  directors  of  the  Shipowners  have 
numerous  precedents  to  back  them 
up,  a  Hat  of  some  fifteen  or  twenty 
ships'  names  having  been  procured  In 
which  "Sir"  is  used. 


ANOTHER  AIR  MAIL 


PLAN  CONSIDERED 


Postmaster  Asked  for  Cost  to 
Victoria  Post  Office  Should 
Air  Service  Between  Here 
and  Seattle  Be  Started 


Postmaster  Bishop  has  been  In- 
structed by  Mr.  J.  O.  McI>eod,  super- 
intendent of  railway  mall  service, 
Vancouver,  to  \«certaln  the  cost  to 
the  local  post  office  should  an  air- 
plane serrice  be  used  for  carrying  the 
local  letter  mail  paMlng  between  Vic- 
toria and  Seattle.  This  inquiry  shows« 
that  the  question  of  such  a  service 
has  been  taken  unjler  advisement. 

The  local  post  office  has  little  in- 
formation concerning  the  air  service 
which  is  being  augurated  on  October 
16  between  this  city  and  Seattle,  for 
the  carrying  of  Oriental  mails.  Post- 
master Bishop  has  received  a  package 
of  fifty  envelopes  from  the  Stamp 
News.  East  Orange,  N.J.,  with  a  re- 
quest that  they  be  put  iato  the  first 
mall  carried  by  air  to  Belittle.  They 
are  addressed  in  this  fashion:  "By 
Airplane  Mail  to  Rtanip  News,  Bast 
Orange.  N.J."  The  writer  asked 
Postmaster  Bishop  if  he  would  ac- 
cept a  special  cancellation  as  done 
In  the  United  States,  "as  these  le.tters 
have  special  interest  for  collectors." 
The  postmaster  wrote  back  that*  the 
air  mail  to  be  handled  by  tha  local 
post  office  would  bear  aa  oflctel  4is- 
tinguiatelav  mark. 


the  bridge  completely  covered  ao  oa 
to  render  him  blind  for  all  practical 
purposes,  as  reported  In  The  Colonist 
yesterday,  the  only  thing  that  he  had 
to  guide  him  was  the  monotonous 
clicks  of  a  few  tlots  and  dashes,  re- 
peatisg  over  and  over  again  a  million 
times  the  one  word,  "N-a-v-y-."  But 
an  long  as  he  heard  it,  he  knew  he 
was  on  the  r^ht  course.  If  the 
sound  grew  slightly  faint  h(h  would 
turn  a  little  lever  right  and  left,  which 
accentuated  or  diminished  the  sound. 
That  would  show  him  that  ho  was 
going  either  to  the  right  or  left  of 
the  centre  of  the  channel.  Then  he 
would  turn  the  ship's  nose  in  the 
proper  direction  again. 

f*ast  the  dangerous  bend  in  the 
channel.  Just  off  Roamer  Shoals. 
where  many  a  pilot  has  met  disaster, 
Comfnander  Norton  guided  the 
Semmes  as  straight  as  a  die  along 
the  centre  of  the  ship's  roadbed. 
Then,  approaching  Fort  Lafayette, 
with  hundreds  of  ships  of  all  descrip- 
tion on  every  side,  he  continued  tri- 
umphantly on    his  sightless  way. 

The  occasion  was  the  first  test  by 
the  Government  of  the  radio  piloting 
cable  system,  the  Invention  of  Earl 
C.  Hanson,  a  20 -year-old  boy  from 
Los  Angeles.  The  test  was  arranged 
by  Commander  R.  F.  McConnell,  In 
charge  of  the  Government's  radio 
system,  and  was  witnessed  by  a  score 
of  other  naval  officers,  expert  electri- 
cians and   engineers. 

Aboard  the  Semmes  (the  only  ship 
yet  equipped  to  use  the  new  inven- 
tion) are  two  coils  of  copper  wire. 
These  colls  pick  up  an  electric  cur- 
rent from  a  cable  laid  along  the  cen- 
tre line  of  the  bottom  of  the  channel 
and  transmit  the  current  to  a  small 
set  of  ampliflers.  Attached  to.  these 
is  an  ordinary  set  of  telephone  re- 
ceivers. On  the  shore  end  of  the 
cable  at  Fort  Hamilton  is  an  auto- 
matic device  which  spells  out  in 
Morse  code  the  word  "navy"  which  is 
repeated  over  and  over  again. 

When  a  ship  reached  the  mouth  of 
the    harbor.    It    picks    up    the    sound 


within  a  thousand  feet  on  either  aide 
of  the  actual  location  of  the  cable. 
Then,  if  the  fog  be. so  thick  he  can- 
not see  ten  feet  on  either  side  of  him,, 
he'  follows  the  sound,  which  gets 
louder  and  louder  as  he  approaches. 
When  he  is  astride  the  cable,  all  he 
has  to  do  it  to  follow  as  simply  as  a 
blind  man  would  follow  a  string 
stretched  along  the  length  of  Broad- 
way. 

Commander  McConnell  declared 
yesterday  that  If  the  system  had  been 
in  o|)erutlon  during  the  dense  fog 
which  held  up  hundreds  of  ships  out- 
side the  harbor  li'st  week  every  one 
of  them  would  have  made  their  docks 
without  an   hour's  delay. 

Those  aboard  the  Semmes  yester- 
day were  amaxed  at  the  simplicity 
and  success  of  the  invention.  "List- 
eners" were  provided  to  the  visitors 
so  that,  standing  on  the  bridge  with 
Commander  Norton,  they  could  hear 
the  dtxta  a"d  '^a''^'»"'  "g  Lhey  liecame^. 
louder  or  fainter  and  almost  antici- 
pate the  orders  of  the  "sightless" 
pilot  to  the  steersman,  as  he  guided 
the  destroyer  so  accurately  through 
the  COO-foot  channel. 

Another  demonstration  of  the  sys- 
tem will  be  held  on  Friday,  when  the 
attaches  of  all  the  foreign  govern- 
ments at  Washington  will  be  taken 
through  the  channel  by  the  "sight- 
fesB "  pilot.

number  of  generic  types  of  Diatoms 
which  similarly  make  up  the  bulk  of 
the  available  Spring  phyto-plankton 
year  after  year.  This  fact  gives  great 
oconomto  importance  to  the  attempt 
to  determine  with  ag  much  precision 
as  poeeible  the  times  and  conditiorM 
of  occurrence  of  these  dominant 
fartors  of  the  plankton  in  an  average 
year.  An  obvious  further  extension 
of  this  investigation  Is  an  inquiry 
into  the  degree  of  coincidence  be- 
tween the  times  of  appearance  In  the 
sea  of  the  plankton  organisms  and  of 
tlio  young  fish,  and  the  possible  ef- 
fect of  any  marked  absence,  of  cor- 
relation In  time  and  quantity. 

Aqulooltare 
Oceanography  ha«  many  practical 
Applications— chiefly,  but  by  no 
means  wholly,  on  the  biological  side 
Th*  great  fishing  Industries  of  the 
"world  deal  with  lIvMig  organisms,  of 
Vhich  all  the  vltaractlvltVBS  and  the 
inter-relations  with  the  environment 
!are  matters  of  scientific  investiga- 
tion. Aqulculture  Is  as  susceptible  of 
'scientific  treatment  as  agriculture 
ban  be;  and  the  fisherman  who  hfts 
tssn  in  the  past  too  much  the  no- 
mad and  the  hunter — If  not.  Indeed, 
the  devastating  raider — must  be- 
come In  the  future  the  settled  farmer 
of  the  sea  if  his  harvest  Is  to  be  less 
precarious.  Perhaps  the  nearest 
approach  to  cultivation  of  a  marine 
product,  and  of  the  fisherman  reap- 
ing what  he  has  3ictually  sown,  is 
teeen  In  the  case  of  the  oyster  and 
Mussel* Industries  on  th*  west  coast 
Ok  France,  in' Holland.  America,  and 
to  a  less  extent  on  our  own  coast. 
Kuch  has  been  done  by  scientific 
men  for  these  and  other  similar 
'coastal  fisheries  since  th*  days  when 
Professor  Cost*  In  France  In  1859 
introduced  oysters  from  the  Scottish 
'oyster-beds  to  start  th*  great  Ic- 
'dustry  at  Areaohon  and  elsewher*. 
"Now  we  buy  back  th*  dencendants 
of  our  own  oysters  from  the  French 
iostr«lcalturlsts  to  replenish  our  de- 
"pleted  beds. 

'  It  Is  no  small  matter  to  haT*  In- 
troduo*a  a.  n*w  and  Important  food- 
Tlsh  to  th*  mArk*ts  of  th*  world. 
Th*  r*inarkabl*  deep-water  "tUe- 
tlsb,"  new  to  science  and  described 
Sf  Lopholatllua  chatnoeleontlceps, 
was  discovered  In  1879  by  one  of  the 
United  States  fishing  schooners  to 
'Hhe  sooth  of  Nantacket.  n*ar  th* 
100-fathom  line.  Several  thousand 
poonds  weight  were  c&ugbt,  and  the 
Inatter  was  duly  {nvesUgated  by  the 
United  StAtes  Fish  Commission.  For

tributed.by  the  American  oeeano- 
'graphars  to  a  sudden  change  In  the

>Rrarm  Oulf  Stream  waUr  and  a 
flooding  of  the  aria  by  the  cold 
Labrador  current. 

'  I  am  Indebted  to  Dr.  C.  H.  Town- 
send,  dlrscter  of  tb*  calebrated  N«w 
Tork  Aquarium,  for  the  latest  In- 
formation in  regard  to  the  reap- 
pearance in  quantity  of  this  valu- 
able fish  upon  the  old  fishing 
g^ownds  off  Nantucket  and  Long 
Island,  at  atmut  100  miles  from  th* 
.  coast  to  th*  east  and  south-east  of 
New  York.  ^t  Is  believed  that  th* 
tlle-flsh  la  now  abund&nt  enough  to 
maintain  an  important  fUhery.  which 
will  add  an  excellent  food-tish  to  th* 
markets  of  the  United  Btatesi,  It  Is 
easily  caught  with  lines  at  all  sea- 
sons of  the  year,  and  reaches  a  length 
of  over  3ft.  and  a  weight  of  40  to  60 
lbs.  During  July.  1916,  the  product 
of  the  fishery  w3m  about  two  and  a 
half  million  pounds  weight,  valued  at 
$60,000,  and  In  the  f^st  few  months 
of  1017  the  catch  was  four  and  a  half 
million  pounds,  for  which  the  flsher- 
ihen  received  1347,000. 

Mass   ProdncUvUy   ot  the   Sea 

It  has  been  shown  by  Johnstone 
and  others  that  the  common  edible 
animals  of  the  shore  may  exist  in 
such  abundance  that  an  su-ea  of  the 
sea  may  be  more  productive  of  food 
for  man  than  a  similar  area  ot  past- 
ure or  crops  on  land.  A  Lancashire 
mussel  bed  has  been  shown  to  have 
as  many  as  10,000  young  mussels  per 
square  foot,  and  It  Is  estimated  that 
in  the  shallow  waters  of  Liverpool 
Bay  there  are  from  20  to  200  animals 
of  sixes  varying  from  an  amphlpod  to 
a  plaice  on  each  square  metre  of  the 
bottom.  ; 

Prom  these  and  similar  data  which 
can  be  readily  obtained,  it  is  not  dif- 
ficult to  calculate  totals  by  estimating 
the  number  of  square  yards  in  areas 
of  similar  character  between  tide 
marks  or  in  shallow  water.  And  from 
weighings  of  samples  some  approxi- 
mation to  the  number  of  tons  of 
available  food  may  be  computed.  But 
one  must  not  go  too  far.  Let  all  the 
figures  be  based  upon  actual  observa- 
tion. Irrigation  is  necessary.  In 
science,  but  4n  ealeulating  a  popula- 
tion of  even  a  very  limited  area  it  is 
best  to  believe  only  what  one  can  see 
and  measure. 

Countings  and  weighings,  however, 
do  not  give  us  all  the  information 
we  need.  It  is  sopiething  to  know 
even  approximately  the  number  of 
millions  of  animals  on  a  mile  of 
shore  and  the  number  of  millions  of 
tons  of  possible  food  In  »  sea  area, 
but  that  is  not  sufficient.  All  food- 
dishes  are  not  equally  nourishing  to 
man,  and  all  plankton  and  bottom 
Invertebrata  are  not  equally  nourish- 
ing to  a  fish.  At  this  point  the  bio- 
logist requires  the  assistance  of  the 
physiologist  and  the  blo-chcmist.  We 
want  to  know  next  the  value  «f  our 
food  matters  in  proteids,  carbohy- 
drates, and  fats,  and  the  resulting 
calories.  Dr.  Johnstone,  of  the  Ocean- 
ography Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Liverpool,  has  already  shown 
us  how  markedly  a  fat  Summer  her- 
ring differs  in  essential  constitution 
from  the  ordinary  white  fish,  such  as 
the  cod,  which  is  almost  destitute  of 
fat  ^ 

Professor  Brandt,  at  Kiel,  Proif*s- 
sor  Benjamin  Moore,  at  Port  Erin, 
and  others  have  similarly  shown  that 
plankton  gatherings  may  vary  great- 
ly In  their  nutrient  value  according 
as  they  are  composed  mainly  of  Dia- 
toms, of  Dinoflagellates,  or  of  Cope- 
poda.  And,  no  doubt,  the  animals  of 
the  "benthos,"  the  common  inverte- 
brates of  our  shores,  will  show  simi- 
lar differences  In  analysis.  It  is 
obvious  that  some  contain  more  solid 
flesh,  others  more  water  ^  in  their 
tissues,  others  more  calcareous  mat- 
ter in  the  exoskeleton,  and  that  there- 
fore weight  for  wefftht  we  may  be 
sure  that  tome  are  more  nutritious 
than  the  others;  and  this  is  probably 
at  least  one  cause  of  that  preference 
we  see  In  some  of  our  bottom-feeding 
fish  for  certain  kinds  of  food,  such  as 
polychact  worms,  in  which  there  is 
relatively  little  waste,  and  thin- 
shelled  lamelUbranch  molluscs,  such 
as  young  mussels,  which  have  a 
highly  nutrient  body  in  a  compara- 
tively thin  and  brittle  shell. 

My  object  In  referring  to  these  still 
incomplete  Investigations  Is  to  direct 
attention  to  what  seems  a  natural  and 
useful  extension  of  faunlstic  work,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  some  ap- 
proximation to  a  quantitative  esti- 
mate of  the  more  important  animals 
of  our  shores  and  shallow  water  and 
their  relative  values  as  either  the  im- 
mediate or  the  ultimate  food  of  mar- 
ketable fishes. 

Bach  such  fish  has  its  "food-chain" 
or  series  ot  alterni^tlve  chains,  leading 
back  from  the  foo^  of  man  to  the  in- 
vertebrates upon  which  it  preys  and 
fhen  to  the  food  of  these,  and  so  down 
to  the  smallest  and  simplest  organ- 
Isms  In  the  sea,  and  each  such  chain 
must  have  all  its  links  fully  worked 
out  as  to  seasonal  and  quantitative 
occurrence  back  to  the  Diatoms  and 
Flagellates  which  depend  upon  physi- 
cal condltlone  and  take  us  beyond  the 
range  of  biology — but  not  beyond  that 
of  oceanography.  >  The  Diatoms  and 
the  Flagellates  are  probably  more  im- 
portant than  the  more  obvious  sea- 
weeds not  only  as  food,  but  also  In 
supplying  to  the  water  the  oicygen 
necessary  for  the  respiration  of  living 
protoplasm.  Our  object  mus^  be  to 
estimate  the  rate  of  production  and 
rate  of  destruction  of  tfll  organic  sub- 
stances In  the  sea. 

A1I3M  of  Oocanograptay 

To  attain  to  an  approximate  cen- 
sus and*  Valuation  of  the  sea — remot* 
though  it  may  seem — is  a  great  aim, 
but  it  is  not  sufficient..  We  want  not 
only  to  observe  and  to  count  natural 
objects,  but  also  to  understand  them. 
We  require  to  know  not  merely  what 
an  organism  Is — in  the  fullest  detail 
of  structure  and  development  ajid  af- 
finities— and  also  where  It  occurs — 
again  in  full  detaUl — and  in  what 
abundance  under  dttf*r*nt  circum- 
stances, but  also  how  It  lives  and 
what  all  lU  relations  f  to  both    its 
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physical  aad  its  biological  eavtron- 
meat,  and  (hat  is  whar*  th*  physiol- 
ogist, and  •sp*claUy  ih*  bto-chemlst. 
can  help  tis.  In  the  best  interests  of 
biological  progress  the  day  of  the 
anatomist  and  hlstolocist  who  merely 
desorib*.  is  oVer.  and  the  future  is 
with  the  observer  iknd  the  experimen- 
ter animated  by  a  divine  curiosity  to 
ent«r  into  the  life  of  the  organlsnt 
and  understand  how  it  Itvt*  and 
moves  and  has  Ita  iMlng. 

Cardiff  Is  a  seaport,  and  a  great 
saaport,  and  the  Bristol  Channel  Is  a 
notable  sea-fisheries  centre  of  grow- 
ing importance.  The  explorers  3uid 
merchant  venturers  of  the  Southwest 
of  Bngland  are  celebrated  in  history. 
What  are  you  doing  now  in  Cardiff 
to  adrance  our  knowledge  ot  the 
ooeanT  You  have  here  an  important 
university  centre  and  a  great  modem 
national  museum,  and  either  or  both 
of  these  homes  of  research  might  do 
well  to  establish  an  oceanographlcal 
department,  which  would  be  an  added 
glory  to  your  city  and  of  practical 
utility  to  the  country.  This  Is  th*  ob- 
vious centre  in  Wales  for  a  aea  fish- 
eri**  institut*  for  both  r«search  and 
education.  Many  Important  lo<:al  im- 
provements have  arisen  from  British 
Association  meetings,  and  If  such  a 
notable  scientific  development  were 
to  result  from  the  Cardiff  meeting  of 
1920,  all  who  value  the  advance  of 
knowledge  and  the  application  of 
knowledge  to  Industry  would  applaud 
your  enlightened  action. 

But  in  a  wider  sense,  it  Is  not  to  the 
people  of  Cardiff  alone  that  I  ap- 
peal, but  to  the  whole  population  of 
these  Islands,  a  maritime  people  who 
owe  everything  to  the  sea.  I  urge 
them  to  become  better  Informed  An 
regard  to  our  national  sea  fisheries 
and  take  a  more  enlightened  Interest 
in  the  basal  principles  that  underlie 
a  rational  regulation  and  exploitation 
of  these  important  Industries.  Na- 
tional efficiency  dei>ends  to  a  very 
great  extent  upon  the  degree  in  which 
scientific  results  and  methods  are  ap- 
preciated by  the  people  and  sclentlflc 
investigation  is  promoted  by  the  Gov- 
ernment and  other  administrative 
authorities.  The  principles  and  dis- 
coveries of  science  apply  to  aqulcul- 
ture  no  less  than  to  agrlcblture.  To 
Increase  tlie  harvest  of  the  sea  the 
fisheries  must  be  continuously  Investi- 
gated, and  such  cultivation  as  Is  pos- 
sible must  be  applied,  and  all  this  Is 
clearly  a  natural  application  of  the 
biological  and  hydrographlcal  work 
now  united  under  the  science  of 
Oceanography.

A  Jltneymaa's  Plea 

Sir, — In  suppoK  And  4sfenee  of  the 
Jitney  quesUon.  I  wish  you  lo  permit 
me  some  space  In  your  paper. 

I  wish  lo  say.  If  nobody  elsa  will, 
and  1  am  sure  there  are  thotisands 
who  agree  with  me,  that  Alderman 
Todd  and  those  of  his  followers  are 
worthy  of  high  esteem  and  admlra- 
Uon  by  all.  In  being  the  only  ones 
taking  the  stand  uf  Justice  and  sanare 
dealing  for  the  cause  of  the  common 
people. 

No  wonder  that  the  O.W.V.A.  of 
this  city  are  alwaya  the  only  ones  who 
take  tho  lead  for  all  Us  other  branches 
throughout  the  Dominion.  The  reason 
why  iH  betsause  Victoria  Is  tbe  only 
city  of  its  sise  that  has  done  the  least 
for  the  boys  that  gave  their  all  to 
nght  for  the  cause  of  what  we  are 
supposed   to  be  getnng  now. 

I  want  to  aay  this:  there  are  scores 
whose  only  source  of  Income  Is  to  run 
a  jitney:  although  there  ta  no  money 
In  the  game,  It  at  least  provides  three 
square  meals  a  day,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  support  it  gives  to  other  busi- 
nesses In  the  dally  wear  and  tear, 
with  ajso  necessities  for  the  upkeep 
of  both  oar  and  fUmily.  There  are 
oth<Hr-i»uwineiwe«i  which  takn  In  good 
Incomes  from  the  Jitney  owners 
through  one  source  and  another. 
Thus  the  money  is  circulated  and  the 
slogan  followed  which  has  recently 
been    boosted — home   production. 

We,  therefore,  all  live  and  the 
world  goes  round,  not  alike  to  the 
B.C.  Electric  who  want  to  own'^and 
control  everything;  and  let  the  stsrv- 
Ing  people  be  at  their  mercy. 

The  age  of  the  street  car  has  pass- 
ed. Even  If  they  have  everything  their 
own  way,  there  would  be  ao  lltfla  op- 
position that  there  would  be  no  gen- 
eral business  hardly  at  all.  Thus, 
slower  production  and  more  hard- 
ships. V 

If  the  farmers  had  used  their  old 
style  machinery  the  world  would  not 
have  progressed  or  become  so  wealthy 
as  It  wasyn  1914,  and  advanced  in 
education  as  It  Is  today. 

As  one  city  is  depending  on  another 
for  Its  imports  and  sstports,  trans- 
portation Is  necessary  for  certain  raw 
materials  for  progress  and  support. 
It  therefore  follows  that  if  one  city 
does  tilings  economically  and  quick, 
so  must  we  also  keep  apace  or  else 
we  win  eventually  find  ourselves  run 
Into  and  overwhelmed  with  indebted- 
ness— In  other  words,  bankruptcy. 
The  B.C.  Blectrlc  Is  trying  to  frighten 
the  people  with  threats  of  going  out 
of  business.  Again,  what  right  has 
the  B.C.  Electric  got  any.  more-  than 
any  big  business  house  to  say  to  the 
city,  "See  here,  we  will  glva  you  so 
much  reduction  on  our  goods  provid- 
ing you  put  these  smaller  merchants 
out   of   business?" 

Again  I  say  no  matter.  If  they  do 
get  their  own  way.  they  will  stlU 
never  make  the  system  pay;  but  In 
general  afrccllng  other  businesses, 
make  It  worse,  and  in  trying  to  make 
It  pay  ^11  cause  so  much  distress 
among  the  people  that  this  city  will 
have  a  share  of  the  spoils,  just  as 
Winnipeg  and  other  citles.had  In  the 
Spring  of  1»I». 

The  age  of  the  street  cult  has  pitased. 
If  the  B.C.  Electric  Is  bound  to  have 
things  done  on  at  street  car  level,  to 
make  it  a  succesf.  It  has  first  got  to 
rhang(>  onr  present  edu<»tion  of  new 
error  in  the  world,  back  to  our  ideas 
and  thoughts  of  fifty  years  ago,  uni- 
versally In  every  city  alike.  A  faster 
and  quicker  city  will  always  smother 
its  slower  and  weaker  brothers.  It  Is 
a  serious  matter  and  I  think  Vic- 
torians might  Just  as  well  avoid  the 
troubles  of  other  cities  without  going 
blindly  into  it. 

Alderman  Todd  la  the  only  man 
who  Is  giving  the  matter  a  sound  and 
sane  forethought  In  the  question  of 
the  jitney,  not  only  by  doing  It  for 
his  own  good  but  in  doing  It  for  the 
interests  of  btlfelness  people. 

I  therefore  ask  every  sane,  Intelll* 
gent,  broad-minded  man  who  has  a 
birthright  In  the  British  Flag,  to  show 
HUpport  to  Alderman  Todd  In  his 
stand  for  Justice,  sane  and  fair  deal- 
ings. Some  people  might  wonder  If 
I  am  a  member  of  the  O.B.U.  No, 
nothing  of  the  kind:  but  rather  I  am 
a  working  man,  and  although  I  did 
not  go  to  the  firing,  line,  I  gave  my 
all  for  King  and  country  and  volun- 
tarily sacriflced  everything,  which  I 
have  never  been  able  since  to  regain. 
My  belief  is.  two  wrbngs  will  never 
make  a  right.  The  worklngman  Is 
Just  as  much  a  capitalist  as  John  D. 
Rockefeller  Is.  He  is  In  the  ssma 
swim  and  If  he  cam  play  the  same 
game  he  will.  It  Is  ourselves  we  have 
to  blame:  we  are  all  human.  It  is  the 
majority  that  rules.  It  is  the  system 
that's  wrong.  And  to  get  that  right 
ruling  we  will  have  to  be  nnlvemally 
educated  over.  In  fact.  In  other 
words,  be  born  again,  thus  eventually 
submitting  ourselves  to  Christ's  wsy 
of  doing  things,  seeing  that  each  and 
every  one  of  us  attends  to  his  own 
faults  and  never  mind  other  people's. 
If  everybody  did  that  thbre  would  ba 
peace  and  goodwill  towards  all  men 
today.  There  are  thousands  of  Idle 
motor  car  workers,  still  spreading 
every  week  in  various  cities  of  tha 
U.S.A.  and  Canada,  saying  nothing  of 
Surope.  The  markets  are  Just  flood- 
ed. Very  aoon  people  of  aay  progresa 
at  all  will  have  ears  of  their  own. 

Beware  of  the  hoys  who  fought  for 
what  they  never  got.  Vltstorta  has  a 
bad  enough  itame  aa  it  Is  for  being 
dead  and  slow  without  making  It 
worse.  Surely  if  can  ba  a  g«>od  ex- 
ample In  aome  things  and  that  la, 
paace   and   good    fellowahip. 

Thare  ara  no  Industrtsa  hare;  what 
few  there  were  have  shot  down. 
Tradeanen.  merchants  and  bursas 
men  are  clearing  out  of  the  city 
something  anballsvaMa.  Mef»ar  is  ao 
rare  that  material  stocks  ara  getting 
to  be  the  only  source  for  mkn's  pgi/- 
ments  Vialtara  who  laafc  for  piM* 
times  other  than  msra  tfrMag  qaiskly 
rotnm  and  spond  their  money  in  Van- 
couTsr,  Saattla  or  athar  cUlaa.  Tba 
reason  why.  Is  saora  eaaspautlaa: 
things  aia  chsapsr,  off  m»€»  vwrlaty 


and   people  can  get  what  thay  warn 
and  also  get  it  mora  quickly. 

No.  I  think  tha  city  in  all  alnoar«Qr 
had  best  continue  its  permit  to  tha 
Jitney  owners  to ,  carry  on  the  good 
work  of  making  i  an  honest  living 
worthy  of  the  cattaa  in  supplying  tha 
ne«d8  and  wants  of  the  people  in  the 
helping  of  each  and  one  another  to 
live  in  pwaca  a  while  longer;  aapaatal- 
ly  when  timea  are  so  hard. 

The  Winter  Is  facing  everybody, 
and  the  uncertainty  of  the  reign  of 
terror  for  next  year  which  is  spread- 
ing throughout  the  country  more 
every  day."  Instead,  protect  otmslves 
and  encourage. 

Thep..  again,  we  must  ramembar 
there  are  encumbranoas  thaaa  boys 
havs  got  In  the  way  of  insuranea, 
taxes  and  car  payments,  family  sup- 
ports: and  who  are  dependhnt  on  that 
work  for  a  livellheod  and  axlotentsa, 
and  to  deprive  them  would  be  a  crime. 

I  am  sure  therefore  It  Is  not  the 
desire  of  British  councillors  who  have 
sane  strategic  education,  to  permit 
B^ch  a  thing  to  happen,  and  If  they 
do,  Uod  help  them.  There  are  other 
Britishers  watching,  afid  they  will  pay 
the  price  by  taking  back  their  own 
medicine.  KIrst,  If  not  last,  the  Jitney 
driver  by  all  who  know  him,  is  always 
obliging  and  considerate  and  fair  In 
his  dealings  towards  his  oustomera, 
in  conformation  to  the  rules  ot  the 
TItney  Association. 

And  I  am  sure  the  public  would  teal 
lost  without  him.  Although  I  could 
still  continue  more  deeply  on  this  sub- 
ject, time  not  permitting,  I  leave  the 
rest  to  the  minds  of  the  people.

Kdltor.  for  the  Interest  In  this  latter, 
you  no  doubt  have  taken.  And  in 
closing,  I  trust  all  to  |Me  things  In  tha 
same  light  aa  asplalned,  and  In  doing 
so  give  their  Ji^tfgment  In  support  of 
Alderman  ToddTne  way  or  the  other.

Mr.  C.  Llnder,  the  young  gentle- 
man referred  to  by  Mr.  Beckwlth,  Is 
a  returned  soldier  with  a  very  ex- 
cellent record  of  sorvlco  at  the  front. 
He  is  proud  to  be  of  assistance  to  tha 
Liberty  League  In  canvassing  for 
their  cause.  He  admits  freely  that 
when  questioned,  his  answer  was  that 
"he  was  working  for  the  Govern- 
ment Control."  In  future,  thst  there 
may  be  no  misapprehension,  he  will 
state  that  he  Is  worklnR.  as  are  most 
of  those  men  who  went  to  tho  front 
and  fought  whilst  the  righteous  stay- 
ed at  home  and  talked  against  Prohi- 
bition. 

Perhaps  this  will  satisfy  the  dall- 
cste  conscience  of  Mr.   Beckwlth. 

In  regard  to  R.  M.  Thompson — ta 
this  gentlemen  tha  Secretary  of  the 
Victoria  Branch  of  tht  T.'  M.  C.  A., 
whose  directors  refused  to  allow 
"Liberty,"  official  organ  of  the  LIIn 
erty  League,  to  ba  praoant  on  their 
premises,  but  were  only  too  willing  to 
have  open  and  handy  to  the  Inspee- 
tlon  and  perusal  of  their  members, 
piibllcatlong  containing  those  whole- 
some, refined  and  delicately-worded 
epistles  In  favor  of  Prohibition,  by 
Dr.  Ernest  Hall.

A  Reply   to  Mr.^  ffastlnga 

*>ir, — Referring  to  mv  leUer  ot  fh« 
24th  ult.,  again  let  me  remind  Mr. 
Hastings  that  I  made  no  allusion  to 
14 1  per  cent,  nor  am  1  responsible  for 
th^  Prohibition  claim  In  regard  to 
thess  statistics.  I  am  entirely  a  free 
lance  and  quoted  tbe  Provincial  uta- 
•  Istlcs  from  1911  (a  normal  year  bt^- 
fore  the  war)  to  19 IS,  as  far  as  the 
figures  were  available,  your  corre- 
spondi^nt  being  obliged  In  his  letter 
of  the  2nd  inst  to  use  an  Interroga- 
tion mark  for  1919.  I  can  see  now, 
however,  although  I  did  not  realise 
It  at  the  time,  how  these  statistics  In 
their  Incomplete  state,  might  be  mis- 
leading. Regretting  any  uncharity  In 
my  former  letter  to  Mr.  Hastings,  I 
am  quite  prepared  to  endorse  bim  in 
his  claim  that  the  deollnn  of  the 
number  of  cases  of  drunkennesM  in 
our  courts  from  1U14  to  1911  was 
due  In  very  largo  measure  to  the 
yearly  withdrawal  of  the  soldiers  for 
tha  front,  and  that,  therefore  these 
years  are  not  normal  years,  and  p«r« 
haps,  after  all,  were  better  left  un- 
quoted. For  this  reason  It  Is  equally 
misleading  to  Judge  Prohibition  by  ^ 
comparison  of  the  1916  or  1917  fig- 
ures with  thosa  of  191 S.  As  I  sug- 
gested In  my  letter  of  the  28th  ult. 
the  fairest  way  Is  to  compare  1912 
(the  normal  year  Just  before  the 
war)  with  1019  (the  year  aft*r  tha 
war  and  quite  approximately  normal) 
or  better  still,  191 S  with  such  part 
of  the  year  1920  ns  is  available.  It 
Is  regrettable  that  the  Provincial 
flKures  are  not  to  hand,  but  in  Hen 
thereof,  Mr.  Hastings  gives  us  thS 
statistics  for  the  Cl»y.  They  «re  as 
follows:

Dr.  Emanuel  Laaker  has  raalgned 
his  title  in  favor  of  J.  R.  Capablanoa. 
We  understand  that  monetary  raaaons 
may  be  aaslgnad  aa  ths  eauaa.  and  in 
this  respect  Laakar  is  avar  Laaker. 
Five  months  ot  the  yaar  aat  apart  to 
preface  his  oenteat  with  Oapablanoa 
have  not  seen  ths  establishment  ot  a 
purse  which  would  satlaty  tha  doctor's 
ambitions,  aad.  having  committed 
himself  to  an  agraamaat  to  play 
Capablanca,  ha  pratars  ta  lat  tha  ttUa 
go  by  default.  VIswad  from  tha 
standpoint  ot  ohoss  play,  this  aa- 
nounoemsnt  will  be  dlsappotatlng,  as 
a  matoh  betwaan  thaaa  two  great 
players  would  have  been  a  mamorable 
oontaA.  For  the  good  of  ohaas,  how- 
ever, Laaker'a  action  wUI  ba  mora 
than  satlataotory.  For  twenty  jraara 
ha  has  held  the  world's  champion- 
ship, during  which  period  ha  haa  de- 
fended the  title  only  when  the  vary 
one-sided  terms  he  alwaya  insisted 
upon  were  accepted  by  hla  ohallenger. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  supa  being 
taken  to  form  an  international  fed- 
eration will  ba  auooasstttl.  and  that 
future  ehampiona  ,  will  meet  ehal- 
lengera  when,  aad  upon  terma,  de-. 
elded  by  such  a  federation.  The 
matter  has  been  initiated  by  the  Brit- 
ish federation,  and  the  United  States 
has  already  slgnifled  Its  deslrs  to  co- 
operate to  that  end:  we  may  con- 
fldently  anticipate,  therefore,  that  an 
international  federation  Is'  alraady 
under  way  of  establishment. 

Regarding  Lasker's  donation  ot  his 
mantle  to  Capablanoa,  The  Rochester 
Democrat  and  Chronicle  pertinently 
remarks  that  the  es-ahampion  as- 
sumes the  exeroiae  of  a  power  which 
he  does  not  possess.  "Dr.  Laaker." 
our  contemporary  proceeds,  "has  an. 
undoubted  right  to  retire  from  the 
fleld  of  rivalry  It  he  desirea,  but  there 
his  authority  ends.  At  any  rate,  that 
will  be  the  view  ot  all  sporting  sx- 
ports.  Capablanca  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted as  the  holder  ot  the  title  until 
he  wins  it  In  an  International  contest 
among  the  world's  best  players  and 
under  the  rules  governing  suoh 
events.  It  may  be  reiarded  as  prob- 
able that  he  would  carry  oft  first 
honors  in  a  toumamsnt  of  that  kind, 
but  thsre  are  ten  or  a  dosen  players 
who  would  Insist  upon  their  right  to 
participate  in  such  a  contsat.  and 
who  would  protest  against  the  title 
passing  by  gift  or  favor.  It  la  not 
Improbable  that  Capablanoa  will  take 
this  view."

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Prince  George:  Pivot  Town  of 
British  Columbia

If  the  r*«4er  who  has  an  IntcrMt 
tn  that  portion  of  hU  Provlnco  known 
urn  th*  Central  Interior  wilt  fUneo 
at  a  map  of  British  Columbia,  ha  will 
learn  In  a  few  minutes  the  baste  tacts 
that  will  explain  why  Prince  George 
claimji  the  attention  of  the  outside 
world  as  the  jchlef  town  of  the  Cen- 
tal ^  Interior,  and  styles  Itself,  with 
the  measureless  conndence  of  the 
younv,  the  hub  of  B.  C.  Olancln* 
from  the  top  of  the  map  to  the  bot- 
tom, and  from  the  Coast  to  the  East- 
ern iMnindary,  It  will  be  seen  that 
Prince  Oeorce  la  practically  the  geo- 
graphical centre  of  the  Province. 
More  than  that,  it  is  at  the  point 
where  t#o  railways  meet  at  right 
angles,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacllle  run- 
ning east  ond  west,  and  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  running  north  and 
souch,  which  makes  It  afeout  equidis- 
tant from  Vancouver  to  the  south 
than  the  distance  to  either  of  these 
two  cities  lies  the  rich  Peace  Klver 
and  Prince  Ilupert  to  the  East.  Less 
country  to  the  north,  and  the  same 
number  of  miles  to  the  East  brines 
one  Into  the  borders  of  the  limit- 
less Prairies  of  Alberta  afd  beyond. 
But,  Important  as  this  situation  is, 
there  are  other  geographical  facts  of 
even  greater  signincance.  To  find 
these  we  must  leave  those  portentous 
black  lines  that  Indicate  railways, 
actual  or  under  construction,  and 
follow  with  our  pencil  certain  fainter 
lines  that  are  of  yet  greater  Im- 
portance. Chief  of  these  is  this  that 
runs  northwest  from  the  Rockies  to 
Prince  George  and  there  turns  south- 
ward, finishing  its  career  in  the  aea 
below  New  Westminster  hundreds  of 
miles  away.  Next  in  importance  is 
one  coming  from  the  West  and  to 
which  Is  subscribed  the  words.  Ne- 
ohaco  River,  this  also  reaches  Prince 
George  and  there  unites  lUelf  with 
— that  long- chief  line  from  the  south- 
east.  the  Fraeer.  Into  these  two 
main  streams  flow  innumerable 
feeder  streams  and  we  see  the  Mc- 
Gregor, the  Salmon  and  the  Btewart 
on  the  north,  and  the  Chilako.  the 
Willow  and  the  Bowron  t6  the  south. 
AH  these  streams  mean  waterways, 
and  power,  of  very  considerable  ex- 
tent. 

Great  Timber  RcMrarcee 

To  iknow  what  those  waterways 
are  to  transport  and  that  power  la 
tp  operate  upod  we  must  leave  our 
ordinary  map  and  consult  a  forestry 
map  and  certain  dry-looking  book* 
and  pampblets  wherein  Jlo  hid  state- 
ments and  ta.ttn  more  fascinating 
and  more  stimulating  to  the  Im- 
agination than  the  most  "red- 
blooded"  Action  ever  turned  out  by 
the  perfervld  pens  of  American  >en- 
lua.  For  instance,  taking  the  Upper 
Eraser  River  drainage  basin,  there 
are  In  this  section  i,083  square  miles 
of  timber-land,  which  carry,  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  estimates  published 
by  the  Canadian  Commission  of 
Conservation,  10.4«0, 800.000  feet  of 
saw-timber.  The  Bowron  River 
drainage  basin  contains  4,258.828,000 
ft.  of  timber  and  the  Willow  River, 
1,144.070,000  ft.  In  all  these  In- 
stances seventy-five  per  cent  la  esti- 
mated to  be  suitable  for  pulp,  and. 
Including  the  extensive  though  more 
lightly  timbered  lands  in  the  -Ne- 
chaoo  and  Blackwater  drainage  area 
and  those  of  the  Stewart.  Salmon  and 
Nation  Rivers  thtrs  are  twenty  bil- 
lion feet  of  available  pulpwood  In  the 
country,^  of  which  Prince  George  Is 
the  lo»loal  centre.  Or.  as  700  board 
feet  make  one  cord,  and  one  ton  of 
pulp  requires  1.8  cords  of  B.  C.  pulp- 
wood,  over  twenty-three  million  tons 
of  pulp  are  available  In  that  portion 
of   British  Columbia. 

It  Is  upon  a  large  pulp  Industry  In 
or  near  to,  the  town  that  Prinoe 
Georga  at  present  grounds  her  hopes 
of  oonunerclal  success.  Lumber  mIMs 
can  be  erected  at  comparatively 
moderate  expense;  they  can  be 
strewn  out  along  the  line  of  railway, 
and  where  their  market  is  in  the 
opposite  direction  to  Prince  George, 
as  In  the  ease  of  those  eastward 
which  market  their  product  almost 
wholly  on  the  Prairies,  relatively 
*  little  commerce  Is  done  with  that 
town.  But  with  pulp  it  is  widely 
different.  Costing  several  millions  to 
Install,  and  employing  hundreds  of 
men.  the  mill  must  be  centrally 
located  within  reach  of  sufllcient 
water-power  and  a  large  extent  of 
tributary  country.     Such  an   Industry 


In  the  vicinity  would  be  considered 
a  valuable  industrial  adjunct  to  any 
town. 

Pot«nUal  Wealth 

This,  though,  is  only  one  form  of 
enterprise.  Those  rivers  also  Indicate 
another  form  of  potential  wealth 
which  should  naturally  find  its  centre 
and  distributing  point  In  the  town 
where  two  great  railways  will  short- 
ly meet.  The  Nechaco,  the  Salmon, 
the  Chilako.  locally  known  as  the 
Mud.  and  the  Willow  all  flow  through 
valleys  and  are  adjacent  to  plateaux 
that  aggregate  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  farming  land.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  farming  land  of  the 
Province  is  said  to  lie  alony  the 
route  of  the  G<T.P.  and  of  this,  the 
Bulkley  Valley  comprises  the  small- 
est extent,  the  Nachaco  Valley  comes 
next,  while  the  country  surrounding 
the  Junction  of  the  Neehaco  and  the 
Fraser  has  the  largest  amount  of 
Agricultural  land.  Details  regarding 
this  Industry  can  be  better  dealt  with 
separately  and  will  form  the  sub- 
stance of  the  next  article,  but  it  may 
be  said  here  that,  given  the  right 
sort  of  settlers,  the  possibilities  in 
this  one  industry  are  immense.  It 
t0  perfectly  true  that  the  Winters 
are  long  and  cold,  as  we  in  this  warm 
Httle  corner  of  the  southwest  are 
accustomed  to  tt^nk  of  cold,  but  they 
are  not  any  colder  than  are  experi- 
enced throughout  nttrly  the  whole 
of  Canada  and  the  northern  United 
States.  There  li  na  *pbject  in  dis- 
guising this,  and,  'in  ^act.  the  writer 
was  assured  again  and  again  by  peo- 
ple in  different  sections  that  the 
country  was  good  enough  to  need 
only  the  truth  spoken  about  It. 
Therefore,  once  more  It  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  there  is  such  a  thing  as 
clearing  to  be  done.  It  is  said  that 
some  Prairie  folk  have  formed  the 
Idea,  that   it  was   Utrgely   open   coun.

try  ready  for  the  plough,  and  And 
Ing  it  otherwise  have  Immediately 
gone  back  In  dudgeon.  However 
that  may  be,  the  clearing  to  be  done 
there  is  something  that  would  fill 
a  man  accustomed  to  Coast  clearing 
with  Relight.  Much  of  It  jean  be 
cleared  for  |26  per  acre,  some  will 
cost  up  to  t40,  but  the  land  that 
would  be  comparatively  heavy  to 
clear  is  being  left  on  the  side  alto- 
gether. It  Is  not  regarded  as  agri- 
Qultural  land,  partly  because  In  some 
places  the  soil  Is  gravelly,  and  partly 
because  the  timber  being  chiefly 
spruce  it  Is  regarded  as  tlmbet  land 
If  It  carries  over  5,000  ft.  of  mer- 
chantable timber  to  the  acre.  Apart 
from  this  there  is  plenty  of  land  on 
which  poplars  form  the  principal 
growth,  they  are  easily  cleared  and 
Always  Indicate  good  soil. 

After  this  somewhat  brief  survey 
of  the  surroundings  of  Prince  George 
that  will  ntost  influence  her  future 
we  can  come  to  the  actual  town  as 
It  is  to  be  seen  today.  Price  George, 
which  was  known  at  one  time  as  Fort 
George,  has  been  fairly  prominent 
In  the  general  view  for  some  years 
prior  to  the  war.  The  nature  of  the 
resources  of  the  surrounding  country 
that  have  Just  been  touched  upon  are 
not  unknown  to  most  people,  and  it 
1.^.  possible  that  the  first  sight  of  the 
town  at  present  may  cause  some 
disappointment.  On  all  the  youfig 
towns  that  were  forging  ahead  at 
the  beginning  pf  the  decade  Just 
completed  the  war  has  had  an  ef- 
fect that  is  much  more  marked  than 
with  cities  of  older  growth.  Their 
teltisens  were  young  and  enterprising 
men  and,  of  course,  were  the  very 
ones  to  answer  to  the  Aall  of  battte. 
Some  who  were  no  longer  as  years 
go  were  still  youthful  in  heart  and 
possesend  physiques  hardened  and 
Ntrengthened  by  long  endurance  of 
the  stern  conditions  of  frontier  life. 
One  of  these  who  could  by  no 
manner  of  means  gloss  over  the  fact 
that  he  was  over  age  offered  1500, 
practically  his  whole  fortune,  to  be 
given  to  the  Red  Cross,  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  being  allowed  to  Join  up. 
The  go-ahead  young  editor  of  the 
^ole  newspaper  went,  everybody 
went,  with  the  consequence  that  from 
sheer  lack  of  man-power  the  town 
had  to  ma>k  time  until  her  men 
returned. 

Land  Speculation 

But    there    is   still    another      cause 
that     has     hindered     Prince     George 
sorely.      Of   all   the    ills    that   afflict 
an    infant   town^   the   orgy   of   Indls-

lo  the  very  worst.  Scarcely  is  the 
possibility  breathed  of  a  town  be- 
ing desirable  or  possible  at  a  cer- 
tain point  but  there  Is  an  instan- 
taneous rush  and  grab  for  all  the 
lond  anywhere  within  its  vicinity, 
which*  is  then  parcelled  out  in  ri- 
diculous ti<renty-five  (oot  Iota—so 
great  is  the  greed  that  even  a  decent 
living  space  is  not  given — which  are 
hawked  far  and  wide  and  sold  as 
being  upon  the  only  one  and  orig- 
in.'^ I  townslte.  We  have  all  suf- 
ftred  from  the  fev«r  of  the  boom- 
spirii,  even  Victoria  has  not  escaped, 
and  she  has  hundreds  of  acres  lying 
useless  as  lota -that  ought  still  to  be 
farmed  and  revenue  and  wod-pro- 
duclng.  Prince  George,  however, 
bon  suffered  the  extremest  penalty. 
Tha  commercial  centre,  with  Its 
streets  of  tributary  dwellings,  of 
course,  lies  adjacent  to  the  station. 
This  is  the  active,  live  little  town 
that  is  planning  gr«at  things,  but  a 
drive  two  miles  to  the  west* bridge 
brings  the  traveler  to  another  town, 
this  one  moribund,  boarded-up,  de- 
serted. Klne  store  fronts  are  to  be 
seen,  some  "substantial  concrete, 
buildings,  a  large  hotel,  and  so  on. 
all  empty.  Again,  a  mile  and  a  half 
to  the  south,  the  same  thing  is  to 
be  seen,  only  here  are  the  Govern- 
ment offices,  and  a  little  more  life 
remains.  It  Is  not  for  an  outsider 
to  pronounce  upon  the  cUtims  of  the 
rival  -  townsltes,  but  what  does  strike 
one  Is  the  immense  waste  of  good 
capital  and  the  dissipation  of  energy 
that,  focussed  upon  one  single  point, 
would  have  made  a  really  fine  and 
well-built  town,  and,  with  the  suc- 
cess that  commands  success,  capable 
of  attracting  and  holding  further  In- 
vestment and  industry.  We  now.  have 
Government  control  of  timber,  of 
fisheries  and  of  other  resources.  Is 
it  too  much  to  believe  that  there 
cannot  be  some  control  of  projected 
townsltes  by  which  the  budding  town 
is  not  hampered  and  the  outside  pub- 
Uo  not  despoiled? 

Good  I'^rmlns  Area 
In  Its  surroundings.  Prince  George 
Is  attractive.  Northward,  beyond  the 
railway  tracks,  the  view  abruptly 
terminates  in  the  big  cutttpg,  a  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  high  and 
crowned  with  light  trees,  carved  out 
by  the  swlft-flowlng  Neehaco.  A 
fine  bridge  spans  the  river,  and  the 
road  that  winds  up  the  hazel  and 
poplar-filled  ravine  and  climbs  on 
to  the  plateau  above  is  th<  main 
road  to  the  Salmon  River  Valley, 
one  of  the  best  and  most  open  farm- 
In*  diatrlcts  in  the  vicinity  of  Prince 
George.  Ttie  Neehaco  flows  about  a 
mite  east  of  the  station,  where  it 
meets  the  waters  of  the  Fraser. 
Prettily  wooded  little  Islands 'dot  th4 
Junction  of  the  two  brotd  rivers, 
and  where  the  united  waters  one* 
more  narrow  to  a  channel  a  steel 
railway  and  traffic  bridge  a  little 
over  half '  a  mile  long  spans  the 
stream.  In  thla  direotlon,  southeast 
of  the  town,  is  a  large  area  of  goo^ 
farming  land,  and  here  also  la  an 
extensive  land  oettlement  area  ad- 
ministered by  the  Land  Settlement 
Board.  The  country  has  all  been 
burned  over  at  one'41me.  stumps  of 
Douglas  fir  and  other  conifers  re- 
maining to  show  the  character  of 
the  former  forest,  but  the  present 
growth  Is  one  of  aspen  poplar  an4 
small  oottonwdods.  with  Just  about 
en'^uvrh  lack,  or  lodge- pole  pl««.  to 
afford  logs  for.  bntMIng  material. 
feiver>whrrc  wild  raspberry  caaes  sre 
to  be  seen,  which  furnish  every 
farm^ottse  with  nnltmlted  quantities 
of  prssenrcs;  high  and  loe^  bush 
eraaberrlcis.  strawberries,  «U  grow 
wild  in  qiMtntitlsa,  wbUo  morsplso'' 
.tlful.   posslUy.  than   all,  aa4  grow* 


ing.  in  acres  wherever  there  Is  grav- 
elly soil,  is  the  dwarf-growing  blue- 
berry. As  much  as  a  carload  of  blue- 
berries were  shipped  from  Prince 
George  one  Summer.  They  fetch 
26  cents  a  pound  in  Edmonton,  and 
all  Kasterners  esteem  them  highly, 
blueberry  pie  being  priced  as  a  lux- 
ary~^  in  hotels  and  dining  cars.  Wild 
grasses,  pea-vine  and  vetch  afford 
rich  feed  for  cattle  throughout  the 
Summer,  while  timothy  and  clover 
make  an  extremely  good  stand. 
Rolling  Country 
Nothing  could  be  more  opposite  to 
the  usual  Coast  scenery.  Instead  of 
dark -clad  mountains  and  narrow  val- 
leys, there  are  leagues  upon  le.iKues 
Of  widespread  rolllnB  country  diver- 
sified here  and  there  with  low 
ridges,  and ,  everywhere  the  light 
deciduous  growths  convey  a  feelln;; 
of  brightness  and  cheer  that,  .  to- 
gether with  the  light  quality  of  the 
air,  have'  a  singularly  exllarating  ef- 
fect. Altogether  it  is  a  splendid 
country,  alive  with  potentialities. 
and  it  is  rapidly  attracting  men  who 
are  ready  to  develop  them.  Clo»o 
investigations  are  being  made  in  re- 
gard to  pulp,  and  available  water- 
powers  are  being  staked.  Farmers 
are  coming  from  Kastern  points  and 
from  the»  United  States,  mining  is 
developing,  and  over  thirty  saw- 
mills betwieen  Prince  George  and  tbc 
boundary  show  that  the  lumber  in- 
dustry ifl  well  established.  With 
Government  assistance  In  the  form 
of  good  railway  service,  since  this 
has  become  a  department  of  Gov- 
ernment, and  good  roads,  the  coun- 
try will  soon  take  Its  place  as  one 
of  most  productive  portions  of  the 
Pro*rince. 


SAVING  MONEY  ON 
FOOD

it  Is  not  sound  economy  to  stint 
the  body  of  food  to  save  expenditure 
of  money.  Good  nourishing  food  can 
be  purchased,  even  in  these  days  of 
high  prices,  if  th«  housewife  gives 
some  attentlot^to  the  relative  nutri- 
tive value  of  food  substances. 

It  Is  a  too  cShtmon  belief  that  one 
kind  of  meat  Is  about  as  nourishing 
as  any  other.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  nutritive  value  of  flesh  food  de- 
pends to  a  large  extent  upon  the  part 
of  the  animal  from  which  it  is  taken. 

In  spite  of  the  commonly  accepted 
opinion  to  the  contrary,  tinned  meats 
are  more  concentrated,  and  therefore 
more  nourishing,  than  fresh  meat. 

Average  fresh  beef  or  mutton  con- 
tains at>out  14  per  cent  of  protein  or 
fuel  material  for  the  body,  and  about 
IS  per  cent  of  fat.  Corned  t>eef  in 
tins  has  2«  per  cent  of  protein  and 
28  of  fut. 

Fresh  meat  has  a  high  percentage 
of  water,  which  adds  to  the  weight, 
but  affords  no  nutriment.  The  gain 
In  buying  a  pound  of  canned  meat 
is  very  considerable,  as  It  is  almost 
equal  to  a  pound  and  a  half  of  fresh 
meat. 

I  do  not  suggest  that  tinned  meat 
Is  more  palatable  to  most  persons 
than  fresh  meat.  That  Is  a  matter  of 
Individual  taste.  But  there  Is  no 
question  that  a  pound  of  "bully  beer* 
Is  a  more  concentrated  form  of  food 
than  a  pound  of  fresh  beef. 

For  this   reason    housekeepers  who 
are    bound    to    practice    economy'  will 
And  it  an  advantage  to  substitute  tin- 
ned   for   fresh    meat  occasionally. 
•  •  •  • 

With  the  approach  of  cold  weather 


the  I^odily  system  begins  to  require 
more  fat  in  the  diet.  Almost  every- 
where throughout  the  world  animal 
fats  are  costly.  Bacon  is  high  in 
price  at  present.,  but  it  is  one  d|,  the 
best  of  fat  foods,  and  contains  about 
twice  as  much  fat  as  pork,  and  con- 
siderably more  than  ham. 

Suet  has  over  80  per  cent  of  fat, 
and  there  Is  hardly  a  better  Winter 
food  for  children  than  suet  pudding 
with  syrup.  Lard  is  almost  pure  fat, 
and  contains  10  per  cent  more  heat- 
giving  material  than  butter.  Marga- 
rine Is  cheaper  than  butter  and  quite 
as  rich  in  fat. 

Fat  can  be  obtained  from  the 
cheaper  kinds  of  flsh,  such  as  the 
salted  herring,  and  from  tinned  sar- 
dines. It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  brisket,  flank,  ribs,  and  rump 
of  beef  yield  most  fat.  In  mutton 
the  highest  percentage  of  nutriment 
is  in  the  quarters. 

Sugar  is  a  "fat  sparer"  in  the  Win- 
ter dietary,  and  may  be  taken  in  the 
form  of  golden  syrup,  with  bread  or 
puddings.  The  use  of  sweetened  con- 
densed milk  Is  not  advised  for  infant 
feeding,  but  this  preparation  Is  fairly 
inexpensive  food,  containing  more  fat 
and   sugar  than   fresh   milk. 

The  fatty  cheeses  are  Cheddar. 
Cheshire.  Stilton,  and  best  of  all,  the 
cream  cheeses.  Dutch  cheese  has  a 
rather  low  percentage  of  fat,  but  con- 
tains other  nourishing  properties. 

Oats  are  the  richest  in  fat  of  all 
the  grain  foods,  and  that  is  why  oat- 
meal porridge  is  acceptable  in  cold 
weather.  Snfflcient  fat,  protein,  and 
starch  food  can  be  obtained  by  peo- 
ple with  small  Incomes  If  nutritive 
values  are  stiidled  before  spending 
money. — Walter  M.  GalUhan  In  The 
London  Daily  Mail.
